Work on the Hartford Building at Madison 
and Dearborn streets and on the Columbian 
Memorial Building at State and Washington 
streets was begun May 1 of the present year. 
Neither of the buildings is completed. The 
Columbian Memorial Building is au example 
of how to put up a building and accommodate 
the public in the use of the streets, and the 
Hartford Building is an example of how not 
to do 80. | 

The Columbian Memorial Building is going 
up rapidly and the sidéwalks on State and 
Washington streets are open to the public. 
People walking down State street in front of 


the buildmg scarcely have their attention 


pany, contractors for the building, found that 
the long steel girders must in some cases be 
hoisted from the outside of the building and 
the occupation of some of the street was abso- 
lutely necessary. However, the space used 
has heen reduced to a minimum. 
A passageway on the sidewalk six 
feet wide has been left open with 
& fence on the side next to the street. Over 
the passagé-way isa strong shed similar to 
that on the State street side. What little 
building material is necessary for immediate 
used is stored in the street between the fence 
next to the walk, another fence being erected 
on a line a few feet from the curbstone fur- 
ther toward the niddle of the street. In this 
space all the hoisting of steel girders is done. 
It takes an extra force of men to manipulate 
the hoisting apparatus and keep the girders 
from colliding with the roof over the side- 
walk, but the contractors are inclined to be 
liberal for the benefit of the public. Most of 
the hoisting is done inside of the building and 
all of the mortar is mi¥ed there. Practically 
all of the building material except a few 
steel girders is stored inside. 

The time was when the Columbian Memorial 
Building was not the model it now is in the 
way of accommodating the public, but when 
Tun Trrsune some time ago made sugges- 
tions through its columns to the contractors 
those suggestions were acted on with desirable 
results that have rendered the sidewalk open 
to the public.

If the state of things around the Columbian 
Memorial Building is all that could be desired, 
showing how a building can be put up with- 
out inconvenience to the public, the Hartford 
Building at Dearborn and Madison streets is 
the direct opposite, showing just how a 
building can be put up with the most 
inconvenience to those who are 
obliged to travel in front of it. 
Time and again Tur Trarsune has called the 
attention of the contravtor for the Hartford 
Building, Elias F. Gobel, to the fact that his

INTO MOTHER EARTH. 


THE REMAINS OP MARTIN BURKE TO 
BE LAID AT REST TODAY. 


Last Night a Protracted “ Wake Was Held 
Over the Inanimate Clay—Great Secrecy 
as to the Identity of Those Present— 
Funeral Services Will Be Simple—The 
Drawn, Pinched Face Tells Plainly of 
the Mental and Physical Suffering 
Which the Dead Man Had Endured. 


The funeral of Martin Burke, one of the 
convicted Cronin assassins, will take place at 
10 o’clock this morning from the home of his 
cousin, John Conway, No. 3011 Main street, 
At that hour the remains will be taken to St. 
Bridget’s Church, Archer avenue and Church 
place. Had the day not been Sunday there 
would be a requiem mass, but as it 
is, there will be only a simple ceremony of 
blessing and the pronouncing of the 
absolution by Vicar-General D. J. Dowling, 
pastor of the church. At the conclusion of 
this short ceremonial, which will take plage 
immediately after the last mass, the body will 
be conveyed to the Grand Trunk Depot for 
interment at Mount Olivet Cemetery. 

The remains reached this city from Joliet 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning by the Chica- 
go and Aiton train, were taken from the train 
at Twenty-second street and to the home of 
his cousin, John Conway. There the casket 
was placed in the dark little parlor 
in the front part of the flat. 
The casket is of rosewood finish with silver- 
plated handles. There was no plate on it; 
that is to be put on this morning. After the 
remains had been in the house a little while 
the pall which had covered the casket was 
removed and the features of the dead man 
were revealed under the glass lid. 

Pallid Features Tell a Story. 

There could be little doubt in the mind of 

any one who saw the face as to the cause of

HOW PATRICK O’SULLIVAN DIED, 


His Lips, Too, Were Closed; He Saying He 
Was Innocent and Coulg Not Confess. 

Patrick O'Sullivan, the i®eman, died at 8 
p. m. May 5, 1892, in the Joliet Penitentiary, 
The half-expected confession which it was 
thought would lay bare the secrets of the 
Cronin murder was not made. He had been 
sick a week. Two years Of. prison life had 
made him a prey to lung _ troubles 
and a complication of mental worry. He was 
visited by his former attornby, W. S. Forrest, 
and his sister, Mrs. Thochas Whelan. He 
recognized them, then emg into a state of 
delirium. While delirious de spoke of home, 
friends, and prison life, but never of the 
Cropin matter. During lucid intervals he was 
asked to confess and to cleat his breast of the 
Cronin matter, to which he replied: I am 
innocent. I have nothing to confess.”’ 

W. S. Forrest, his attorney, speaking of his 
death at that time, said it. would not interfere 
with the chances for release of the other 
prisoners. 

A siugular fact in conne 
van's death was that it ca almost at the 
third anniversary of the cfime. Dr. Cronin 
was murdered May 4 at 8 p. m. Patrick 
O'Sullivan died May 5 at 8 N m.

death. The features were pinched, the flesh 
drawn closely over the bones, indicating 
clearly that consumption was the messenger 
which death had sent to release the convict 
from his cell. The peaceful look that so oftea 
comes to make bearable the transition from 
life to death was not present in the feat- 
ures of Martin Burke. On the contrary, 
there were evidences of long suffering and 
mental agony in the lines around the eyes and 
mouth that even death’s effacing finger could 
not smooth away. The lips were unusually 
pallid and the nose thin and pointed out of all 
resemblance to what it had been before 
Burke was sent to Joliet. And it was easy to 
imagine that the once stalwart form hidden 
beneath the funereal garments was but the 
shadow of what it had been. 

Just as soon as night came active prepara- 
tions for a wake were commenced. 
Secrecy, however, marked every detail and all 
information as to who would be present was 
refused. By 8 o’clock every room in the house 
was filled and many of the men present were 
said to be members of some of the Clan-na- 
Gael camps. A numberof women were also 
there. Mr. Purcell, who isan agent of the 
West Side Brewing company, acted the part 
of host in receiving those who came to attend 
the wake and contributed twelve cases of beer 
to the refreshments provided for the persons 
who proposed to sit up all night. 

The identity of those present was kept 
secret and a reporter for Tus Trisune was re- 
fused admission and denied all information. 
Between 9 and 10 o’clock fulty 200 men called 
at the house, and by midnight the manifesta- 
tions by which members of the Celtic race 
show their grief were at their height. 

Contradict Forrest’s Statements. 

Warden Dement and the prison officials 
contradict the statement of Attorney W. S. 
Forrest that Burke was worked to death. In 
proof of this they refer to the records, which 
show that Burke, while in the cooper-shop, 
worked overtime and made considerable money 
in this way. His earnings were spent for 
newspapers, magazines, and books. Only a 
few days ago he had $10 transferred to the 
Rev. Father Daniel, and there is now $2.50 to 
his credit at the prison. The record shows 
that Burke took up his permanent abode in 
the hospital Sept. 20. Dr. Ferguson said yes- 
terday that prior to this Burke had been on 
the sick call for two months, during which 
time he was not required to do any work. He 
said that, while Burke claimed that none of 
his antecedents had suffered from consump- 
tion, he thinks that the seeds of the diseaso had 
probably taken hold of him before he went 
to the prison. He had an attack of the grip 
early in the spring, and from that time on 
symptoms of the disease were apparent. A 
coupleof weeks ago Burke told Dr. Ferguson 
he wanted to know exact condition, and 
the physician explained the situation and told 
him that death was only a question of time. 
It was Burke’s desire to live until after Christ- 
mas, and when the doctor visited him 
Friday morning he asked him how much 
longer he thought he had. The reply was 
that the end was less than twenty-four hours 
distant. The unfortunate man manifested no 
signs of uneasiness over the unwelcome in- 
formation. 

Burke during his stay at the prison always 
declined to say anything regarding the Cronin 
trial or the murder. Even though he felt 
kindly toward Warden Dement, he never dis- 
cussed the matter, and to all attempts made 
by people about the prison to get him to talk 
he replied that he had nothing tosay. He 
neither admitted his guilt nor declared him- 
self to be innocent. When the doctor told 
him that his death was only a question of 
time he was asked if he had anything to say 
and replied that he had not. 

His Career in Joliet. 


To show that Martin Burke was not the 
peaceabie man that some people have tried 
to prove him, a leaf from his Joliet visit will 
show that he was able to take care of him. 
self. Immediately after the Cronin murder 
he went to Joliet, where he had friends, and 
where a camp was located. He had funds 
sent to him from Chicago by postoffice orders 
by another name than his own. He became 
acquainted with A. B. Sharp, a business-man, 
and ultimately had Sharp identify him at the 
postoffice. He was well known in several 
saloons which he patronized. One afternoon 
in Binzen’s saloon he engaged in a quarrel 
with a man named Wylie, an Orangeman, 
which ended in Burke pulling a vicious dagger 
from his pocket and making an attack on Wylie

TWO WELL-DRESSED CROOKS ARRESTED. 


Thought to Have Been Implicated in the 
Equitable Building Safe-Blowing. 

Milwaukee detectives yesterday captured 4 
couple of well-dressed crooks who are thought

The men were stopped by Detectives 
McManus and Schmidt at Grand ave- 
nue and West Water street, the 
busiest corner in that city. As 
McManus placed his hand on the shoulder of 
his man the fellow wheeled around, and, draw- 
ing a big Colt revolver from his overcoat 
pocket, pressed it to the officer’s breast. 
There was a click, but no report. The next 
instant McManus and the stranger were 
struggling for the weapon, which the de- 
tective secured, and with it he 
knocked his antagonist to the ground. 
The gun was loaded. The other man arrest- 
ed by Schmidt also carried a revolver in his 
overcoat pocket. At the station the men gave 
their names as Frank Delong and Oscar 
Brown. Besides a set of skeleton keys, the 
men had a kit of cracksmen tools, which were 
carried in large false pockets in their over- 
coats, suspended by a strap around their 
shoulders. 

Subsequent to the arrest the detectives 
learned that the men had planned to crack the 
safe in Bailey & Esser’s jewelry store.

When about fifty were-gathered Austin O. 
Sexton was nominated for Chairman and 
William H. Joyce was named as Secretary.

Its Associations Not Pleasant. 

Its associations were not pleasant, and it 
was not in favor in high quarters. Morgan 
Murphy concurred in the wisdom of Judge 
Ewing’s caution. John W. Browne talked of 
the good work of the Wine-and-Whisky club 
during the old Cregier administration and in- 
timated that it would be a good idea to revive 
it. Nobody favored the Browne suggestion 
but B. F. Jenkins and it was dropped. 

Judge Tree and Judge Moran thought that 
the new organization oughtto be of an ad- 
visory and auxiliary character to advise and 
help the regular organization, and that its 
meetings should be secret and its membership 
rather select. 

Mr. Trude, who was received with applause, 
it being, as he said, “his début in politics,” 
thought that the membership should be made 
up mostly from professional and business 
men who have no hankering after office, but 
who were willing to give the use of their time 
or their money to helping to get others 
into office or out of trouble.” E. F. Culler- 
ton supported the views of Mr. Trude. 

But several men who expect to be in office 
soon objected, and after observations by 
Messrs. Sullivan and Schubert it was resolved 
that a committee of twenty-one be selected by 
the Uhair to draft a plan of organization to be 
submitted to a future meeting. The meeting 
then adjourned. 

Subsequently several of those who had at- 
tended met in the bar of the hotel and the dis- 
cussion turned on the name. As a compromise 
it was suggested that the name be The Lim- 
mayokerrick,” as a recognition of the three 
counties that will contribute the most active 
membership. Objection was made to the 
name as being too long, and the bar-room 
gathering adjourned to meet again and talk 
it over. 

Commissioners Fail to Agree. 

At a caucus of the Democratic County Com- 
missioners held last evening it was decided to 
nominate James Maher of the Eighth Ward 
for County Commissioner.

The cultivation of such a sentiment is not only 
a high duty but an absolute necessity to the con- 
summation of the reforms we enter upon.

They can only be accomplished 
when unselfish patriotism guides the aspirauons

We who are to be charged with the respon- 
sibility of making and executing the laws should 
begin our preparation for the task by a rigid self- 
examination and by a self-purgation from all 
ignoble and unworthy tendencies threatening to 
enter into our motives and designs. Then may 
we enjoin upon all our countrymen the same duty, 
and then may we hope to perform faithfully and 
successfully the work intrusted to our hands by 


a confiding people. : 

At frequent intervals during his speech the 
President-elect was interrupted by applause. 
He warmed up as he proceeded: and spoke 
with a warmth that convinced his hearers that 
he meant every word he said and what he 
said was so. When he had finished the ap- 


plause lasted several minutes, 
Mr. Schurz Attacks the Machine, 
The Hon. Carl Schurz was introduced. He 


spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Reform 
Club: The moral forces in politics, of which I am 
to speak, found a most striking illustration fn 
the recent Presidential election. As you all re- 
member. before the last National Democratic 
convention was held, many weli-meaning Demo- 
crats honestly believed that with Mr. Cleveland 
as a candidate the Democratic party would be 
doomed to certain defeat. hey thought 
that a man who, instead of truckling to otber 

eople’s prejudices, had always expressed 

is own convictions of right and duty 
with defiant frankness, must have provoked an 
insuperable opposition and could not be popular ; 
that a candidate who had made every rascal his 
open or secret enemy could not find honest men 
enough to elect him; that, therefore, Mr. Cleve- 
land was utterly unavailable. But these moral 
forces were the decisive factor, for they turned to 
Mr. Cleveland for every Democratic vote he 
lost, several times as many votes of patriotic men 
who had not been Democratic before. 

What are these moral forces? They are that 
patriotism which subordinates every other con- 
sideration to the general welfare, honor, and 
greatness of the country. 

d how did these moral forces come into play? 
Here was a system of taxation flagrantly unjust 
in benefiting the few at the expense of the many; 
laws bought by the rich to make them still 
richer; a political party subsidized by a formida- 
ble money power to serve its greed; corrupuon 
in elections developed into a political system 
threatening utterly to  demoralize our 
political life. This on one side. On the other an 
earnest endeavor to ward off the threatened evils: 
to wrest the power of government from the grasp 
of the power of money ; to supplant monopoly and 
legislative favoritism with a just system of taxa- 
tion; and at the head of this movement as a can- 
didate for the Presidency a man known as a cham- 
pion of good government in every sense, and the 
moral forces responded. Stirred by these 
moral forces came forth the rank 
and file of the Democratic party, the 
honest masses whose enthusiasm for a 
good cause and a worthy leader brushed away 
like cobwebs all opposition and all feeble consid- 
erations of expediency in the party councils.

The masses trust 
honesty and love courage. They despise a trim- 
mer and hate a coward. We should not be 
frightened by a deficit nor hampered by any sup- 
posed necessity of continuing the extravagance 
of protecnonist profligacy. Nor need we fear 
that people will not submit to direct taxation. 
What they will no longer submit to are the taxes 
on consumption, which throw the burden on 
those least able to bear it. 


Roger Q. Mills. 


When Mr. Johnson sat down Roger Q. 
Mills of Texas was ‘introduced and spoke in 


substance as follows: 

You meet this evening as the faithful, zealous, 
and tireless friends of commercial emancipation. 
While I rejoice with you in the victory which we 
achieved, frankness requires me to say that my 
joy is not unalloyed. To fitly discharge the du- 
ties which have been imposed upon us we must 
show the people of the United States that we 
were honest in the declarations which we made in 
our convention, honest in the declarations we 
made in our newspapers; that we will give them 
a government of both branches of the legislative 
department, as well as of the executive. which will 
compose taxation for the single purpose of raising 
a revenue to support an honest government.

The following isan abstract of the speech 
prepared by Speaker Orisp and sent out by 
the Associated Press and which he would 
have delivered but for circumstances beyond 
his control: 

Mr. Chairman and. Gentlemen of the Reform 
Club: In this presence. before this club, which 
has done 80 a to further and advance that re- 
form from which we hope so much, I am sure 1 
will be pardoned if I say a few words on the sub 
ject of taxation. Because the power to tax is the 
power to destroy the people of the United States 
in their fundamental law have wisely put a lim- 
itation on its exercise. The people may be taxed 
for public revenue; they may not be taxed for 
any other purpose. The Republican party de- 
parted from this principle, and entering upon 
a career of extravagance, burdened and op- 
pressed the people with unjust, unequal, and op- 
pressive tax laws, In 1890 the Democratic party 
assailed the McKinley bill. The Republicans de- 
fended it, and the country pronounced against it. 
When the Fifty-second Congress met it was con- 
fronted with a condition, not a theory. The 
House wus largely Democratic and for tariff re- 
form. The Senate and Executive were Republic- 
an and rene) Ee against it. All men saw that no 
general tariff bill could be enacted into law. 

The Democrats in the House determined to 
strike at the existing law by separate bills annul- 
ling its oppressive features. iis method pos- 
sessed two great advantages over any other sug- 
gested. It affordeda hope that some of the bills 
might pass, thus giving to the people partial re- 
lief.and it rendered it certain that in the approach- 
ing election our adversaries would be forced into 
the field defending their own general law. Sub- 
sequent events have vindicated the wisdom of 
this course. In the campaign of 1592 the 
Democrats again assailed the McKinley 
aw; the Republicans again defended it, 
and the people again elected a House opposed to 
it. More than this was necessary and they did 
more than this. They made it probable that the 
Senate will favor tariff reform, and they elected 
a Chief Magistrate who stands foremost among 
those who advocate that principle. After long 
years of waiting the people may now bope for re 

ief. They have given to the Democratic party 
the power to make laws. If we execute this 
power in their interest wisely we will merit and 
retain their confidence. If we disregard the 
obligations resting upon us we will meet the fate 
of the party we succeeded, and no man could just- 
ly say such fate was undeserved, 

If I might be permitted to speak for my polit- 
ical associates on the subject of taxation I would 
say we believe in a tariff for revenue; we believe 
that unnecessary taxation is unjust taxation; we 
believe that all taxation should be for public pur- 
poses; we believe that the necessaries of life 
should be burdened least; we believe that on lux- 
uries higher duties may be imposed; and we be- 
lieve that all raw materials should be free. 
Speaking to my political associates I would say: 
Keeping these principles in view we 7 
at the earliest practicable moment enter 
upon the consideration of a general 
tariff law to take the place of that now on the 
stutute books. The people have so decreed, 
and we are but agents to execute their will. 
Great interests are involved, complicated ques- 
tions will present themselves. We should pro- 
ceed with care, with caution, with wisdom, with 
justice, and with moderauon; but we should 
promptly move forward on the line indicated, to 
the end that our pledges tu the people may be re- 
deemed and that they may be relieved froma 
system of taxation which is odious, unequal, 
oppresive, and unjust. 


GENUINE DIAMONDS FOUND IN IDAHO. 


Specimens Dug Up Are Pronounced Valua- 
able by Experts. 

Boiss, Idaho, Dec. 10.— Special. —Geuuine 
diamonds have been found beyond Snake 
River, three miles from Sucker Creek and 
nearly fifty miles from Boise. As early as 
1864 and 1865 a report gained credence that 
Caleb Lyons, then Governor of Idaho, had 
discovered real diamonds in Owyhee County 
and that he had taken several specimens to 
New York for expert examination and that 
eminent experts had pronounced them valua- 
ble diamonds. Lyons lecated some claims 
near Snake River, but died afterward and the 
matter was dropped. About six years ago a 
prospector brought some specimens here 
whicb he claimed to have found in the vicinity 
of Sucker Creek. Mr. Vandorn of this city, 
who during the early '60s worked in the dia- 
mond fields of Kimberiy, South Africa, imme- 
diately said the gems shown him were genu- 
ine Kimberly diamonds and ridiculed the idea 
that they were found in Owyhee County, near 
Boise, but was afterwards convinced that the 
scory of the prospector was true. In com- 
pany with Brattnober, an experienced mining 
man of San Francisco, he made a thorough 
examination of the ground, made some 
locations, and obtained some  speci- 
mens which he sent to Tiffany of New 
York for examination. Mr. Vandorn a few 
days ago received a report from Tiffany that 
the diamonds were genuine. They are now 
on exhibition in this city. He has six stones 
a trifle larger than small peas, which Tiffany 
pronounces without flaw, except one in which 
aslight flaw is discernible. Quite a number of 
parties are now making locations and excite- 
ment runs high. . 


COL. CODY’S HUNTING PARTY DISBANDS. 


The English and American Military Offi- 
cers Had a Fine Time. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 10.—[Special. |—Col. 
W. F. Cody (“Buffalo Bill“) has just brought 
back a party of Englishmen and Americans 
from a hunting trip through Northern Arizona 
and Southern Utah. The party included Col. 
McKinney of the British Grenadier Guards. 
who started tor New York today and will sail 
for England on the 14th; Maj. St. John of 
London; Col. Prentiss Ingraham, a Southern- 
er; Col, Frank Baidwin of Gen. Miles’ staff, 
and Col. McKinley, Maj. J. Burk. and Col. 
Ellison Naylor of Washington. The hunters 
had an escort of thirty-five cowboys and 
scouts and plenty of arms and provisions. 
Col. Ingraham said today of the trip: 

* We killed but one mountain lion. We saw 
no bear and no elk, though we found the spvor 
of elk more than once. We killed a number 
ofantelope. Every night we camped wut 
without tents. The coyotes, knowing that we 
were a distinguished party, gave us nightly 
serenades. Starting northward for Salt Lake 
we were entertained in all the pretty Mormon 
villages through which we passed with balls 
and banquets. At Pangrutch Lake, in Utah, 
we filled our creels with trout by easy stages. 
Altogether we had been in the saddle thirty 
days and had traveled 800 miles.“ 

One object Cody had in making the trip 
was to find a place which he might use as a 
game preserve. His idea is to establish a 
large park, stock it with all kinds of game. 
and use it as his private shooting-grounds. He 
found several places, both in Arizona and 
Utah, which exactly suited him. 


TO SUE CONGRESS OF FRIENDS OFFICERS. 


The Receiver of the Short Term Order to 
Recover for Shortage. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 10.—Judge Hammond 
today directed the receiver of the National 
Congress of Friends to bring suit against the 
officers of the order for $17,000, the amount of 
ashortagein the treasury. The Judge also 
directed the receiver to pay no certificates that 
had been bought up by speculators at much 
less than their face value, and also decided 
that the receiver allow the death claims to be 
proved as claims against the funds of the 
order, and says that they are allowable on the 
basis of the face value, but not to be pre- 
ferred. These two decisions will establish im- 
portant precedents in endowment order liti- 
gation.

Western Union, Manhattan, and Missouri 
Pacific were the Gould pet stocks, and from 
the quotations of Thursday, Dec. 2, with 
Gould living and though sick unto death, a 
possible power in the street, and the 
quotation of Dec, 10, with Gould a 
week dead, these three stocks are worth more 
by just $15,831,335, so that while Gould living 
was worth less than a hundred millions, his 
death was followed by a change which brings 
the estate well past the century million mark. 
The figures ot the rise on those three stocks 
are shown in this table:

Wali street has a dozen whys and where- 
fores to explain the boost. In almost every 
theory the fact that Gculd was bar sinister on 
the fair face of Wall street is given a prominent 
part. Others, with the cry of The King 
is dead, long live the King,’’ pay tribute to 
young George, and he actually begins to 
believe what has came to his ears a dozen 
times since the rise starved, that it was a 
recognition of his merit and a compliment to 
him as a conservative, able manager, and 
financier. If young George had gone to visit 
J. Pierpont Morgan with the single object of 
affecting prices, he could not have worked a 
more effective dodge, 

It is not only the removal of cloud of Gould 
Sr., but the reassuring effect of the report, en- 
tirely without any officia! foundation, that the 
Vanderbilts were to go into Western Union 
and that they would go into Manhattan, too, 
that started these stocks moving up- 
ward, dragging Missouri Pacific along from 
sheer sympathy and without any story to ac- 
count for its climb of over three points. It 
was pointed out that the contempt which the 
Vanderbilt party felt for Mr. Gould Sr., and 
which kept them from any official connection 
with any property where he held position, is 
not to be extended te the younger group of 
Goulds. 

Western Union scored another advance to- 
day. It had advanced 3 points Friday, and 
in the short session of the Stock Exchange 
which the Saturday half-holiday allowed it 
jumped up 4 points more. It closed at 96%, a 
total advance since Mr. Gould’s death of 12 
points. This is equal. to an appreciation on 
the total capitalization of $12,000,000, 

The stories current in Wall street today to 
account for the activity and strength in 
Western Union stock were like those told 
Friday. As before, they dealt with the 
friendly relations of the new head of the house’ 
of Gould with J. Pierpont Morgan. George 
J. Gould and the famous banker were said to 
be in most amicable relations, and there was 
a renewal of the gossip that Mr. Morgan 
would be made Chairman of Western Union’s 
Executive committee. A good deal of im- 
portance, too, was attached to the probability 
of the listing of the stock in Lordon. . While 
Jay Gould was alive it was not porsible to get 
Western Union on the London list, but now 
that he is dead it is another matter. Wall 
street bulls tigure out a substantial advance 
in the quotation if the stuck is listed in Lon- 
don. At any rate, they did some heavy buy- 
ing today, as they had the day before. 

t is said that when Mr. Gould made his 
trip to Europe some years ago he commis- 
sioned a leading Amglo-American banking 
house to obtain the listing of the stock upon 
the London Stock Exchange. The firm said it 
could be done for $75,000, but Mr. Gould con- 
sidered the fee excessive and would not allow 
it. When he returned to this country he sent, 
it is said, I. B. Musgrave to London on the 
same commission if it could be accomplished 
for 320,000. Musgrave failed to do this and 
the matter was dropped. It is thought 
tnough with the increase of the Morgan 
influence in the board it will be casy 
to list the stock in London. Many think that 
the Vanderbilts are taking an interest in the 
property again, and that sooner or later it 
will pass into their hands. J. Pierpont 
Morgan was not at his office this morning. and 
it was said there was nothing to be said on 
the subject of the advance in the stock, John 
F. Terry and John G. Moore, both members 
of the Executive cotomittee of the company, 
were also absent from their offices. This 
gave rise toa rumor that an important con- 
ference was in progress up town in regard to 
the company. Russell Sage, who is a member 
of the Executive committee, said today: 

The advance in Western Union is due 
simply to the intrinsic value of the property. 
lft a few days We shall publish a statement to 
the stockholders showing the fine condition of 
the property and giving in detail information 
as to the mileage and earning power. I do 
not think we shall list the stock in London. 
That costs a goud deal of money, and this is 
an American property and we are well enough 
satisfied with it. We do not propose, either, 
to take in the Postal Telegraph company. 

do not think that Mr. Morgan will be 
made Chairman of the board, though he 
would be an excellent man for the 
position. At least nothing has deen 
said about it. When Mr. Gould died 
the bears overestimated the effect, and now 
that they see that none of his stock is coming 
in the market they have covered. I do not 
think there is any truth in the reports of 
Vanderbilt buying.”’ 

No, sir,“ said Mr. Sage; Western Union 
is a great property, and its boom is due only 
to its great value. I expect to see it sell away 
above par.

LA BRETAGNE’S SHORT TRIP. 


Swung Into a Pier and Did $35,000 Worth 
of Damage in an Instant. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special. }—The French 
line steamship La Bretagne made the shortest 
voyage in its record today. At 8 o’clock in 
the morning it started for France from Pier 
No. 42, at the foot of Morgan street, and 
ended the trip at the foot of Franklin street 
by running into Pier No, 35. The steamer 
was injured 80 badly that it was unable to 
proceed on the voyage and was taken back to 
the pier. Time of round trip, one hour and 
three-quarters. 

Astrongebb tide was running and this 
added to the speed of the ship carried it down 
the stfeam at a tremendous rate. It was 
headed in adiagonal direction toward the 
New York shore and before the pilot knew it 
was within a short distance of pier No. 35, and 
from the shape of the course was destined 
somewhere up Franklin street.

The steamer backed out from the pier and 
returned to its dock without assistance. An 
arrangement was quickly made with the 
Cunard people both for the transportation of 
mails and passengers.

That I cannot answer,” he replied, “but I 
know that our prayers were answered, inas- 
much as the waves were stilled and the Spree 
came safely to port.

In the dining-saloon of the help- 
less vessel we prayed for succour. I think 
God heard our cry. I am sure he heard mine, 
I believe this, for I am a praying man. If I 
had been in doubt that he had not 
heard my prayers could 1 have de- 
scended to my berth and slept while a 
narrow plank or two stood between me and 
death? The prayer service iu the saloon was 
a solemn event. Jew, Gentile, Catholic, and 
even skeptics were there, All prayed; there 
was no skepticism there nor was there for five 
days afterwards. Tnat prayer soothed the 
minds of those persons who stwod at the brink 
of the grave and looked into it. Let any man 
be in that position for forty-eight hours and 
there will be a change of feeling in him. I 
thought that. judging from experience in the 
civil war and ia the cholera plague in Chicago, 
I conla look on peril without flinching, but 
those moments on the Spree were awful and 
solemn. If God so willed that we were to per- 
ish, I was prepared; I was not frightened. 

Mes, I think that God saved us in our ex- 
tremity. 

Mr. Moody commended the fortitude and 
bravery displayed by the women during those 
long hours of peril. One woman, the mother 
of two children, he spoke of particularly, 

“She is from Milwaukee, I believe,“ he 
said. and her bravery during the ordeal put 
to shame the jibbering fear of some of the 
men. All the time we were drifting help- 
leasly about she sat over her children, watch- 
ing them like a cat and ready to snatch them 
to her bosom should we become in greater 
peril. There was not a tremor in her face.”’ 

From the account of Mrs. Blanche E. Moller 
it would seem that the conduct of a dozen or 
more men in the second-class cabin was 
cowardly. 

Why, do you know,“ she said, those ab- 
ject cowards in the second cabin grabbed life 
preservers at the first note of danger, and held 
on to them all during the next two days. They 
carted the preservers around with them, slept 
with them, and at meals sat on them. Then 
some of these same persons, instead of trying 
to help the others, sat all the time and wept. 

** When I first went on deck after the acci- 
dent the officers and crew were at their posts, 
and the former were armed and prepared to 
withstand the rush of the passengers. There 
was panic everywhere. Those in the second 
cabins jumped from their -berths into 
water up to their knees. The crew pre- 
pared the life rafts and boats and we 
uuderstood that at any moment we might 
have to take to them. The women got their 
valuables together and made other prepara- 
tions to embark in the frail crafts. Every- 
where there were groups of people taking 
leave of each other and the aspect of affairs 
was serious indeed. We were relieved, I tell 
you, when some time later Capt. Willigerod 
came to us and said, ‘Thank God, we are 
saved. 

Mrs. Moller was of a party composed of Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Prosser, Mrs. Nordheimer 
and maid, and Miss Catherine Merritt, The 
other passengers of the Spree who were on the 
Etruria were Mr. May Feist, E. Gradler,

FIGHT WITH A MUTINOUS CREW. 


Several Sailors Shot an the Ship Willie 
Reed While in Foreign Waters. 

New York, Dec. 10.—Capt. John E. Yates 
of the ship Willie Reed, which arrived today, 
tells of adangerous and exciting experience 
with a mutinous crew at sea, during which 
several of the sailors were shot. Capt. Yates 
spoke as follows of his last trip to India. 

The Willis Reed left Philadelphia early in Sep- 
tember for Kobe, Japan. he crew was com- 
posed of Norwegians, Germans, Malays, and a 
mixture of all nations. Everything worked 
smoothly for some time. Then the men grumbled 
over the food. Later I discovered t the crew 
were steali food from the stores. My second 
mate was Joh Turner. Before the vovage was over 
I found he as big a scoundrel asever troda 
deck. Shortly before reaching Kobe, March 10, 
when at the Straits of Sunda, the crew got drunk 
and refused to obey orders. They said they 
would like to see the man who could make 
them obey. Only a part of the crew—about eight 
men—seemed to be actually mutinous. One of 
them, Alfred Paree, I considered to be the ring 
leader anu ordered him placed introns. Some ot 
the men who were still faithful carried out my 
orders. Paree’s companions were too drank to 
offer much resistance. The next day all of his 
companions came to me and demanded Paree's 
release. They refused to work the ship unless 
their demands were acceded to, so I was com- 
pelled to do so, 

Shortly after I heard a noise on deck. I opened 
the door of my cabin and looked out. I saw Sec- 
ond Mate Turner, with the turbulent part of the 
crew surrounding bim. Some of them were 
shaking their tists at the mate. I heard 
Paree say to Turner, You are as big a thief as 
us.“ At the same time Paree make a jump for 
the second mate. Turner pulled out his pistol 
and fired. The first shot stopped Paree, Turner 
fired again and wounded a sailor named Schnei- 
der. His third bullet wounded another of the 
crew named Peterson. Then the mutineers scat- 
tered and fled to the forecastle. They had no 
arms and were cowed. We reached Kobe with- 
out any further outbreak, and 1 then summoned 
United States Counsel Suettius, who put all of 
the mutineers in jail.

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.)—A rumor 
was current today that T. Suffern Tailer, the 
clever young whip and writer on coaching 
matters, had been blackballed at the last elec- 
tion for members of the Coaching club, of which 
Col. William Jay is President. There has 
been for some time much opposition on the 
part of the members of that old organization 
toward Mr. Tailer. 

T. Suffern Tailer is the son of Edward N. 
Tailer, who is well known in New York busi- 
ness circles, He is 26 years of age, a Harvard 
graduate, and a young man ot excellent social 

osition, and clever. He is a member of the 

Jnion and Racquet clubs. His engagement to 
Miss Lorillard, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Pierre Lorillard, was recently announced. Be- 
sides driving the Bennett coach from Paris to 
either Versailles, Pontoise, St. Cloud, or 
Fontainbleau, Mr. Tailer has made several 
excellent coaching records for himself.

Mr. Grosscup's Career. 


Peter S. Grosscup was born in Witten berg, 
O., about 36 years ago, and was educated in 
the public schools of that place and in one of 
the collegiate institutions of the vicinity. He 
studied law in Bos and his. first practice 
was at Ashland in his native State. Soon 
after his admission to the bar he took an ac- 
tive part in politics and became one of the 
recognized Republican leaders of his district. 

At the age of 24 he was the Republican 
nominee for Congress in his district, which 
was strongly Democratic. He led the forlorn 
hope and reduced the majority against his 
party. He was a candidate a second time 
before the Republican convention of the dis- 
trict, but failed of success. His failure 
caused him to renounce political aspirations. 
He soon after left the district and on the ad- 
vice of Senator Sherman, who is a warm per- 
sonal and political friend, he formed a part- 
nership with the late Leonard Swett and par- 
ticipated in the trial of several important 
cases in which that great lawyer was engaged 
during the late years of his life. He defended 
Arthur Gleason, who was. tried with Joseph 
Chesterfield Mackin and William J. Gallagher 
for the Eighteenth Ward ballot fcrgery 
and burglary before Judge Blodgett ia 
1885. He was also engaged with Mr. Swett 
in the Ker embezzlement trial and in the 
Hoke case n Peoria. Latterly his business 
has been in the Chancery Courts and the State 
and Feaeral Supreme courts. He made argu- 
ments in the university cases, the Storey will 
case, and a number more involving equally 
large interests. 

Mr. Grosscup is much liked by his asso- 
ciates at the bar. zwho speak highly of his 
ability. He is rather retiring in disposition, 
and has not taken an active part in public 
affairs since he settled in Chicago. 

It was stated yesterday that Judge Kohl- 
saat’s friends had strongly urged his appoint- 
ment and that several telegrams h been 
sent to President Harrison and Senator.

It is sta that he came away 
with the impression that Grosscup would be 
nominated and that the nomination would be 
satisfactory to him. George M. Pullman was 
another caller. This evening Mr. Pullman 
stated that while the President had not indi- 
cated just who would be the next Judge he 
was pretty well convinced that no one outside 
of Chicago would be selected. Three names 
seemed to be favorites with Mr. Bullman and 
he could not refrain from putting Messrs. 
Grosscup, Miller, and Dibbell in the order 
named. He did not hesitate to say 
that he had given the President a 
pretty good idea that Mr. Grosscup, 
if chosen Judge, would give entire 
satisfaction to every business-man in Chicago. 
Regarding Mr. Miller, he was not so certain 
about his candidacy in the strict meaning of 
the word, and principally because he did not 
seem inclined to give up his practice to go 
upon the bench. Some good work, however, 
has been put in for the Corporation Counsel, 
among his indorsers being the most substan- 
tial business-men of Chicago. 

During the course of the conversation with 
the President, continued Mr. Pullman, it 
was evident that he was bent upon securing a 
capable and efficient official to succeed Judge 
Blodgett, and he did not hesitate to say so to 
me. Of the people outside of Chicago, Mr. 
Dibbell seemed to be most thought of at the 
White House, but it is my belief that tile 
choice will be confined to Chicago.”’ 


WHOLESALE JEWELRY FIRM ASSIGNS. 


Bad, Collections Responsible for the Sus- 
pension—Other Business Failures. 

Katlinsky & Gatzert, wholesale jewelers, 
made an assignment for the benetit 
of creditors in the County Court yesterday. 
The assignee is the American Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. The store is at No. 96 State street 
and the firm is composed of L. S. Katlinsky 
and Abraham N. Gatzert. It is not certain 
that the firm will be forced into absolute in- 
solvency, but may tide over the present crisis 
and resume business. No statement of the 
assets and liabilities was filed with the assign- 
ment, and the members of the firm even do 
not know the list of their creditors. The as- 
signment was caused by the firm’s inability 
to meet some notes which aggregate nearly 
$65,000. All of the notes are hela by Eastern 
creditors and are to secure the purchase price 
of large amounts of merchandise. Nearly 
$30,000 worth of this paper is held by the 
Dueber Watch Case company. The notes 
found their way into the’ Chicago banks, 
among them the Metropolitan Bank, which 
held them for collection, These notes fell due 
yesterday and the firm was unable to meet 
them. Outstanding and uncollectible ac- 
counts caused the suspension. When 
they discovered their inability to 
meet their obligations the firm requested the 
American Trust and Savings Bank to act as 
absignee. Levy Mayer, the bank’s attorney, 
examined the books of the firm and on his 
advice it consented to act. Mr. Mayer said: 
„From what I have been able to learn I am 
inclined to think that there will be only a tem- 
porary suspension on the part of the firm. 
‘They have fully $75,000 worth of stock and ac- 
counts which, if they could realize on, would 
enabie them to discharge the present indebt- 
edness. I have not been able to get a list of 
creditors. Ido not thing the liabilities, how- 
ever, will exceed $70,000. 


G. & L. Wittmeyer, Wholesale Milliners. 

Gustav and Louis Wittmeyer, doinga gen- 
eral millinery business at No. 108 Wabash 
avenue under the firm name of Wittmeyer 
Brothers, confessed judgment yesterday be- 
fore Judge Adams for amounts aggregating 
over $16,000. One of the confessions is based 
on a note to the Union National Bank of Chi- 
cago dated Dec. 9, 1891, payable on demand, 
for $5,435, another is on asimilar note in fa- 
vor of Peter Fries for $4,849, and the third on 
a note of $5,890 payable to Lyman E. Cran- 
dal. The failure is due to poor collections 
and small profits. Little is yet known of the 
exact state of the firin’s affairs, but it is be- 
lieved the firm will make a settlement with 
the creditors and resume business. The as- 
sets are about $75,000 and the liabilities the 
same.

POSITION OF FRANCE. 


M. TIRARD EXPLAINS IT TO THE 
MONETARY OONFERENCE. 


It Can Do Nothing 80 Long as England, 
Germany, and Austria Maintain Their 
Present Attitude—Senator Jones Has 
Not Given Up All Hope That the Con- 
gress Will Result in Some Good—Phila- 
delphia Incident at La Luayra Settled—

Brussets, Dec. 10.— [Copyright, 1892, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World. |—The enemy seems closing in on the 
bi metallists. France dec'ared its position to- 
day. Senator Tirard’s address and the with- 
drawal of Rothschild’s plan were the two feat- 
ures of the weck. From an American stand- 
point the situation is less tenable than iast 
week. Mr. McCreary removed Rothschild’s 
plan Tuesday. In doing so he represented the 
United States delegation. 

A majority of the English delegates have 
changed their attitude. Previously the bi- 
metallists among them had done all the talk- 
ma; only one other was considered a stead- 
fast monometallist. Sir River Wilson disa- 
bused the Congress of this idea and his speech, 
short though it was, convinced most of the 
Congress that England was only temporizing. 
Austria, Germany, and France had said 
nothing but waited for England. 
Austria and Germany are still silent, though 
outside influence may be brought to bear on 
the latter’s delegates. As the German bimet- 
allists have representatives here he claims 
agricultural interets in Germany demand bi- 
metalism. The monometallists maintain that 
the only bimetallists in Germany are large 
land-owners and that the attitude of the Ger- 
man delegates is due to gqvern ment instruc- 
tions. It is almost certain they could prevent 
the present attitude of the congress. 

Until Germany moves Austria will retain its 
present monetary system. As Tirard was ex- 
pected to speak today every delegate was in 
his seat, though to do justice, this is generally 
the case. 

Mr. Forsell, formerly Swedish Minister of 
Finance, started the ball rolling by asking 
the American delegation to explain its 
idea of the ratio to be adopted. Senator 
Allison replied that the ratio depended upon 
the number of guvernments agreeing to bi- 
metallic arrangements. If, for instance, the 
Latin Union would agree to the American 
proposals, he had no objection to fifteen and a 
half. Gen. Strackey of India supported 
Senator Allison. 

Attitudes Must Be Changed. 


Then M. Tirard rose. He had listened with 
great attention, he said. After the re- 
sult of previous conferences it is not 
practical to discuss international bimetallism 
so long as England, Germany, and Austria 
preserved their present attitude France 
should not be asked to change its monetary 

olicy and re-open its mints to white metal. 

t was not for France to take the lead on the 
question. The Latin Union renders immense 
service in keeping at par the greatest stock 
of silver in the world. He suggested that such 
States as had small amounts of silver in 
proportion to the population ought every year 
to buy a small quota in order to increase 
their holdings. France had almost $10 of 
silver for every one of population. 


Tirard’s statement was considered manly. 


and straightforward, and was much applauded. 
Commenting on it, Senator Jones said to 
Roffalovitch: 

There's nothing to object to in Tirard’s 
statement. We cannot expect France to move 
when England holds back. England’s atti- 
tude since 1814 has been when the balance 
of trade was against her to pay any currency 
she pleased and when the balance is in her 
favor to demand payment in gold.“ 

To me Senator Jones said: I have not 
given up hope that some plan may be 
evolved from the discussion in progress 
now and before the end of the coming 
week. Ifnot the congress may adjourn for 
good, but it may adjourn only over the holi- 
days. If the latter happens the governments 
now opposed tous may see the danger in 
which they stand and come to some arrange- 
ment. They will discover they cannot main- 
tain the present system, but they may want 
time to find a way out of the difficulty. I will 
speak Tuesday.“ 

Senator Jones Will Speak. 


Senator Jones will speak at great length. 
His address is alinost certain to attract wide 
attention, for he is on his mettle. Senator Al- 
lison is undecidei whether to speak or not. 
He said today: ‘“‘I mayor may not speak. 
If there seems a chance of a satisfactory plan 
being adopted 1 may support it. It looks as if 
the congress would adjourn without decisive 
action. I may try to prevent it. It is not cer- 
tain all chance is lost of arriving at a satis- 
factory solution of the monetary problem.“ 

It is the general desire that Senator Allison 
should speak, as he is considered the strongest 
man at the congress. The latter is losing its 
enthusiasm. It began work with a dash. 
Many members now attend the sessions in a 
perfunctory way. The majority express no 
decided opinion on the work of the congress 
and look for no definite result. The mono- 
metallists are far more jubilant than their op- 
ponents. The congress is certain to remain 
here until after the reception given by the city 
next Friday. 

At today’s meeting of the Committee of the 
International Monetary Conference the plans 
of Messrs. Tietjens, Houldsworth, and Allard 
were debated. Its report will be submitted 
Tuesday. The committee adjourned without 
— a detision on any of the plans before 
them.

The American Ship Finally Complies with

-News has just 
reached here from La Guayra that the Phila- 
delphia incident has been satisfactorily set- 
tled. United States Minister Scruggs had de- 
termined to see that the ship was not molest- 
ed. and the Collector and Harbor Master had 
instructions to deny it the rights of the port. 
Capt. Chambers steamed iuto port and 
dropped anchor under the guns of the United 
States war ship Kearsarge and Capt. Crowen- 
shield sent a squad of marines aboard of it. 
A custom-house officer came on board and de- 
manded the new register. Acting under Con- 
sul Hanna’s advice the Captain refused to ac- 
cede to the demand and the Philadelphia was 
forbidden to go to the wharf and denied per- 
mission to discharge its cargo. Things were 
assuming a serious shape when Agent Boul- 
ton of the Red D line arranged things satis- 
factorily with the Venezuelan authorities 
direct. Capt. Chambers gave up his new 
register by the direction of the agent of the 
line and a fine of francs was 
paid for the ship leaving port without its reg- 
ister on its last voyage. The Collector of the 
port then returned the old register and the 
Harbormaster permitted the ship to land. 
Throughout the controversy the best of feel- 
ing prevailed, but the Venezuelans, though 
menaced by the guns of the Kearsarge, main- 
tained their claim that foreign merchant 
ships when within Venezuelan waters must 
respect her laws and comply with local port 
regulations,

A dispatch from Kausas City says it was 
asserted there last night that the strike on the 
Rock Island would spread to the conductors, 
the latter having, it was alleged, decided to go 
out today. The officials of the road flatly 
denied this statement, while the strikers were 
as firm in their assertion that they had prom- 
ises from the conductors to aid their cause, 


A dispatch from Davenport, Ia., says: As- 


sistant General Manager Allen of the Rock 
Island has established headquarters here for a 
few days to be nearer the scene of the striking 
telegraph operators. He said this evening 
that there is hardly a vacant place on the 
Rock Island system between here and Denver. 
More men have applied for work than have left 
their instruments. The hotbed of the strike 
has been between St. Joseph, Mo., and Hor- 
ton, Kas. General Manager Allen says the 
road has not advertised for a single operator. 

A dispatch from El Reno, Ok., says: The 
telegraph operators who are out remain firm. 
A number of the new men have been empioyed 
by the company, but the train service is still 
somewhat irregular.“ 

A dispatch from Kansas City says: The 
places of the six striking operators in the 
Rock Island freight offices in Kansas City 
have all been filled. One striker went back 
to his job. The strikers tried to keep other 
operators from working for the company, but 
were unsuccessful, and as far as Kansas City 
is concerned the strike is of no effect.“ 

A dispatch from Atchison, Kas., says: The 
operator who went out on a strike returned to 
his key this morning.

ART GOODS DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


The Caspar-Hennecke Company of Milwau- 
kee Loses $75,000 by a Blaze. 

Mitwavxkesg, Wis., Dec. 10.—[Special. ]—So 
rapid was the spread of a fire which broke out 
shortly before 3 o’clock this afternoon in the 
art goods store of the Caspar-Hennecke com- 
pany, Nos, 162 and 164 West Water street, that 
twenty-three employés on the upper floors 
were obliged to climb down the fire escapes to 
save their lives. Four others on the fourth 
floor unable to reach the fire escapes climbed 
out of the front windows and clung to the 
cornice until rescued by firemen by 
means of extension ladders. The four 
persons rescued were Frank Schessow, 
George Hirschbeck, Chris Theel, Charles 
Thealke. Herman Nosch, a member of the 
Hennecke company, in making his escape 
from the third floor was badly burned about 
the face and hands. 

The fire originated in a big pile of excelsior 
on the second floor of the Hennecke store, 
and the flames leaped up the stairway and 
elevator shaft to the two upper floors before 
the employés there had realized their 
danger. The firemen succeeded in 
confinmg the flames to the three 
upper floors, but the stock on the lower floor 
as well as in the extensive boot and shoe 
factory of Beals & Torry, occupying the ad- 
joining half of the butiding, was considerably 
damaged by water. The total loss is about 
$130,000. The Hennecke company’s loss is 
about $75,000, and their insurance 350, 000 in 
the following companies:

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CHANCES FOR SILVER. 


AN ADJOURNMENT OF THE MONE- 
TARY OONFERENOE APPROVED. 


Opportunity to Be Heard—Senator 
Teller Opposes the Repeal of the Sher- 
man Law-—Plans to Improve the Chi- 
cago River to Be Considered—Dr. Lee’s 
Suggestions on Prevention of Cholera 
Approved by the Treasury Department. 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 10.—[ Special. 1— 

Advices received in Washington are that the 
Briten efforts to break up the monetary con- 
ference will fail. The American delegates 
have been instructed to agree to an adjourn- 
ment till May if necessary. This is in com- 
pliance with the wishes of several of the Eu- 
ropean countries, who are indignant at Great 
Britain’s double dealing. The information 
received here is that the English delegates will 
agree to no plan whatever. This being the 
case it is not desirable that they should domi- 
nate the conference. The other nations for 
the most part want something done. 
; There is good sense in the proposed ad- 
journment till April or May. While the op- 
position of the majority of Englishmen to sil- 
ver in any forn is well understood the bi- 
metallic party is growing, and the best opin- 
ion is that it will keep on growing so long as 
the agricultural depression continues. Par- 
liament will be in session in a few weeks, and 
the bimetallists will havea chance to ques- 
tion their ministers, The belief general in 
Europe, as understood here, is that a few 
months’ agitation of this kind may make the 
British Government more willing to 
coéperate in doing its share towards sus. 
taining silver. It is certain that if the 
conference adjourns to meet in April or May 
the Parliamentary discussions will have made 
clear the growth of English bimetallic senti- 
ment and the British delegates will not be so 
arrogant. The bimetallic party in Parlia- 
ment 18 likely to be strengthed by the acces- 
sion of the Irish home rulers. Archbishop 
Walsh, in a recent address, gave a plain hint 
of this purpose. 

Great Britain’s threat to adopt a gold basis 
for India does not worry anybody. The dffi- 
culties in the way of such action are known 
to be greater than the Gladstone element cares 
to encounter. It is true that the British states- 
men might safely count against the repeal of 
the Sherman act at the present session of 
Congress. But the possibility that this act 
may at any time be repealed is a club in the 
hands of the United States which the cautious 
Gladstone Cabinet will not ignore, If the 
silver men in this country found that England 
was proceeding to demonetize silver in India 
even they would probably consent to repeal 
the Sherman act. 

At present this danger is not close enough 
to enable the act to be repealed. Some people 
think that this may be done by the present 
Congress, but they do not understand the situ- 
ation. Any effort to repeal the Sherman law 
will be met with the counter proposition of 
absolute free coinage, and this counter propo- 
sition will have a majority in both houses. 
The free coinage Democrats in the South and 
West who last session held out against free 
coinage from motives of political expediency 
would do so no longer. The Sherman act was 
passed in order to save the cuuntry from free 
coinage. It still stands as a bulwark against 
that folly. Senator Sherinan and others who 
secured its passage are more than anxious for 
its repeal now, but the emergency still exists, 
and they have no notion that the law cculd be 
repealed without substituting something 
worse. Senator Teller, who is one of the 
warmest champions of silver, is decidedly op- 
pused to the repeal of the Sherman silver law, 
and looks upon the bill introduced by Mr.

Jam opposed to any interference with the 
Sherman act, said Mr. Teller, for any re- 
peal ot that law means the further deprecia- 
tion of silver. Of course the law is not what 
it ought to be and we have always looked 
upon it as a temporary expedient, but it af- 
fords some relief. Until something better 
and mofe permanent is given us the silver 
men would naturally be opposed to its repeal. 
The Hill bill or any similar measure would 
depreciate silver even lower’ than it now is 
and increase the evil instead of remedying it.”’ 

Mr. Teller thinks there will be no attempt 
at silver legislation this session, certainly not 
until after the Brussels conference has 
reached some conclusion. . 

If the conference, continued Mr. Tel- 
lor,“ does not do anything looking to relief, 
then we must doit. lam hopeful, however, that 
theconference will accomplishsomething, al- 
though it seems probable that it will adjourn 
over until spring.”’ 

Referring to the President’s message, Mr. 
Teller said he could not understand what the 
President meant by saying we could meet the 
European demand for our gold by legislation. 
‘** We are the debtor nation.“ observed the 
Senator, and cannot dictate terms, much 
less legislate to suit ourselves in the matter. 
We owe several hundred millions to Europe, 
and our securities are gilt-edged. When they 
come due and are dumped upon us 
we have no choice but to pay them, 
and pay them in gold, too. Europe has two 
ways of getting our gold—the one is by secur- 
ing the balance of trade, and the other by de- 
manding the payment of our bonds and obli- 
gations as they falldue. If we have unfavor- 
able legislation on the tariff that permits the 
unloading of vast amounts of imports, this 
balance of trade may go to Europe. I sin- 
cerely trust that this will not be the case, but 
the incoming Democratic Congress has its 
own ideas about this matter, and they may re- 
vise the tariff so that we will find before usa 
condition we have not experienced for years— 
the balance of trade on the other side of the 
ledger.”’ 


TO IMPROVE THE CHICAGO RIVER, 


Engineers Will Confer with a View to Se- 
curing Suitable Appropriations, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special. ]— 
In the last River and Harbor Appropriation 
bill there was inserted a proviso looking to the 
improvement of the Chicago River. This was 
referred to the engineer officer of the army in 
charge of harbor improvements at Chicago 
with instructions to make estimates for plans 
and submit them in his annual report for the 
fiacal year ending June 30, 1893. Inquiry at 
the War Departments shows that up to date 
nothing has been attempted in this line, and 
it isquite likely that Capt. Marshall will re- 
frain from taking any action until a satis- 
factory conclusion is reached by the Drainage 
Commission of the city. It is the intention of 
the Engineer Bureau, however, to ask Con- 

ress for sufficient funds to carry out a scheme 
ooking to the proper drainage and care of the 
Chicago River, the project commg under the 
provisions of the bill for improving rivers and 
harbors in the United States. Ever since the 
Canal street bridge question was settled giv- 
ing the United States jurisdiction. over that 
structure as well as otheys erected over the 
Chicago River there hag been a disposition 
manifested to further improve this stream, 
and the War Department offivials heartily ap- 
prove the present undertakmg provided 
money is supplied by Congress. A conference 
will be held during next week between Mr. 
McGann and Gen. Casey of the Engineer 
Corps with a view to formulating some plan 
of action so as to have a suitable sum of 
money incorporated in the next River and 
Harbor bill.

THE PRICES OF FARM PRODUCTS. 


Average Price of Wheat Low—Condition 
of Cotton. 

Wasainetox, D. C., Dec. 10.—The Decem- 
ber statistical returns to the Department of 
Agriculture relate to farm prices. The aver- 
age value of corn is 39.3 cents per bushel, 
depressed by the surplus of the previous crop 
and early distribution. It 1s 60 to 70 cents in 
the Eastern States, 55 to 60 in the Middle 
States, ranging from 42 to 65 in the cotton 
States, 42 in Ohio, 40 in Indiana, 37 in Illinois, 
36 in Missouri, 32 in Iowa, 31 in Kansas, 
and 28 in Nebraska. This is higher 
in Nebraska than for any year since 1882 ex- 
cept 1887 and 1890,and in Iowa in the same 
time the present average value has been ex- 
ceeded only in the two years named: 

The average price of wheat is 63.2 cents. 
The next iowest price was 64.5 cents in 1884. 
In 1886, 1887, and 1890 the average was a cent 
or two below 70. Last year it was 83.9. Prin- 
—— State prices are: New York, 85; Penn- 

ylvania, 81; Virginia, 76; Georgia, 90; Texas, 
75; Kentucky, 67; Ohio, 68; Michigan, 69;

The average value of oats is 316 cents, 
nearly the same as last year.

Potatoes, 67.3 cents per bushel, against 37.1 
cents last year. Hay, $8.49 per ton, nearly 
the same as in 1891. ' 

The condition of winter wheat the first day 
of December averaged 87.4, against 85.3 last 
year. In the} Ohio Valley the range is from 
79 to 87, and is low also in Kansas and Penn- 
sylvania. It is high in New York, in the 
South, and on the Pacific coast. In the 
Southern States and on the Atlantic coast 
germination was delayed by drought, and the 
same cause delayed both planting and growth 
in the Ohio Valley, and materially At 
condition of the crop. The condifion of 
winter rye is but little better, averaging 89.4. 

Wasainerton, D. C., Dec. 10.—The returns of 
the prices of cotton on the plantation on the first 
day of December, according to the report of 
the statistician of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, indicate a return to nearly normal farm 
values under the stimulus of a short crop, the 
result largely of a reduced acreage. The New 
Orleans p.ice of middling in the first week of 
March, when planters were earnestly urged 
by this department to reduce acreage was 6 
7-16 cents and in the first week of December 
it was 9 7-16 cents, an increase of 45 per cent. 
Piantation prices are now higher relatively 
than ever before. in comparison with export 
prices, showing either a narrow margin in 
marketing or a holding for future advance.

Live stock of all kinds goes into the 
winter in good condition. Only twenty-six 
correspondents in the entire State report live 
stock suffering from any disease. Corn has 
been well taken care of, but it is a light crop 
in all parts of the State.

The Mystery of the Comeley Murder in 
Michigan Is as Deep as Ever. 

NILS. Mich., Dec. 10.—[Special. ]—The 
mystery connected with the Comeley mur- 
der is stillas deep as ever. Public opinion 
adheres to the belief that Hultz was the mur- 
derer and that revenge was his only, purpose 
and the efforts of the detectives almost 
exclusively directed to locatehim. Dec. 1, on 
his release from the penitentiary, he went 
direct to Kalamazoo and there rented a room 
in the central portion of the city, paying for 
it one week in advance. He seldow left the 
place except for a brief time during 
the night and Wednesday last he disappeared 
without informing his landlady or anybcdy 
else. Last Wednesday night the murder was 
committed, and Kalamazoo is but forty miles 
from here. Since his disappearance from 
Kalamazoo up to the present time McCor- 
mick, the Michigan Central brakeman, is the 
only one who assumes to have seen him. The 
search to locate him has been diligent and de- 
scriptions by telegraph have been sent broad- 
cast. If he were not the murderer there is no 
reason why he should secrete himself, and 
if he did commit the deed it 
is a mystery how he 80 quickly 
and completely disappeared. There are no 
deep woods or other dark places in this re- 
gion, and the people are on the lookout for 
every stranger. The supposition now is that 
he boarded the fast train which leaves Chica- 
go at 3:10 p. m. and arrived here that night a 
few minutes before the murder u as com mitted. 
He would have had just about timeto run 
from the house and catch the train. 

There are some who are beginning to think 
that the murderer was not alone that night, at 
least in the plot, and that, whether Hultz or 
somebody else, a confederate, has been 
able t® secrete him thus far. But who to 
suspect as that confederate, is as difficult to 
answer as to learn where Hultz is. Possibly

be paraphrased in this neighborhood by ask- 
here were you on the night of Dec. 
7?” W. A. Palmer, Sheriff of this county 
and Deputy United States Marshal, has the 
case in charge, and it could not be in bet- 
ter hands. He is active, intelligent, 
and resourceful, and it will be 
strange if e has not Hultz in 
ais grasp before long. But at present he has 
not a direct clew to work upon. The Sheriff 
has offered $100 reward for the capture of the 
murderer. It is all he could offer under a 
resolution of the Board of Supervisors. The 
City Council at its next meeting will probably 
offer a reward and the people are expecting 
that the relatives of the murdered woman will 
likewise offer something. 


CLEVER JAIL DELIVERY AT KANSAS CITY 


Five Prisoners Gain Their Freedom, but 
Two Are Captured. 

Kansas Crrx. Mo., Dec. 10.—A jail delivery 
neatly planned and boldly executed gave five 
prisoners their liberty this morning. Two of 
the men were captured, but the others es- 
caped, After inspection this morning it was 
found that Charles McLaughlan and Frank 
Maybray were missing. An examination was 
made of their cell and it was discovered that 
they had filed through the bara of their cell 
with a saw, walked around the jail until they 
reached a window leading to the outside of 
the building, where they repeated the opera- 
tion, and were at liberty.

KANSAS TOWNS WAR. 


SPRINGFIELD AND LIBERAL YEARN 
FOR QOUNTY SEAT HONORS. 


Armed Forces Gather at the Former Place | 
to See That the Canvass of Votes an the 
Question Is Honestly Made, While. the 
People of Liberal Take Possession of 
the Records and Determine to Hold 
Them in Any Event — Fighting Is 
Thought to Be Sure to Result. 


Topzxa, Kas., Dec, 10.—Kansas has aaother 
county seat war. It is not a new one, but a 
continuation of a war that has been waged in- 
termittently for seven years. The scene of 
disturbance is Seward County and the com- 
batants are the rival towns of Springfield and 
Liberal, each of which wants the county seat. 
Seven years ago Seward County was organ- 
ized and Liberal was made the temporary 
county seat. A year later the question of lo- 
cating the headquarters of the county govern- 
ment was left to the vote of the people, and 
their decision was to have been final. 

Springfield came out victorious, but Liberal 
prevented the removal of the records by in- 
junction proceedings. The Springfield men 
attempted to remove the records by force, 
but a strong guard at Liberal prevented their 
carrying out their design. The Springfield 
people retired from the field, havmg deter- 
mined to fight the question in the courta 
The case dragged along until finally the Su. 
— Court decided that Springfield had been 

lly chosen the seat. 

iberal, however, went to work to reverse, 
if possible, the result of the first election by 
preparing a petition securing the requisite 
number of signatures for a new election. 
Springfield people sought to prevent the elec- 
tion by injunction, bus it was defeated by the 
Liberal people. The election was held simul- 
— with the general election in Novem- 

r. 
A Compromise Effected. 

In the meantime, a conference between the 
leaders from the rival towns compromised 
the question of temporary location of the 
county’s records by intrusting them to neutral 
parties at Arkalon. During all this Spring- 
field has been in fact the county seat of the 
county, and all the county’s business has 
been transacted there. This fact, of course, 
required the canvassing of the vote on the 
county seat question at Springfield. Tuesday 
— set as the time for the canvassing of the 
vo 

The liberal people do not have entire confi- 
dence in the honesty and impartiality of the 
Springfield crowd when it comes to deciding a 
question of such importance as the location of 
the county seat. They therefore organized a 
band of armed men to proceed to Springfield 
and see that no irregularities should take place 
in canvassing the vote and in announcing the 
result. Ihe party numbered seventy-five men 
and they started from Liberal for Springfield 
early this morning armed with shotguns, re- 
volvers, and rifles, determined that these 
should be no error in the canvass. 

Since 4 o’clock nothing has been heard from 
eicher Liberal or Springfield. Springfield has 
no telegraphic connection with the outside 
world, Liberal, six miles distant, being the 
nearest telegraph station. Liberal is a Rock 
Island station and the operator joined in the 
strike last Thursday. He will send Western 
Union business, but will receive nothing, 

A message was received from there at 4 
o’clock this afternoon stating the situation. 
The report states further that the armed 
party had not returned. It is feared that the 
presence of so large a number of armed men 
in town may have caused trouble, and 
that bloodshed may have resulted. 
At the same time that armed 
party left for Springfield another party 
of men, similarly armed, went to Arkalon 
ostensibly to protect the records against 
seizure by the Springfield faction. A feat- 
ure of this expedition was the fact that Mrs. 
Martin, the Superintendent-elect of Public 
Instruction, was one of the party. was 
unarmed, but her presence lent a moral effect 
to the purpose of the expedition and at the 
same time had a softening influence upou the 
crowd, 

Liberal Captures the Records. 

When the party arrived at Arkalon 
found that the Springfield people had m 
no move toward securi or protecting 
records. They held a consultAtion at which 
it was decided that their rivals might 
make an attempt to secure the records; that 
they could not stand guard over them forever 
and if they had to fight for them they would 
prefer to do the fighting at home. It was de- 
cided, therefore, to take possession of the 


records and remove them to Liberal. 


The custodian had no means of protecting 
the records in the face of an — mob of 
thirty men and one woman, so he quietly sur- 
rendered them.

What Mesmerism and Hypnotism Are. 

She proposed to tell what mesmerism and hyp- 
notism were: how they were to be distinguished. 
and how esoteric teaching explained their phe 
nomena. But she said it was rather her in- 
tention to lay down useful principles about 
them than to exvite astonishment by relating 
the great mass of phenomena that were daily 
occuring in the hospital and the laboratory, 
and reaching the public through the press. 

She desired to put the audience in possession 

of principies which would enable each one for 

himself to interpret obscure phenomena of 
this character as he might meet them in every- 
day life. 

h lecturer then briefly reviewed the 
history of mesmerism and hypnotism, begin- 
ning with Paracelsus, who gave them the 
name of animal magnetism. which, she said, 
might better have been vital magnetism. 
During the reign of Charles II. the Royal 
Society of England examined many cases of 
vieal magnetism. 

But skipping the intermediate period for 
want of time Mrs. Besant then gave an ac- 
count of Mesmer, who, in the end of the last 
century, came from Vienna to Paris and 
turned France upside down with his wonderful 
experiments. so that the King was forced to 
‘appoint two different commissions to examine 
* report on them. The commissions con- 
demned the experiments as fraudulent 
or imaginary, and expelled all the pnysicians 
who had any respect for them. But nature 
persevered in her facts, and mesmerism con- 
tinued to shake the world, only the doctors, 
when defeated, insisted that it should be 
called hypnotism. 

Mesmerism, she said, was introduced in 
England by Dr. Bray, who went to Paris to 
investigate and explore it, but was over- 
whelmed with what he witnessed, and re- 
turned only to —— independent investiga- 
tions. The phenomena were produced by 
causing the patient to gaze at an object, above 
the level of the eyes, so as to cause a squint, 
which the doctors insisted on calling by the 
more scientific name of convergent strabis- 
mus. When the eyes became wearied the pa- 
trent fell into the mesmeric trance. The peo- 

of England became intensely excited over 
ay's experiments. and soon every one was 
in making similar ones. 
Theosophical Analysis, 


In order to differentiate mesmerism and 
hypnotism Mrs. Besant then proceeded to 
present the theosophical analysis of human 
nature. Man, she said, had three natures, 
which might be illustrated by the solid, fluid, 
and us states of matter. He had a phys- 
ical y, an astral body, and a mental body. 
The word astral, she said, was an objectiona- 
dle term. It was at first used to meun the 
matter that filled the interstellar spaces. But 
usage had installed it in its place, and it was 
better now to accept it. The material of the 
mental body she called, following William 
Kingdon Clifford, mind. stuff. 

All of us, she said, had an astral body, 
which may be seen and easily recognized as 
ours. But the astral body is more fully devel- 
oped in some people than in others.

Mesmerism, on the 
other hand, began with the mental nature and 
worked down to the physical, and the only in- 
strument it used was the will of the mesmer- 
izer. Some professed mesmerists use a little 
dise for the patient to gaze at, but they do so 
simply because they do not know their busi- 
ness. Hypnotism is exceedingly dangerous, 
while mesmerism is of inestimable value in 
healing disease and removing pain. But it 
ought to be used only by people of pure life 
and pure intent, solely for the service of man- 
kind, and least of all as an amusing enter- 
tainment. 

Recent Phenomena of Hypnotism. 


Mrs. Besant then, by way of illustration, 
described some of the recent phenomena of 
hypnotism in Europe, ampoctalty as practiced 
by Charcot, at the Salpetriere in France. 
Charcot, she said, manipulated none but un- 
healthy persons, especially epileptics or cata- 
leptics. To prevent all deception he attached 
delicate instruments to the muscles and the 
pulse which recorded their movements and 
made deception and self-deception im possible. 
One of his test feats was to put a person 
in a hypnotic tranee and then tell him that

PLANNING A STEAL. 


DEMOORATS IN NEW YORK ABRANG- 
ING TO CAPTURE LEGISLATURES. 


They Are Going to Control the Next Senate 
by Hook or Crook, and Are Devising 
Means to That End—Meanwhile Repub- 
licans, Bent on Thwarting Them, Hold 
a Session in Washington—Fusion Hard- 
ly Seems Possible in Kansas, So Editors 
in Session Declare. 


New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.]—Demo- 
cratic leaders at an informal gathering at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel today discussed the pohi- 
bilities of preventing Republicans from con- 
trolling enough Legislatures in five or six 
Western States to give the Republidan party 
control of the United States Senate after 
March 4. A majority of the Campaign com- 
mittee of the Democratic National committee 
were present, and with them as advisers were 
Senator Carlisle, William C. Whitney, and 
several well-known Democrats from Western 
States. 

Telegrams from Wyoming, which is regard- 
ed as the first State that demanas attention, 
were received, and in reply assurances were 
sent that the leaders here were in full sym- 
pathy with the local Democrats. 

Chairman Harrity-of the Democratic com- 
mittee reached this city a little after noon and 
soon afterward went to Senator Gorman’s 
room, where Senators Gorman, Brice, and 
Carlisle had been informally discussing the 
situation in the Western States. Josiah 
Quincy of Massachusetts reached the city in 
the morning and was with the Senators fora 
considerable portion of the day, as was also 
E. C. Wall, the member of the committee 
from Wisconsin. Col. John G. Prather, the 
member of the committee from Missouri; Col. 
Charles Hill Jones of the same State, Evan 
Howell of Atlanta, Hope Elias of North Caro- 
lina, ex-Senator J. B. Eustis of Louisiana, 
Congressman William M. Springer of Illinois, 
Benton McMillin of Tennessee, Martin Ma- 
ginnis of Montana, and William D. Bynum of 
Indiana were among the others who from 
time to time called on the members of the 
committee and gave their advice on the mat- 
ters under discussion. The greatest interest 
was manifested from the fact that on the 
result of the contests in the 
six States of California, Wyoming, 
Montana, Kansas, Nebraska, and Idaho de- 
pend the question of which party should or- 
ganize the next Senate. As it was expressed 
by one of the Senators, The questions now 
at stake involved the question of the ability to 
carry out the Democratic policy to any extent 
whatever during the next two years.”’ 

Ex-Secretary. Whitney was with the commit- 
tee for a long time in the afternoon, and Col. 
Daniel S Lamont was one of the visitors. The 
members of the Campaign committee will re- 
main in the city for some days and will be in 
frequent consultation with the local commit- 
tees in the States where the trouble is pend- 


ing. 

3 D. C., Dec. 10. — [Special.] — 
Vice- Chairman Clarkson, Joe Manley of 
Maine, M. M. Estee of California, Cornelius 
N. Bliss of New York, and other members of 
the Republican National committee are here. 
There is not much of a secret about their 
gathering. While the Democrats are trying 
with the aid of the Populists to steal some 
Western Senatorial seats under the cry of 
fraud, the Kepublicans are not idle. The 
word received here is that the Legisla- 
tures in Wyomingand Montana are surely 
Republican, while Nebraska and Kansas are 
probably so.

ATTEMPTS AT COMBINE WOULD FAIL. 


This Seems Evident by the Session of the 
Kansas Editorial Association, 

Topgxa, Kas., Dec. 10.+[Special. }—A meet- 
ing of the Kansas Democratic Editorial Asso- 
ciation was held here tuday at which the Sena- 
torial situation was carefully dis- 
cussed by the forty members present. 
A suggestion from ex-Gov. Glick, providing 
for the organization of the eighteen Demo- 
crats and Populists with Democratic tenden- 
cies, was indorsed. The association positively 
refused to indorse the candidacy of any par- 
ticular Democrat, but pledged itself to work 
for a Democratic organization in the Legisia- 
ture, which would hold the balance of power 
and force a protracted deadlock unless 
the terms were acceded to. The plan 
for combining with the Republicans who haa 
made overtures through certain leaders was 
denounced, but the association took no ac- 
tion. It was found that only two Democratic 
legislators were willing to enter into a com- 
bination of this kind, and that twelve and 
possibly eighteen would combine with the 
Populists. The developments of the day showed 
conclusively that any attempt at combining 
the. Republican and Democratic legislators 
would fail. Notonly the Democratic legis- 
lators refused, but certain Republicans whose 
votes had been pledged by the leaders 
came out flat-footed against the 
scheme. Maj. Joseph Hudson, editor of 
the Topeka Capital, who was to have been 
the Republican State Printer of the 
Democrat-Republican combination, in an ed- 
itorial today denounced any fusion of the two 
old parties. ‘This disposes of the candidacy 
of Col, A. A. Harris of Fort Scott, the recal- 
citrant Democratic leader, who bolted the 
fusion deal. and whom certain Republican Sen- 


ators had agreed to support. Maj. Neeley of 


Leavenworth, who attended the meeting, said 
tonight that the consultations between Demo- 
cratic and Populist politicians showed that a 
fusion Democrat would unquestionably be 
elected. The association will hold another 
meeting Jan. 4, when the Legislature con- 
venes, and tive days before the Senator is 
elected. 


Harrison’s Name for Caucus Consideration. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 10,—[Special. ] There 
has been some conjecture in Republican circles 
here for several days who will be honored with 
the caucus nomination for United States Senator 
when the Legislature shall meet. This will be 


‘an empty honor of course, as the Legislature is 


overwhelmingly Democratic, but the compn- 
mentary vote has come to be considered as some- 
thing worth striving for. as is evinced by tne 
fact that no less a person than President 
Harrison is being regarded as a candidate.

if the contractor owned it in fee simple. 
There were stacks of floor tiles, piles of dé- 
bris, terra cotta, and fire,proofing, tool boxes, 
mortar beds, brick piles, wheelbarrows, 
water-kettles, and a pile of sand thirty feet 
feet long and five feet deep. The man in 
charge of the hoisting apparatus said that the 
steel girders were nearly all in place and 
what few had not been hoisted could be raised 
inside the building, as all the rest of the 
building material is. The contractor can 
not offer the excuse that he has to 
occupy the street for hoisting purposes. The 
fact is that the street is occupied for storing 
building material and for mixing mortar. It 
doesnot appear why all the material might 
not be stored inside the building and the work 
done there, as is the case at the Columbian 
Memoria! Builaing. 
There’s Method in All This, 

Business-men have suggested that the rev- 
enue from an advertising sign concern which 
flaunts its advertisements forth from the Hart- 
ford Building might have something to do 
with the dilatoriness of the contractor in not 
putting up a shed and clearing the walk. Ifa 
shed was put up it would hide the advertising 
signs. 

As it is a shelf not over eight feet wide is 
hung out from the third story of the building 
material that may fall. ‘his shelf is made 
the camping ground for the advertising sign 
industry. As a protection to the public the 
shelf is of little account. Almost every day 
pieces of steel and other building materials 
fall to the ground. Those who have watched 
the pieces fall consider it a marvel that injury 
to life and limb has not resulted. 

Yesterday afternoon a piece of steel four 
feet long and weighing ten or fifteen pounds 
fell from an upper story and struck on the 
stone pavement on Madison street. Fortu- 
nately, no one was under it. As it was the 
piece of steel bounded and struck Mrs. Mary 
Worster of No. 41 Sangamon street On the 
back, injuring her slightly. 

Frequently Tux Txisunz has recorded sim- 
ilar incidents while the Hartford Building has 
been going up. The fence and hanging shelf 
around the Hartford Building afford almost 
no protection to the public and simply serve 
to obstruct the street for the benefit of the 
contractor.

ADVISES ANNEXATION TO CHICAGO. 


J. J. Flinn Tells South Evanston People 
That They Are in a Bad Way. 

A meeting attended by 125 people was held 
in the South Evanston Town Hall last night 
to discuss the matter of annexation to Chi- 
cago. They came from the Third and Fourth 
Wards of Evanston, which formerly consti- 
tuted the Village of South Evanston. Dr. 0. 
T. Maxson was made Chairman and T. D. 


Breese Secretary. 

Chairman Maxson said he had lived in the 
village for nine years and during that time 
many improvements had been made. The 
village had no _ indebtedness; it had 
water and a_ boulevard from north 
to south Evanston had offered only 
water as an inducement for annexation. The 
twelve-inch mains promised had never been 
built, and taxes were 50 to 75 per cent higber 
than before annexation. He claimed that 
South Evanston paid one-third of Evanstoh’s 
tax and had to beg for money. 

J. J. Flinn said among other things: 

I favor annexation. That will mean a new era 
for South Evanston, that will mean progress and 
not retrogression, that will mean a bright future. 
and not a blue one for those who have invested 
their money, established business, or fixed their 
homes-here. I am in favor of annexation to the 
great City of Chicago. 

Do you want to contribute to the maintenance 
of a 2 city. a sham system of water-works, 
and a sham system of bookkeeping? You are 
contributing to the support o a mere 
make-believe in the way of a municipality; 
a sort of Waterbury affair, which is depend- 
ent entirely upon the one spring in its depart- 
ment of the interior. If you devote half a day to 
winding it upit will probably ran the otber half 
and make up for lost time. But it will cost you 
in the way of experts $4,000 or $,000 every time 
you wind it up. It costs too much for grease to 
— this piece of useless machinery in running 
order. 

Chicago is the best governed great city in the 
world today. I make this statement from actual 
comparison of figures relating to debt, revenue, 
area, public improvements, to morality and to 
crime. It is a cheap thing for a sensation- 
alist to attack Chicago. Nothing is 
easier than to make false statements 
about a great metropolis. You must remember 
when we consider Chicago that she is greater 
than New York was ten years ago, greater than 
New York was five years ago. In many re- 
spects she is greater than New York is today. 
Chicago never undertakes to do anything that 
she does not do well. Hyde Park and Lake 
View are better governed today than they ever 
were. They would not go back to 
their old systems under any circumstances, 
Join your fortunes with Chicago and you will 
see South Evanston grow as Hyde Park, Lake 
View. and —— have grown. Your prop- 
erty will increase in value from the very moment 
you enter into the new and brighter alli- 
ance. Other towns and villages farther away 
from Chicago are forging ahead of you today, 
for the reputation of the City of Evanston has 
gone abroad and the wise investor is not secking 
property in a community which is conducted by 
amateurs in the art of municipal government. 

Chairman Maxson suggested that steps be 
taken for the organization of the movement,

OHIEF M’OLAUGHRY STILL AFTER 
THE ALL NIGHT SALOONS. 


He Returns from Prison Association Meet- 
ing and Says He Will Continue to Close 
Dram Shops at Midnight—Lunch Coun- 
ters Will Not Pass for Restaurants— 
Good Results Expected from the Work 
of the Baltimore Convention—Wants a 
National Bureau of Information. 


Superintendent of Police McClaughry re- 
turned from. his Eastern trip yesterday. He 
has been attending the Congress of the Na- 
tional Prison Association at Baltimore. 

There were three sessions daily and conse- 
quently Maj. McClaughry, although in good 
health, was somewhat tired. 

The Eastern papers, said he last night,“ 
„have printed exaggerated reports of the 
reign of terror in Chicago, One ton paper 
stated that Chicago was being overrun by 
criminals and that I had advised the citizens 
to arm themselves. The article stated that 
vigilance committees were forming in all parts 
of the city and that 75,000 revolvers had been 
sold in one day. Then followed a list of 
crimes for fully three weeks, and these the 
paper stated all took place in one day. 

*The story was ridiculous. Considering 
the large territory Chicago covers, the num- 
ber ef police officers, and the conditions 
under which we labor, we have no 
more of an epidemic of ‘crime in 
this city than any other city in the United 
States, taking the proportion of the popula- 
tion in considerat:on.' They have had hold. 
ups in the outlying districts of New York, in 
Philadelphia, and Trenton. Ali these cities 
have had their share. The department has 
done excellent work in my absence and from 
the reports which I have looked at I conclude 
that every one in it has been bard at work. 
Inspectors have been regularly on duty and 
performed their work faithfully.” e 

* How about the gnforcement of the ordi- 
nance to close saloons at midnight?”’ 

Lunch-Counters No Protection. 


„We will keep right at them and saloon- 
keepers must be given to understand that 
they must close at midnight. 

»A man who keeps a lunch-counter in con- 
nection with his saloon will not be congidered 
as a restaurant-keeper and will not be ex- 
empted as such unless he runs a bona fide 
restaurant. These hold-ups are not 
the work of professional criminals. 
Take one of those dives where 
gambling is permitted and men lose their 
money. They go home under the influence of 
liquor and desperate from their losses. They 
are then ready to rob or murder for the sake 
of money.” 

Supt. McClaughry is pleased with the 
work accomplished by the prison congress. 
Many important measures were proposed and 
will eventually result in great benetit to those 
who deal with criminals. The congress con- 
sisted of officers of police departments, reform- 
atvries, penitentiaries, houses of correction, 
of physicians who make the study of crim- 
inals a specialty. 

One of the most interesting papers read 
by physicians was one by Dr. Jacoby of New 
York on brain and its connection with 
crime. Dr. Jacoby said that the 
brains of many criminals 
and that many crimes could be traced directly 
to such brain. Malformation of brain caused 
by either peculiarly shaped skulls or injuries 
to skulls were also indirect causes of crime. 
Dr. Jacoby advocated indeterminate sentences 
for all criminals. He thought that no offend- 
er against law should be sentenced by aJudge 
to a certain term of years in prison, but that 
criminals should be treated the same as in- 
sane persons—to be released only when they 
are cured of the desire to resume their past 
life. 

[Wants a National Bureau. 

The Bertillion system of identifying crimi- 
nals has attracted Maj. McClaughry’s atten- 
tion. He is enthusiastic about the establish- 
ment under government patronage of a 
national information bureau. This bureau 
would collect information about all noted 
criminals and distribute it to police depart- 
ments in the larger cities. 

It would then be impossible,“ said Mr. 
McClaughry, for a shrewd burglar to leave 
New York after he had committed a crime 
and go to San Francisco or Chicago without 
being detected in a short time. In former 
years, when transportation was not so perfect 
as now, a criminal could not change his 
home so easily. Railroads make travel easy 
today and acriminal feels as much at home 
in one city as another. After the national 
bureau is established we could make it inter 
national and exchange information with for- 
eign countries. France, England, Germany, 
and Italy have already such bureaus and. by 
the means keep informed of the movements of 
the most noted criminals.”’ 

Capt. Pope, Commander of the United 
States Military Prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
and Supt. McClaughry were in Washington 
and talked to the Attorney-General and sev- 
eral Congressman on this subject. The opin- 
ions expressea were that such a bureau could 
be established at a small additional expense 
in connection with the Department of Justice. 

A resolution asking Congress to restrict im- 
migration to persons of proper character was 
adopted by the Prison Association. In con- 
nection with this resolution some interesting 
statistics were presented. Crime among 
Americans is on the decrease, while among 
the foreign clement it is on the increase, 

Maj. McClaughry denied that ex-Detective 
Nordrum had been reinstated on the police 
force. 

No change, the Chief said, would be made 
in the orders against criminals. The substi- 
tute patrolmen would remain in the districts 
assigned them. 2 


HUNGARIAN RHAPSODY FINELY PLAYED. 


It Is the Feature of Last Night’s Thomas 
Concert—Other Numbers. 

Liszt’s Hungarian Rhapsody No. 2 was the 
most striking feature of last evening’s concert 
by the Chicago Orchestra. It was the last 
number on a long program that contained 
many popular and well-known compositions, 
but the manner in which Mr. Thomas and his 
men played it lifted it high above all that had 
gone before, and its dazzling brilliancy made 
the performances accorded the other works 
seem pale and colorless. Not a half-dozen 
measures had been played before it was 
realized that the familiar Rhapsody had been 
carefully restudied. There were noticed a 
precision and a firmness in attack that prom- 
ised. well for a telling climax. Slowly and 
gradually this climax was worked up to, but 
every phrase, every bit of shading revealed 
careful preparation, and with every phrase and 
shading the intensity and power of the work 
increased. The short cadenza for the flute 
was a mere whirl, but every tone was 
beautifully clear and pure, and the more ex- 
tended flourish for the clarinet was given with 
a shading and expression truly exquisite. The 
tempo increased and the music seemed fairly 
glowing with fire and passion, when there 
came a pause and the cadenza for the harp, 
which owing to its difficulty had never before 
been played here in the work, was 
given with rare brilliancy and splendid effect 
by Mr. Schuecker. There came a whirl of the 
strings that made one’s senses reel for a mo- 
ment, and the climax was reached in an or- 
chestral performance which in perfection of 
technique, display of virtuosity, and intensity 
of expression has never been surpassed in Chi- 


cago. 
The other selections for the orchestra were 
Tschaikowski's showy March Slave; Schu- 
bert’s Divertissement a la Hongroise, 
the Andante and March in which 
were especiall well given; Saint- 
Saéns’ weird anse Macabre; Wagner’s 
*“*‘Waldweben”; Tinels’ Fete dans le 
Temple de Jupiter,” a novelty which 


proved to be mercly a bombastic, florid state-

GAFFEY FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Therapains 
Pheres 
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His Insanity Not Proven Satisfactorily toa 
Fort Dodge Jury. 

Fort Dope, Ia., Dec. 10.— Special. ]— 
After less than two hours’ deliberation the 
jury in the Gaffey murder trial returned a ver- 
dict of guilty of murder in the first degree 
and fixed Gaffey’s punishment at imprison- 
ment for life, this afternoon. Gaffey was ac- 
cused of fatally shooting Ed Buggy on the 
streets of Duncombe last March, while the 
latter was walking with Lizzie Murphy. Gaf- 
fey was in love with the girl and at the time 
claimed to be engaged to her. The prosecu- 
tion alleged that it was jealous rage that in- 
spired the crime, while Gaffey’s frieads 
claimed that he was insane. The services of 
Attorneys O'Connell, Duncombe, Botsforrd, 
and Healy were enlisted in Gaffey’s behalf, 
and an elaborate and strong chain of evidence 
along the line of insanity was welded to- 
gether. For the prosecution, County Attor- 
ney Martin and Yeomans & Kenyon appear- 
ed. They fought the theory of insanity inch 
by inch. Attorney Yeomans, in the opening 
sentence of his argument, said: The de- 
fense claims that Gaffey was insane at the 
time of the shooting and at the present time. 
If that be a fact it can be determined as well 
in the penitentiary as here. Let him be sent 
to the penitentiary for life in atonement for 
shedding Edwin Buggy’s life blood. Ihen, if 
it be found that he is indeed insane, let him 
be sent to the asylum by the authorities there, 
as provided by law.“

GOLD BRIOK SWINDLE. 


Woe Befalls the Rev. John Daily of Spring- 
fleld—He Pays $2,000 for Shining Prop- 
erty “Assayed” at $20,000—Two Wom- 
en Kidnap a Child at Menasha, Wizs., 
but Are Caught at Green Bay the Fol- 
lowing Day—Edgar Lewis Takes a Large 
Sum of Money from His Employer. 


Sprinerisetp, Mo., Dec. 10.—[Special. |— 
The Rev. John Dailey was swindled out of 
$2,000 by the gold brick scheme. He is pastor 
of the Dailey Memaial Chapel, which he 
built. Three strangers arrived in town the 
other day claiming to be from Arizona; oné 
of them was an Indian and the other gave his 
name as John Carter. They got acquainted 
with Dailey. They claimed to have a gold 
mine m Arizona and were anxious to get to 
St. Louis to close a deal for its sale. It 
was necessary, they said, to have $2,000 
to close the deal. The men had two goid 
bricks. Would the doctur advance $2,000 on 
them? He hesitated, but they offered to take 
the bricks to a well-known local expert to be 
tested. The proposition was agreed to, and 
one of the men departed to see the expert. He 
returned, saying Mr. Willike, the expert, did 
not have time to make the examination, but 
recommended a United States assayist, who 
was to be found at the Metropolitan Hotel. 
The assayist was found and consented 
to do the work. He valued the 
bricks at $10,000 each. To induce the preach- 
er to make the loan the confidence men agreed 
to sell the bricks as early as possible in St. 
Louis and that the proceeds should be 
equally divided between the three. The money 
changed hands. Today the preacher received 
a letter from one of the men giving him the 
laugh, and telling him that, while he had 
thougbt to beat a poor old Indian and miner out 
of a piece of gold, he had received only brass. 
He was advised by the writer to keep quiet 
and not advertise himself as the biggest fool 
in Greene County by letting it be known that 
he had been beaten by the old wornout gold- 
brick swindle. Dr. Dailey did not take the 
letter-writer’s advice but at once reported the 
matter to the police. 


ATTEMPTED KIDNAPING ATMENASHA 


A 10-Year-Old Girl Taken from School, 
but the Women Are Caught. 

MenasHaA, Wis., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—A 
case of attempted kidnaping has occurred in 
this city. Two women called at the Second 
Ward school about 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning and asked the teacher, Miss Mary 
Whipple, if they could see Racina Clifford, a 
girl of 8 years. When the little girl came to 
the door she saw a hack waiting, and one of 
the women, who professed to be her aunt, 
asked her if she could not take a ride with 
them. On receiving permission from her 
teacher little Miss Clifford got into the hack 
with the two strangers and they drove off. 
They went directly to Appleton, a distance of 
tive miles, where all three boarded the 11 
o’clock Chicago and Northwestern passenger 
train for Green Bay. Racina Clifford was 
staying with Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Josslyn, and 
when she did not come home to dinner they 
began to inquire for her. They found that 
she had not been seen in the city since she 
went riding with the two strangers, and their 
suspicions were at once arvused. Chief of Po- 
lice Arft was notified, and, after learning all 
he could here and in Appleton, he boarded a 
train at 5:40 in the afternoon for Green Bay.

MANY DISCREPANCIES FOUND. 


Admitted That Edgar Lewis Took Money 
That Cannot Be Found. 

Des Morngs, Ia., Dec. 10.—[ Special. ]|—The 
mystery of the disappearance of Edgar Lewis 
has nut yet been entirely cleared up. That 
there are discrepancies in the books of the 
Des Moines and Liverpool Packing company, 
of which he was bookkeeper, was admitted to- 
day. How serious those discrepancies are 
remains to be seen. But whether they are 
large or small their effect would be the same 
upon the man who was iesponsible, and that 
man was Lewis. The discrepancies appear in 
the books of the smoked meat department, of 
which only an occasional statement was made, 
while of the main business a daily statement 
was prepared and sent to the Liverpool end of 
the company. The main books are all right 
as shown by the daily statements. How 
large the discrepancies are in the other bocks 
is not shown, but they are estimated at from 
$10,000 to $35,000. The exact amount will not 
be known for two or three weeks. The books 
are in a muddled condition and it is slow 
work unraveling them. 

Mr. Lewis was practically in charge of the 
collections of the dried meats department, 
which is really the retail end of the business, 
He sent out the collectors, or at least they re- 
ported to him. It is supposed that what 
money he got was taken from those sources. 
He made occasional statements to Manager 
West, who looked them over and would 
“QO. K.“ them. His last statement, it is said, 
did not make a showing entirely satisfactory 
to Mr. West. Mr. Lewis probably realized 
that it was impossible to make another state- 
ment and conceal the fact that there was a 
shortage. Forthis reason the books were 
ieft unbalanced, The yearly balance was 
also near at hand and added to his embarrass. 
ment. 

It is also admitted that Mr. Lewis was in- 
volved in an insurance complication growing 
out of the burning of the Water Power com- 
pany’s plant. It wastho night of that fire 
that he went to Chicago, a week ago last 
Wednesday. Theinsurance trouble showed 
nothing wrong, but he probably realized that 
it would lead, or might lead, to the exposure 
of the shortage in the packing-house books. 
It in this way hastened his departure. Mr. 
Lewis had for some time been in bad heaith, 
and it is supposed that the double embarrass- 
ment affected his mind. 

A reporter called on Mr. J. H. Windsor, the 
head of the Des Moines and Liverpool Packing 
company, stepfather of Mr. Lewis, who con- 
firmed the story that the discrepancies existed. 
He stated that one of the cash books was not 
found until yesterday. This book is the key 
to the situation. Mr. Windsor was shown the 
following clipping from a Chicago paper of 
last Monday: 

Personal- Edgar, for your wife's sake and mine, 

come home atonce. [ am at the Wellington and 
will protect you. FATHER. 
_ He said he had that inserted. Mr. Windsor 
is of the opinion that his mind may have been 
affected by the turn things had taken and that 
he inay have taken his own life in Chicago. 

The question is, What did Mr. Lewis do with 
the monev which he is supposed to have taken? 
Did he lose it on the Chicago Board of Trade? 
A former telegraph operator of Homer D. 
Cope, a commission broker, is authority for 
the statement that Lewis did some business 
on the board. Mr. Windsor states that Joseph 
Adams, a Department Superintendent. did 
some speculating, and thinks that Mr. Lewis 
conducted the dealings. Whether he did any 
dealing in his own name is not known. That 
is being investigated. It is possible that lie 
may have used a fictitious name. 

It must be conceded that Mr. Lewis was 
not intentionally dishonest. When he left he 
allowed $500 in money as well as valuable pa- 
pers to remain untouched, He could easily 
have realized on some of the papers. What 
ever shortages may be discove must be r- 
garded as the outcome of an honest man’s 
attem pts to speculate, in the process of which 
he was forced to use his empioyer’s money. 
The fact that he is an bonest man broke him 
down when he saw confronting him the short- 
age in the accounts of the firm.

ENCE WITH GEN. TORRENOE. 


They Wish to Aacertain the Reason for De- 
lay in Constructing’ the Chicago Ele- 
vated Terminal Railway Company’s 
Lines Through the Fifth and Sixth 
Wards, but They Are Turned Away 
Disappointed—All Agree the City Should 
Pay No Part of the Cost of Viaduacts. 


A number of property-owners in the vicinity 
of Halsted street and Archer avenue called at 
the office of Gen. Torrence yesterday to ascer- 
tain the reasons for delay in elevating the 
Chicago Elevated Terminal railway com- 
pany’s tracks through that part of the Fifth 
and Sixth Wards commencing at the crossing 
of the south branch of the Chicago River. 
Among those present were James T. Healey. 
Charles L. Schaar, P. Brogan, K. Mueller, 
Peter Hopp, A. Vanderkloot, K. Euphrat, 
8 Meyer, C. Guederahn, and Ald. Stuck- 
art, 

All present took part in the discussion re- 
lating to the outrages that have been perpe- 
trated upon the city through the railroads 
only paying for that portion of the viaduets 
crossiny their immediate right of way, and the 
city paying for the approaches. It waa con- 
ceded by all that where the city ageed to pay 
any portion of the expenses it was a misappro- 


be tolerated. It was unanimously demanded 
that all public property occupied by railroads 
in the City of Chicago should be at once va- 
cated and returned to the city proper, whether 
crossing streets, along streets, or any other 
property, and this should be applied to 
the occupancy of Archer avenue and 
the crossing of all streets in that vi- 
cinity as decided by the courts. Unless 
such steps are taken by the city authorities, 
pruperty-owners will commence to serve ip- 
junctions against them, Mr. Schaar stated. 
All were unanimous in asking that the City 
Council should pass an ordinance at once com- 
volling all railroads to eievate their tracks, 
giving them a limited time to doso. In this 
way the public would regain what it had pre- 
viously lost; that is, the return of the streets 
to the public. It is the intention of every one 
present to follow this up by litigation if nec- 
essary. 
Want No More Viaducts. 

All present were unanimously opposed to 
Halsted street or any other viaduct being 
built pending the settlement of the crossing 
question, 

Under an ordinance passed Aug. 1, 1889, 
authority was conferred upon the Chicago, 
Madison and Northern railroad company to 
construct a railway with two or more tracks 
across certain streets in the city, including 
South Halsted street. The Chicago and Alton 
railroad company was also granted the right 
by various ordinances to lay down such tracks 
as it desired across South Halstei sireet, 
north of and adjacent to those of the Chicago, 
Madison and Northern; the Chicago, Madison 
and Northern has laid down four main tracks 
across South Halsted street. The Chicago 
and Alton has several tracks and is preparing 
to lay down some twelve or thirteen more. In 
the ordinance conferring the power to cross 
this street and others upon the Chicago, 
Madison and Northern it is provided that ‘that 
company shail pay to the City of Chicago the 
entire cost and expense of the viaduct across 
Halsted street and approaches thereto. 

A contract was entered into between the 
Chicago, Madison and Nortbeen and the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fé, by which the 
former company agreed to convey to the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé in Chicago 
the two southerly tracks of the four main 
tracks which now cross Halated street and 
extending from the western terminus of such 
tracks to the easterly end thereof, in the 
vicinity of Twenty-second street, the contract 
providing that until al! right of way matters 
should be settled the four tracks and ap- 
purtenant property should be used and owned 
in cotamon with the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern and the Atchison, Lopeka and Santa 
Fé railroad companies in Chicago. 3 

Hights of the Elevated Company. 


The Chicago Elevated Terminal railway 
company acquired all the title and right of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé rauroad 
company to all property owned or possessed 
by the latter in Chicago. The City Council in 
1891 enacted an ordinance conferring upon 
the Chicago Elevated Terminal railway com- 
pany the right to construct an elevated rail- 
way ffom a point between the west side of 
State street and the south branch of the Chi- 
cago River, south of Twelfth street, to a point 
adjacent to Sixty-seventh and State streets, 
with a branch from a point between — 
second and Thirty-first streets southwesterly 
to a point on the city limits between Thirty- 
fifth and Fifty-tifth streets. 

The Chicago Elevated Terminal railway 
company acquired the property of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa F6 railroad company 
for the express purpose of constructing the 
branch line above referred to and of the main 
line to the point of junction thereof. The 
Illinois Central railroad company, which is 
the owner of the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern, is unwilling to join the Chicago 
Elevated Terminal railway company in the 
elevation of the tracks of tne Chicago, Madi- 
son and Northern, and objects to the elevation 
of the tracks of the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern, which are to be conveyed to and 
become the separate property of the Chicago 
Elevated Terminal company until that con- 
veyance is made, which conveyance it de- 
clines to make until certain right of way 
matters, among others the trouble about 
Archer avenue, ase adjusted. 

Ready to Proceed, 


The Chicago Elevated Terminal company 
says it is now ready to join the Chicago, Mad- 
ison and Northern in the elevation of the 
tracks of the Chicago, Madison and Northern 
from the present crossing of the [Illinois and 
Michigan Canal to its junction with the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé main tracks at or 
in the vicinity of TWwenty-second street, 
whence it will elevate to some point north 
therefrom where its union passenger depot is 
to be erected, provided it shall not be delayed 
by the works of the Sanitary District of Chi- 
cago, whose plans still seem to remain in an 
unfinished condition. 

The Chicago Elevated Terminal railway 
company has acquired the rights of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé railway company 
in the railway and property of the Chicago, 
Madison and Northern railroad company for 
use in the construction and ‘establishment of 
that portion of its elevated sys- 
tem extending from the crossing of the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal to the point 
where the tracks of the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern connect with the railway of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Féin Chicago 
near T'wenty-second street. If the original 
purpose of the City of Chicago, to carry Hal- 
sted street over the railroad tracks in ques- 
tion, is carried into effect, it will prevent the 
Chicago Elevated Terminal railway compaay 
from using the Chicago, Madison and North- 
ern raulroad for its elevated tracks. 

Gen. Torrence’s Statement, 


Gen. Torrence stated his side of the case as 
follows: The ordinance granting rights to 
the Chicago, Madison and Northern across 
Halsted street provides that the city shall 
build the viaduct, and the railroad company 
shall reimburse it the actual cost. Nothing 
in this ordinance binds the city to pursue this 
mode of reconstructing the atreet at the point 
in question. The city not having bound itself 
to build the viaduct the ordinance only binds 
the Chicago, Madison and Northern railroad 
company to contribute in case it did so; so 
that when the City Council granted to the 
Chicago Elevated Terminal railway company 
the right to construct the branch line in ques- 
tion the Chicago, Madison and Northern or- 
dinance in no manner preciuded the Chicago 
Elevated Terminal railway company from 
using the property of any existing surface 
railway aud elevating ite tracks in accordance 
with the conditions of the ordinance grantu 
rights to the Chicago Elevated Terminal 
way company. ;

PROPERTY-OWNERS HOLD A OONFER- 
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OPERATORS BELIEVE THEY WILL WIN. 


Striking Telegraphers of the Rock Island 
Road Firm in Their Stand. 

The committee representing the striking 
telegraph operators of the Rock Island road 
are still unshaken in the belief that they will 
win. Little of an exciting nature occurred at 
the headquarters at the Palmer House yester- 
day. There were no conferences with the rail- 
road officials, and the committee putin the 
day receiving telegrams from points along the 
line and endeavoring to strengthen the posi- 
tion of the strikers. The telegrams were all 


of a comforting nature. 

Dispatches from several points stated that 
trains were side-tracked awaiting orders, 
which could not be received, as the telegra- 

hers were out and no one could be found to 

ll their places, and that — rs were tak- 
ing other routes, — elay if not aceident. 
A message was received from Troy, Kas., say- 
ing that a bad wreck at that point was ca 
by the inexperience of the operator. Many of 
the new men have, according to the strikers’ 
statements, quit their posts and joined the 
men who are out. 

The committee said that on the whole they 
had no cause to complain about the results 
thus far, and if every day strengthens them as 
— — as yesterday they would win in short 
order. 

Last night the com mittee issued the follow- 
ing bulletin: | 

All Dispatchers and rators on the Chica 
Rock Island and n that 
two ofthe committee returned to work is false. 
Do not expect builetins every hour reporting 
changes in situation, ause there may be no 
— for 7 If you only remain loyal we will 
have help. Will mail you circulars daily of situa- 
tion. Late advices very encouraging. Sympa- 
thetic meetings being held all over the road, and 
some operators who returned to work have quit 
again and we expect others to follow. 

COMMITTEE. 

The officials of the road say that every thing 
is working smoothly and that they are 
rapidly filling the striking operators’ places. 
They say that none of the train dispatchers 
are out and that only some small unimportant 
stations are without operators. General 
Manager St. John made public yesterday 
morning a stenographic report of the confer- 
ence between the officials of the road and the 
strikers’ committee. According to the report 
this meeting was 88 a wordy war between 
the two parties as to whether the committee 
represented a majority of the telegraphers of 
the Rock Island road, the committee claiming 
that they did and the officials demanding abso- 
lute proof of the fact, which the committee 
claimed to be able to furnish, but refused to 
do fearing to work injury to the men who 
had delegated them power. The meeting was 
short and ended without the two parties com- 
ing to any understanding. 

General — St. Sohn of the Rock Isl- 
and denies emphatically the report that the 
telegraph men on that part of the system west 
of the Missouri River have walked out from 
sympathy with the striking operators. Last 
night Mr. St. John received the following 
message from C. Dunlap, General Superin- 
tendent of the Rock Island lines west of the 
Missouri: 

You can deny all reports of there having been 
any accidents on lines west of the Missouri River. 
as we have not had a wheel off or a mishap of any 
kind since the walk-out. 

A telegram says that at Virginia, Neb., an 
im portant junction and meeting point on the 
Rock Island road twenty miles east of 
Beatrice, the people of the town and country 
refused to feed the operator left in charge 
when the strike came yesterday, He quit, and 
was relieved by a man from the railroad’s 
city offices at Beatrice, who is having his 
meals sent to him. Trains in that neighbor- 
hood are reported to be moving slow, and 
rom three to five hours late. 


WERE TO BLOW UP THE BUILDING. 


Report of an Attempt to Destroy a St. 
Louis Block Recently Fired. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 10.—[ Special. }—It was 
rumored this morning that an attempt to blow 
up the block on Fourth street and Washington 
avenue, the acene of the recent disastrous fire, 
was to have been made last night, but was 
prevented by Capt. Evans of the Salvage 
Corps with a squad of determined watchers. 
Although the attempt was not made, still the 
rumor of the plot, taken in connection with 
the recent mysterious explosion on Sixth 
street, prompted an extensive inquiry. 
News of the lot came to the ears 
of the Board of Underwriters yesterday and 
$40,000 of the insurance was canceled by 
them. Chief Desmond received a note two 
or three days ago that the attempt would be 
made. His informant wrote a note signing it 
“No Saint.“ A similar warning was re- 
ceived before she Selkirk Auction company 
fire, which oecurred at the time predicted. 
Desmond did not know whether the thing was 
a hoax or bona fide, but took the safe side and 
detailed several of his men, who have been 
keeping watch on the place.

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“WANT HIM TO RETURN 


FRIENDS OF LUOIUS WEINSOHENK 
OOME TO HIS RESOUE 


In Spite of the {ncreasing Shortage They 
Express Continued Confidence in His 
Integrity—Every Effort to Be Made to 
Induce Him to Resume His Place in 
This City—The Victims Express Friend- 
ship and Regret—The Amount Now 
Reaches $30,000—Other Local News. 

Lucius Weinschenk may return notwith- 
standing the fact that his financial affairs turn 
out to be even worse than was reported yester- 


day. 

The office of his partners, Messrs. Hirschl 
and Byam, at No, 184 Dearborn street, was 
throngea yesterday with creditors of the miss- 
ing lawyer. His flight was much talked of 
among his friends, and to the bome of his 
parents and to the office of the missing man’s 
partners they hurried with claims of indebt- 
edness. Many protestations of continued 
friendship for the unfortunate young man and 
of renewed confidence in his integrity were 
made. With hardly an exception those who 
had suffered through him are willing to do 
what they can to straighten out his affairs and 
induce him to return. 

„ The firm has finished the examination of 
his accounts,” said Mr. Hirschl, and we find 
that his liability to the firm is $3,000, though 
this is secured by outstanding fees, and we 
will eventually be repaid. All day we have 
been hearing of new claims against him. He 
has an overdraft at his banks of $5,000, and 
we estimate the total shurtage to date at $50,- 
000. Notwithstanding ali this he does not 
seem to have lost a friend. I never knew a 
man with such a following as he has. There 
are a hundred men here who would Willingly 
make up bis deficit if it was $50,000. Mem- 
bers of 3 business firms have assured 
us that they would have raised all the money 
he needed twice over in twenty-four hours if 
they only knew he wanted it, and they will do 
it yes if he will return and resume fs prac- 


Maier Weinschenk, the aged father of the 
fugitive, was closeted nearly all day with his 
son’s partners. When addressed by a reporter 
for Tue Trreunz he said: You may say that 
if he was not acoward he would never have 
run away, for, while he did what was wrong,

Sites Proposed and Plans for Raising the 
Needed Funds.

167 Washington street all the delegates from 
the different labor organizations were present 
to hear the reports of the different committees. 

Four sites for the proposed building were

EVIDENCE. 


Agents of the British Government Take 
Depositions of American Masters. 

San Francisco, Cal, Dec. 10.—[Special. ]— 
A secret commission of inquiry has been in 
San Francisco for two weeks taking the testi 
mony of American sealers as to the seizures 
of ponchers in Bering Sea during the season 
just ended. They were Messrs. McPherson 
and Sherwood, representing the Canadian and 
English Governments., The former is Secre- 
tary of Public Works at Ottawa and the latter 
was detailed by the British Columbian Gov- 
ernment. Their work was conducted chiefly 
in the offlce of Ross & Hewett, the head- 
quarters of the sealers. Last night the inquiry 
was finished and McPherson and  Sher- 
wood left for Ottawa, Before his departure 
McPherson is reported to have said pri- 
vately: 

„We have gathered all the evidence we ex- 
pected to find and found it easy to get. Our 
mission will, I think, prove satisfactory to the 
Cavadian and English Governments. The testi- 
mony will be sent to England and will be used 
in the arbitration argument. It is volumious 
and is really the details of many seizures made 
in Bering Sea and reported in the press. We 
tnaintain that our people have acted within 
the law whiie the Americans have been too 
officious in their interference. 

Those who testified were instructed to keep 
quiet for the sake of the sealing industry and 
most of them did so.

Persecution in Moscow. 

The first scattering details coming to me 
from Moscow concerning a new and almost 
incredible form of Jewish persecution taken 
up there in the last two weeks may be re- 
inémbered. In my letter from Russia last 
year I described how secure the Jewish mer- 
chants of the first guild of professional men 
felt in the protection of their imperially 
signed passports. They laughed when I sug- 
gested that their turn would come next. They 
said it would be impossible; that they could 
not be touched, Well, the impossible has 
come to pass. They are ail under a 
notice of immediate expulsion, which means, 
also, practical confiscation, unless they imme- 
diately become baptized in the orthodox 
church. This alternative is nothing new to 
the Moscow Jewish mind, where pretended 
cop versions have been more common for gen- 
erations than elsewhere; but now those ac- 
cepting it must play no tricks with heaven, 
but go out and live three years in an ancient 
monastic village, an hour’s distance from 
Moscow, to submit their piety*to the daily iu- 
spection of the resident monks. Only at the 
end of this probation can they get their pass- 
ports back and resume their residence and oc- 
cupation in Moscow. This tempts one to 
laugh at its childish absurdity, but the tragedy 
behind it smothers mirth. 

The new ukase affects about 1,500 people, 
mostly wealthy, and all educated and retined. 
It reduces them to relative beggary. No se- 
cret is made of the fact that this 1s done in re- 
taliation for the refusal of the Rothschilds to 
take up the new loan desired by M. Dewitte. 
It is perfectly unders „too, that the Rus- 
sians will do their best to foment the anti- 
Semitic outery in Paris. This would be a 
simpler task, however, if it were not the case 
that a large proportion of the so-called news- 
papers of Parts owe their existence from week 
to week to the complaisance of Jewish capi- 
talists. 

Milner’s Book on Egypt. 

Alfred Milner’s book on England in Egypt, 
out today, is the most important statement 
that has yet been made as to the curious prob- 
lem being worked out on the Nile. He is 
rather surprised that so many as 250 copies 
should have been bought for America, but my 
own notion is that many more will be wanted. 
It is a long time since the English speaking 
race has been engaged in so interesting 
and anomalous a task as this ‘of 
Ezypt, and in the most of its essen- 
tials all Anglo-Saxondom is concerned. 
There is no other man so qualified to describe 
this task in all its bearings as Milner, who 
has been brought home from the Khedive’s 
council to assume control of the Somerset 
House Post, which makes him at the age of 
39 the greatest tax collector in the world. Al- 
though he does not say so in his book, I be- 
lieve he is convinced that the young new 
Khedive Abbas chafes under the English con- 
trol, beneficent though it is to the country, 
and presently will make a determined effort 
to upset the whole British machinery in Egypt. 

Reed’s Objections to the Bill. 

Unionist papers are making a tremendous 
rowdedow today over Sir Edward Reed's 
letter in which he catalogues all the conceiv- 
able objections he expects to have to the Home 
Rule bill, about which neither he nor any 
other man outside the Cabinet knows any- 
thing about at all. To hear the racket raised 
one would think Reed’s deliverance put home 
rule out of the question for a generation. The 
fact is that Reed is furious at not being 
made Minister and has been restlessly 
seeking ever since to deliver a blow 
at Gladstone which will double the G. O. M. 
up. What he probably has done instead is to 
put himself under the ban of Welsh liberal- 
ism. He has cooked his own parliamentary 
goose for Cardiff. When the time comes he 
is likely to vote straight, but nobody will care 
if he doesn’t, except his indignant constitu- 
ents. 

Chance for Liberal Gains. 

The unseating process is still going on and 
renders it certain there will bea bunch of 
tremendously exciting by-elections in Febru- 
ary, just ata time when the Home Rule bill 
will be first before the country. It is possible 
for the Liberals to make two or three gains 
out of the lot, but the contests will all be close 
and fought with the greatest, bitterness and 
determination. 


Shaw’s Play Made a Deep Impression. 

All the dramatic critics write long articles 
tod ay. to prove how bad a play Bernard Shaw 
produced at the Royalty last night under the 
auspices of the Independent Theater Society, 
but three of the dailies give a leading editorial 
place to commendation of it as a social and 
political innovation of great importance 
in its scathing and remorseless satire 
on middle class baseness, turning largely 
upon rackrenting in some frightful slum tene- 
ments the profits of which debauch every- 
body touching them. Pit and gallery, which 
come to see melodrama, behaved with rather 
more than usual- first night brutality. The 
critics all slat it but all the same it has made 
a wide and deep mark in public consciousness, 
We shall hear more about it. 

Copyright Law Comicalities. 

Not all the stupidities and comicalities of 
the existing copyright muddle are on one side 
of the Atlantic. In our boldest piratical days 
we never had anything quite so grotesque as 
the laws which still govern dramatic copy- 
right in England. For example, at the Hay- 
market Wednesday afternoon some score of 
people secretly went through the forms 
of acting Ibsen’s new play in 
its original Norwegian for the purpose 
of protecting the stage rights of 
the English translation when made. The af- 
fair was rather funnier than such things usu- 
ally are because of the impossibility of getting 
more than two or three actors, amateurs, able 
to read Norwegian. A journalist was pressed 
into the service on the strength of having 
made a tourist jaunt through Nor- 
way last year and . having learned 
some score ef elementary’ hotel words. 
One of the male parts was given him to read 
in this odd performance and he did so with- 
out getting the gleam of an idea of what it 
was all about. After the task was performed 
he inquired and was informed to his chagrin 
that he had been acting the role of lover to 
the prettiest girl on the stage with a iot of 
highly acceptable demonstrative business. 
He never knew a word about it. 

Nethersole’s Great Acting. 

Isaac Henderson’s Agatha, now called 
“The Silent Battle, to prevent confusion 
with Langtry’s latest failure, is being played 
again at the Criterion with such a cast as 18 
rarely seen together even on the stage. 
Wyndham hardly increases his reputation as 
the American Cousin, but Olga Nethersole is 
more wonderful than ever as Mercedes, the 
part she created last year. The play 
has great merits of its own, but 
her acting always makes it a_ thing 
to be ever remembered. No other new actress 
in my recollection has made such swift strides 
toward the front as Nethersole, who is a sort 
of English Jane Hading, with great beauty 
and less harshness. Unhappily it will not be 
long before she will be confronted by the 
temptation to try her wigs asa star, with 
plays made to fit her by dramatic tailors and 
her name in two-foot letters on the bills, and 
not till she has passed this ordeal shall we 


know if sheis really going to bea great 
artist.

PRUSSIAN OONSERVATIVES SUFFER 
FOR AHLWARDT’S TRIAL,

It Will Lead to a Congress from Which No 
Good Will Result—Union of Conserva- 
tives, Anarchists, and Anti-Semites Will 
Lead to an Agrarian Revolution—French 
Foreign Affairs in Fair Order—Panama 
Committee Will Examine Documents to 
See What Deputies Are Compromised.

Parts, Dec. 10.—|Vopyrighted, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—I had reason to ca- 
ble you last week about the consequences of 
anti-Semitism, which is always one of the 
gravest questions in Europe. In Berlin tne 
trial of Rector Ahlwardt will give rise to a 
congress of Conservatives, which may bring 
about the death of the Prussian Conservative 
party. 

Europe learns with astonishment of a union 
of German Conservatives, Anarchists, and 
anti-Semites, which will infallibly lead to an 
agrarian revolution. The Jews are not suffi- 
ciently numerous to furnish agitators. The 
three parties are enough to cause anxiety. 
Before two years the agitation will have 
turned against capital without distinction of 
religion, just as in France, where the feeling 
of governmental responsibility is becoming 
less day by day. 

More Responsibility for Government, 

The resignation of the Procureur-General, 
M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire, was given under 
solemn circumstances that clearly illustrate 
the situation. People who think are desirous 
of seeing more responsibility thrown upon 
the government. It is painful to see men like 
M. Ribot and M. Bourgeois becoming slaves 
to all the demands of extreme parties. 

The exhumation of the body of the late 
Baron de Reinach, refused at first, was finally 
granted. This concession wus against all 
right and isa serious matter. The govern- 
ment knows no longer how to govern, the 
Deputies how to vote, the electors what to be- 
lieve. The coming man appears to be M. Bour- 
geois, ex-Minister of Public Affairs, and now 
Minister of Justice. He isa Radical; just as the 
Chamber wishes, and as energetic as the bour- 
geoise wish, But how long will it last? If he 
becomes too much of a Radical he will offend 
the bourgeoise. If he becomes too much 
of a bourgeoise he will lose the support 
of the Radicals. The position of each one is 
as embarrassing as is the general situation. 


Foreign Affairs Might Be Worse. 


Fortunately foreign affairs are not as bad 
as they might be. M. Ribot took the portfolio 
of the Foreign Office in order to appease the 
anxieties of outsiders and not to increase the 
number of people au courant with the nego- 
— of Russia. The Carmaux strikes have 
not made a bad impression upon the Czar and 
the treaty is already signed. . The Panama 
scandals have the effect of retarding its final 
execution. Still, the presence of M. Ribot and 
De Freycinet in the Cabinet serves as a guar- 
antee to Russia. 

Nothing is concluded, unhappily. The truth 
cannot be told from the tribune cf the Cham- 
ber. The Ministry might be overthrown 
more quickly than is creditable. Every par- 
llamentarian believes that it cannot last after 
Jan. 15. Under such conditions, with the 
Panama disgrace overhanging all, useful 
political action is impossible. It is astonish- 
ing how France can stand such a trial. But 
it is a trial which will pass away.

TO EXAMINE PANAMA DOCUMENTS, 


The Committee Will Inquire What Depu- 
ties Are Compromised. 

Paris, Dec. 10.—At the session today of the 
Panama committee M. Brisson, the President, 
stated that he agreed with the proposal made 
by M. Bourgeois, Minister of Justice, that a 
subcommittee composed of seven members of 
the committee, including its President, be ap- 
pointed to examine the Panama legal docu- 
ments to ascertain if any members of the 
Chamber of Deputies were compromised in 
the scandal. The subcommittee was then 
selected. It was decided to keep secret the 
contents of the documents whether they were 
favorable or unfavorable to the Panama de- 
fendants. Bourgeois communicated to the 
committee a schedule of 490 legal documents 
bearing on the affairs of the company that are 
in possession of the prucureur. 

It is reported that M. Bourgeois will pardon 
M. Drumont, editor of La Libre Parole, who 
is serving aterm of imprisonment for libel, 
with a view to having him appear as a witness 
before the Panama Investigating committee. 
M. Drumont has refused to give any testimony 
relative to the Panama affair unless he is un- 
conditionally released. It is believed that he 
has important knowledge regarding the affairs 
of the company, and that it would be a good 
stroke of policy to release him. 

The body of Baron Reinach has been ex- 
humed and identified. The autopsy ordered 
by the government to decide whether he com- 


mitted suicide or died from natural causes is - 


proceeding, but the result will be kept secret 
until Dr. Brouardel makes his official report 
to the government. 

The committee today examined Banker 
Obendoeroffer. He states that he had re- 
ceived in commissions over 2,000,000 francs 
He had also 
received 1,500,000 francs for joining the guar- 
antee syndicate. He had no written contract 
with the Panama Canal company, but a 
record of the transactions could be found in 
the company’s books. He refused to explain 
how he employed the money received. 

A letter from Bonaparte Wyse was read de- 
claring that he has in no wise been mixed up 
in the scandal, He had been kept in the dark 
by the directors, and could only deplordé the 
faults and lies and boundless waste of the 
company’s administration. He hoped yet 
to see the canal completed. It was feas- 
ible and would prove remunerative. 
The work of the committee 
would be much expedited if torture was ap- 
plied to certain decorated Argentine, German, 
and Yankee doctors and dentists. This evi- 
dently applied to Dr. Herz and others. 

M. Chevillard, an employé of the Société 
Dynamite, testified that he signed checks for 
550,000 francs, which M. Barbe had cashed at 
the Bank of France. He thought the checks 
were given as bribes. 

Lonpon, Dec. 10.—The Times’ Paris corre- 
spondent says: 

M. Bourgeois is the ideal Minister of Justice 
dreamed of by M. Brisson. M. Bourgeois bowed 
to the latter’s omnipotence and M. Brisson per- 
sonifies the supreme power of France. The Cabi- 
net has capitulated to M. Brisson and becomes an 
involuntary ally of those conspiring against the 
Republic. The steady working of this inquisi- 
torial committee will raise a feeling in the coun- 
try that will powerfally aid in undermining the 
present régime, It maybe that this anxiety, of 
which I give only an echo, is unjustified. Experi- 
ence will tell. 

The News’ Paris correspondent says: 

The dreadfal weather has cooled the Panama 
fever.

SPECIAL SESSION OF CONGRESS, 


The Budget and the Canal to Be Consid- 
ered at Bogota. 

Panama, Dec. 3.—According to telegraphic 
dispatches from Bogota the regular session of 
Congress closed Nov. 20, but as much 
work remains to be done, an extra session has 
been called to deal with the pending matters 
and which will not close before the end of the 
year.

The sentiment in 
Bogota seems to be in favor of dealing liber- 
ally with the company in the matter of time, 
so long as the rights of the nation are safely 
guarded in the matter.

A telegraphic dispatch announces that Pres- 
ident Caro has appointed to the position of 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in his Cabinet Dr. 
Marco Fidel Suarez, who for some time has 
been discharging the duties of that office. 


UNSEATING TORY MEMBERS, 


Liberals Gaining by the Favorable Action 
on Their Petitions. 

Lonpon, Dec. 10.— The unseating of mem- 
bers of Parliament returned at the last 
general election merrily on, much 
to the satisfaction of the Liberals and 
the corresponding disgust of the Con- 
servatives. The last member to lose his seat 
is Horatio David Davies, Conservative, who 
was returned from Rochester by a majority of 
407 votes over Frederick Brunning Maddison, 
Gladstonian. The Liberal sent in a petition 
under the Corrupt Practices act against the 
election of Mr. Davies and the judges today 
handed down a decision depriving him of his 
seat on the ground of bribery, whick consisted

TOTHE MILITARY BILL 


ALL OTHER SUBJECTS IN BERLIN 
ARE NOW SUBORDINATED. 


Gathering at the Chancellor's Residence 
Before the Introduction of the Measure 
Which Brings Together Newspaper Men 
and Statesmen—Wild Acts of Women 
at Socialistic Meetings—Kevival of the 
Judenhetze and Effect of Agitation— 
Emperor William’s Regrets to Chicago. 
[ Copyrighted, 1892, by the Associated Preas.] 

Beawin, Dec. 10.—On the eve of the first 
reading of the army bill Chancellor von Ca- 
privi gave a parliamentary dinner that was 
unique in character as bringing together both 
members of the Reichstag of all parties and 
press representatives of all shades of opinion, 
except Socialista, who mingled with Ministers, 
members of the Bundesrath, and high State 
officials, It was a motley crowd. For the 
first time leading journalists were invited to 
partake at such a banquet. Such various or- 
gans as the North German Gazette, the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, the Tagebiatt, the Post, the 
London Times and the Telegraph, and the 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse sent their repre- 
sentatives, all of whom received a cordial 
greeting from the Chancellor. It was a mem- 
orable recognition of the influence of the 
press and marked an epoch in the life of Ger- 
man journalism. Among such a mixed throng 
politics was little talked about: The Ahl- 
wardt trial was the subject of much conversa- 
tion and Advocate Munkel, Herr Loewe’s 
counsel, had to submit to much good humored 
banter. 

While the dinner was proceeding at the 
Chancellor’s the Socialists were holding meet- 
ings in every electoral district in Berlin, pro- 
testing against the army bill. Aggressive ora- 
tions were delivered, which evoked frequent 
warnings from the police who were present at 
the meetings. Resolutions were adopted de- 
bouncing militarism and urging the formation 
of a people’s militia. A new feature of the 


meetings was the large attendance of women, 


who by their fervid enthusiasm gave more 
trouble to the police than their Socialist 
brothers dare to cause. 


Opening of the Military Bill Debate. 


When the debate on the army bill opened in 
the Reichstag today the house was crowded and 
the galleries were full of visitors. The tenor 
of the speeches from all sides disclosed no 
uncompromising hostility to the measure. 
Maj. von Hoiningen-Huene, a member of the 
Center party, announced that the Centrists 
were willing to concede the reduction of a 

ear in the term of service, but were not pre- 
pared to increase the strength of the stanaing 
army. His opening remarks seemed to indi- 
cate downright opposition to the bill, but he 
altered his tone as he proceeded and admitted 
that the measure would be hailed by the coun- 
try as adding to the defensive strength of the 
empire, and probably even as leading to an 
alleviation of the economic situation. He 
concluded by expressing the hope that the 
Center party would arrive at an entente with 
the government. 

Herr Richter said that the Freisinnige party 
would grant whatever funds were necessary 
for the introduction of a system of two years’ 
service, but added that the Chancelior would 
have to apply to a more complacent Reichstag 
than the present one to obtain demands be- 
yond that. He contended that the bill would 
raise the extraordinary budget to the extent of 
two hundred million marks. The two years’ 
service system he said was desirable, but to 
increase the number of men at such a cost was 
unnecessary. 

Caprivi’s Defense of the Measure, 

The Chancellor’s response to the speeches 
against the bill was mainly directed at Herr 
Richter, and his language was sarcastic. He 
styled Herr Richter an abie political statis- 
tictian, but said he was scarcely in a position 
to offer a reliable opinion on the details of a 
military system. On this subject views that 
were authoritative in the highest military 
circles must have the most weight. So con- 
vinced am I,” said the Chancellor, of the 
necessity of the bill for the continued exist- 
ence of Germany, if the Reichstag wished to 
throw upon me its own responsibility, I would 
tranquilly accept it. This statement was 
greeted with cheers. 

Continumg, the Chancellor said that under 
the provisions of the bill 60,000 young men 
would be yearly added to the army, so that in 
a few years 450,000 more men would be ready 
to take the field against a hostile army. This 
statement also elicited cheers. The Chancel- 
lor appealed to the House not to throw the 
country into confusion by rejecting the meas- 
ure. Freiherr von Mantueffel next spoke in 
behalf of the Conservatives. He said that his 
party would vote for the bill only if it was 
proved that the quality of the army would not 
suffer through the proposed increase in its 
numbers and its organization. The general 
opinion in the lobby after the House adjourned 
was that the bill would pass its first reading 
by a good majority. Before the debate on the 
bill is resumed Monday the Brussels mon- 
etary conference and the army rifles will form 
the subjects of interpellations. 1 
Alterations in Miquel's Financial Plans. 


The committee of the Lower House of the 
Prussfan Diet, appointed to consider Minis 
ter Miquel's financial reforms, has made a 
radical alteration in the property tax provis 
ion of the bill by rejecting the clause com- 
pelling every taxpayer to declare the whole 
value of his property. Herr Miquel’s illness 
and his consequent absence of contact with 
the members of the committee have weakened 
the support of his proposals. 

Demonstration Against the Jews. 


The resurgence of the Judenhetze is not 
limited to the German Conservatives. Some- 
thing like popular demonstrations of anti- 
Semiticism have occurred in several centers 
where the Freisinnige element is strong. 
Twice this week considerable crowds 
have passed along Friedrichstrasse cry- 
ing. Down with the Jews!” Leading 
Conservatives and the Moderates, Herr 
Hellgorf and Count Douglass, are con- 
fident that the Emperor is ashamed of the 
Jew-baiting done by the party, and they have 
protested against including an anti-Jewish 
plank in the party program. 

The anti-Semitic propaganda in Austria has 
received fresh energy by the action of the Ger- 
man Conservatives. A mass-meeting was re- 
cently heid at the Vienna town hall, at which 
2,000 working people, a large number of whom 
were women, were present. Prince Alois 
Lichtenstein, amid the plaudits of the crowd, 
advised them to boycott Jewish tradesmen. 
Coming from a man of his importance the ag- 
vice is likely to have a bad effect. 


Funeral of Dr. Werner Siemens. 


The funeral of Dr. Siemens, the well-known 
electrical engineer, took place today. Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi, Dr. von Boetticher, Secre- 
tary of the Home Office; Herr von Berlepsch, 
Prussian Minister of Commerce; Dr. Her- 
mann von Schelling, Prussian Minister of 
Justice; the municipal authorities, and a 
large number of scientists and artists were 
present.

For a long while 
Gen. von Hahnke has aspired to the post 
which he will now receive if the Kaiser re- 
mains of the same mind. His successor will 
be Baron von Lippe. Gen. von Hahnke is one 
of the most devoted followers of Chancellor 
von Caprivi. 
To Interpellate Caprivi. 

The powerful Center party is displaying 
a good deal of activity. It has decided on 
several interpellations to the Chancellor’s 
speech in order to please the Roman Catholic 
electors, who are getting weary at their inac- 
tion. Among other interpellations they will 
ask about the delayed measures on rating 
shops, a measure against ambulating mer- 
chants, the recrganization of the status of 
the working classes, and of the creation of 
corporations, 2 

Notwithstanding a report to the contrary, 
the Czar has not written a letter to the Kaiser 
thanking him for the appointment of Von 
Weider. 

The military bill seems likely to be de- 
feated. The Reichstag was crowded to-day 
when Carl Huene, amid high-strung excite- 
ment, made the statement in the Center that 
it was not includad in the support of the army 
bill in its present shape. The Center 
party with Freisinnige Volkes parties 
and the Social Democrats control two- 
thirds of the house. All these parties 
are entirely against the bill. This seems to 
show that Caprivi has entirely failed in his en- 
deavor to throw dust in the eyes of the Center 
by hinting at permission to return for Jesuits 
as a reward for their support. In view of the 
probable failure of the bill it.is said on good 
authority that in that event Caprivi has told a 
friend the Kaiser would not desert him, but 
would still keep him in power. Monday 
next an interpellation will be introduced by 
the national Liberal party respecting the re- 
ports spread abroad about the defectiveness 
of Prussian guns. Caprivi will reply and 
naturally deny the whole matter, but the de- 
bate will be interesting and probably excit- 


ing. 
MUST PREPARE FOR A GREAT WAR. 


Speech of the German War Minister in In- 
treducing the Army Bill. 

Beri, Dec. 10.—Gen. von Kaltenborn- 
Stachau, Minister of War, introduced the 
Army bill in the Reichstag today for its first 
reading with along and earnest speech. He 
declared that Germany must be prepared to 
enter at any moment a final war which would 
dwarf all preceding wars in the magnitude cf 
the furces engaged and of the issues to be de- 
cided. It was imperative that every man in 
Germany able to bear arms should be ready 
to respond when called. The bill was a meas- 
ure of supreme necessity and demanded no 
sacrifice that the patriotism of the nation 
should not be willing to grant, and no sacri- 
fice greater than what other nations were 
making in preparation for the mighty 
struggle that might at any time be- 
gin. It was in obedience to the 
supreme need of Germany for that struggle 
that the bill had been prepared, and the gov- 
ernment hoped and expected that it would re- 
ceive the support of every one interested in 
maintaining the integrity of the fatherland 
and in defending those advantages which it 
had cost so much of German blood and Ger- 
man energy to obtain. The War Minister de- 
ascribed at length the details of the bill and 
showed that every effort had been made to 
make the burden as light as a prudent regard 
for the security of the country and the effi- 
ciency of the army would permit. 

The address was favorably received and the 
utterances of Gen. von Kaltenborn-Stachau 
in regard tothe almost certainty of a great 
European war at an early date evidently pro- 
duced a profound impression as confirming 
the predictions of Chancellor Caprivi on the 
same subject. 

In the course of the debate Dr. Buhl, a lead- 
er of the National Liberals, asked Chancellor 
von Caprivi whether he was prepared to com- 
municate to the house anything coneerning 
the quality of the new infantry armament. 

The President of the Reichstag intervened, 
saying that the place for that question was in 
the order of the day for the next sitting. 

Herr von Kaltenborn-Stachau, Minister of 
War, urged that an increase of the effective 
strength of the army was a necessary meas- 
ure. It aimed to infuse young blood into the 
army. To create the best possible peace or- 
ganization, he declared, was to lay the surest 
foundation for success in war. 

Chancellor von Caprivi made a speech in 
which he hinted that the government was de- 
termined to dissolve the Reichstag unless the 
bill was passed.

WANT THE TREATY REMODELED. 


That Between Spain and America Various« 
ly Interpreted in Cuba. 
SPECIAL CABLE! 

Havana, Dec. 10.—People doing business 
with Cuba and Porto Rico should keep them- 
selves well advised of the workings of the late 
treaty of reciprocity between the United 
States and Spain. The flour men of Spain 
are so put out by the abrogation of duties on 
American flour, which nowsupplies these mar- 
kets, shutting out the Spanish production, 
that they will not cease urging their govern. 
ment; to remodel the treaty until they 
have a fatr chance to enable them to send 
their flour here. Nearty every day thereare dis- 
putes between the custom-house of Havana and 
importers as to how the new treaty is to be 
understood. The latest instance of this kind 
is the raising of a question as to whether 
** coke comes under the head of free goods 
within the treaty. Until recently coke has 
been admitted on the same footmg as coal, 
free of duty, but some newly appointed a- 
praisers claim that it is not coal, and the cus- 
tom-house has assessed a duty of 70 cents per 
ton, and because it was not properly mani- 
fested a heavy fine has been imposed upon the 
importer, who, never doubting that coke is a 
product of coal. a mineral within the scope 
free goods, finds himself in a tight place with 
a heavy loss pending. It would seem that all 
such things could easily be adjusted by an ap- 
peal to the Consul-General of the United States 
resident at Havana, who no doubt is well 
versed in the correct intentions of the treaty. 
And coke is not the oaly article upon which the 
customs officials appear to disagree with im- 
porters. Evidently there is a disposition to mod- 
ify, if not evade, thecontinuance of this famous 
reciprocity treaty between Spain and the 
United States. The abolition of the duties on 
American flour and the changing of the. con- 
signment of the Morgan line of steamers, by 
which all our merchants pay the same rates of 
freight, has giyen such an impetus to the bus- 
iness between New Orleans and Havana as to 
call forth the need of three steamers a week 
instead of one, and they are fully loaded with 
flour and other merchandise for this market 
and in the season find return cargoes of sugar 
at fair rates of freight. At present they are 
carrying tobacco and cigars, pineapples and 
oranges. Soon the usual rush of tourists from 
the far North and Northwest will take place. 

Many sugar estates commenced grinding the 
Ist inst. and everv day others are starting their 
fires. 

The weather continues exceptionally fine, 
and business is improving in view of the com- 
ing great crop of sugar for 1893.

ENGLISHMEN BLAME AMERICANS. 


Would RKetaliate for Campaign Stories 
by Keeping Mrs. Maybrick in Prison. 
[SPECIAL ARI. 

Lonpon, Dec. 10,—[Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — There is a general 
teeling here. especially among statesmen and 
lawyers, that Mr. Asquith should not go out of 
his way to release Mrs. Maybr‘ck just to oblige 
the United States Government. The only ex- 
planation forthis is that they feel that En- 
giand has been treated cavalierly in mary 
ways by the United States. A politician today 
pointed out that at heart Englishmen are not 
pleased with the manner in which the British 
lion's tail was twisted during the recent Pres- 
idential campaign. England, he said, was 
constantly held up to fidicule and contempt 
to win the Irish vote. 

Let, he said, your people ask us to re- 
lease legally committed convicts for no other 
reason than that they are Americans, The 
question is one of dealing with criminals only, 
but most people prefer to look at it as a po- 
litical one.“ 

In the meantime Lord Rosebery has been 
asked to intercede for Mrs. Maybrick, but it 
will require all the eloquence at the command 
of Secretary White to win him over, for he 
has already shown that he regards Mrs. May- 
brick’s imprisonment as perfectly just.

Damage to the Steamer Zam besi. 

A cable dispatch from Yokohama today 
states that there are nine feet of water in the 
hold of the British steamer Zambesi from Vic- 
toria, B. C., for Hong Kong, which was in a 
collision with a coaster in Yeddo Bay. The 
after-hold and engine-room are not damaged. 
The steamer was beached after the collision 
to prevent it from sinking, and it is expected 
that it will float tomorrow. It will have to dis- 
charge its entire cargo. The mails and pas- 
sengers were saved, but one of the crew, a 
fireman, was drowned. The cargo will be 
forwarded by the steamer Flintshire, which 
will leave Yokohama by Dec. 16. 

Says Mrs. Maybrick Is Recovering. 

The Evening Standard says it has the best 
authority for stating that Mrs. Maybrick is 
recovering from the effects of the hemorrhages 
with which she was recently attacked. The 
paper adds that her illness was due to her 
own carelessness. The Baroness de Roques, 
Mrs. Maybrick’s mother, telegraphs from 
Woking that her daughter passed a bad night 
and is suffering from great weakness. 
ln an interview today Baroness de Roques, 
mother of Mrs. Maybrick, said: “I have just 
returned from a visit tomy daughter. She 
took alittle jelly today, the first food she has 
taken since Monday. She is unable to sleep. 
She said today: ‘Mamma, I really do not 
wish to live if 1 have to re- 
main here. I am in such a state 
of exhaustion it would be very little to die off. 
I would rather do so than exist here.’ She 1s 
so weak that she is unable to raise her head. 
My son died in my arms of consumption, and 
I know that my daughter’s symptoms are the 
same. I have seen her three times in a week 
for five minutes at atime. I do hope that the 
authorities will allow me to nurse her my- 
self.“ 


A VIEW OF Iss HELEN GOULD. 


One of the Wealthiest Young Women of 
the Country Now—Just Out of School. 
New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.|] — Miss 

Helen Gould, who only a little while ago 
made her social début in long frocks, is todaya 
social magnate—an envied American lady only 
19 years old, with an income of $100,000 a year 
and one of the most magnificent hoines in the 
country, says Nym Krinkle in the Sunday 
World. By the terms of her father’s will she 
18, or will be, one of the wealthiest young 
women in the country. It is safe to say that 
100,000 delicate fingers have been figuring out 
with tiny pencils for two days, at least, just 
what Miss Gould’s fortune will amount to in 
the next twenty years, and all kinds of hypo- 
thetical theories have been made of what 
could be done with $8,000 a month. 

Of this family Miss Helen Gould is in many 
respecta the most interesting member. Her 
youth, her intelligence, her unassuming grace 
and her attractive appearance, entirely aside 
from her wealth, make her, in spite of her 
modesty, conspicuous at this moment. Nature 
has her recompense and her revenge as a rule, 
in spite of men’s selfishness. It has been 
thought and said recently that Jay Gould en- 
tirely evaded the law of equilibrium and gave 
nothing back to the world from which he had 
taken so much. The philosopher who came 
to this conclusion overluoked Miss Helen 
Gould. 

Jay Gould has given ber to the world, 
whether he would or not. It is just a year ago 
that this young woman stepped, one might 
say, out of the schoolroom into the parior. 
Those who remember the petite figure in blue 
and brocade that received the compliments of 
a host of notabilities with a simple, unpreten- 
tious girlish winsomeness in which there was 
just a hint of reserve power, can hardly real- 
ize that now she is one of the wealthiest and 
may be one of the most influential women in 
America. There were many observant wom- 
en at that début who formed an instinctive 
judgment of the little miss. They may have 
been influenced in their conclusions by what 
they know of her life and habits, but the 
opinion arrived at took her out of the atmos- 
phere of her father’s life entirely. That is to 
say—out of that part of his life with which 
the public is acquainted. 

This is not, in a strict sense, a society girl. 
She does not live on parade. Obviously she 
is too serious-minded. Otherwise, why does 
she go to the asylum on Lexington avenue 
quietly and regularly and read to the poor 
—1＋ who are bedridden, Perhaps all girls 

ave a weakness that way. But all girls don’t 
think of it, and might want a brass band if they 

did. Just how far the father’s character was 

operative in developing that girl’s character it 

would be hard to say. To the mere onlooker 
it would appear that he was chiefly efficacious 
in not bringing his character to bear at all. 

Perhaps nature, if she said anything, merely 

remarked to him, “You keep your hands off 

and watch me. 

And then we can imagine the father regard- 
ing this growth with reticent wonder and ad- 
miration. Nobody has said a word about the 
mother. And yet it is quite possible that the 
silent influence of the almost unknown factor 
has found a tongue in this girl’s character. 
Those of us who remember her at Saratoga 
will recali a rather demure maiden with pretty 
brown hair and pretty teeth, who showed two 
dimples when she laughed, but who laughed 
not half enough for the dimples; a girl who 
would be called pretty anywhere, but who was 
singularly reserved and appeared to think 
more of her younger sister’s company than 
of any other peréson’s. 


“FAIREST COUNTRY UNDER THE SUN,” 


Dr. L. H. Montgomery Pleased with Mex- 
ico and Its People. 


Dr. Liston H. Montgomery and party re- 
turned tothe city yesterday from a three 
weeks’ trip to the City of Mexico, where they 
attended the twentieth annual convention of 
the American Public Health Association, 
which was held Nov. 29 and 30 and Dee. 1 ana 
2. The party, consisting of twenty-five, in- 
cluding a number of ladies, left Chicago in 
the Pullman car “Queenstown” Nov, 19. 
Speaking of the trip yesterday, Dr. Montgom- 
ery said: 

**Mexico is a land of mysteries, of States- 
men and scientists, of enormous treasures 
end wealth unearthed, of millions of acres up- 
tilled. In many places throughout the repub- 
lic it is the same today as it was upwards of 
three centuries ago. It is the fairest country 
the sun ever shone upon. In its twenty-eight 
States and two territories there are nearly 
12,000,000 people, of which number almost 
three-eights are Indians. Most of the others 
are a mixture of Spanish and Indian blood, 
while there are, of course, some purely Span- 
ish people, and some English and Americans. 

“The meeting of the Health Association 
will do much toward stimulating scientists to 
visit Mexico, and capital and commerce will 
follow. I believe Mexico can be made the 
N coffee-growing country in the world. 

t has the climate, the soil, and already large 
quantities are pr: duced there, it is even said 
for eight or nine cents a pound.

INCOMPLETE WORLD'S FAIR BUSI- 
NESS TO Oo UP TUESDAY. 


The Board of Control to Pass Upon the 
Questions of Awards to Exhibiters, the 
Exposition Catalogue, Opening Cere- 
monies, and the Appoiatment of Jani- 
tors of the Buildings at Jackson Park— 
Congress of Inventors During the Week 
Commencing Aug. 7, 1895. 

When the Board of Control meets next 
Tuesday it will finda big batch of World's 
Fair business calling for its attention. Four 
distinct subjects will have to be passed upon. 
They are the questions of awards to exhib- 
iters, the Exposition catalogue, opening. cer- 
emonies for next May, and some advice in re- 
gard to the appointment of janitors for the 
big buiidings at Jackson Park. 

Fixing up a working plan for the distribu- 


tion of awards will be the most important 


matter. Congress has made 4 large appropri- 
ation for furnishing bronze medals and di- 
plomas to exhibiters, but thus far no action 
has been taken relative to the appointment of 
juries or judges. This in itself is a big task, 
for it has been estimated that at least 600 
jurors will be necessary to perform the serv- 
ice. These jurors, too, must be selected from 
foreign countries as well as the United States. 
The Philadelphia Centennial management ap- 
pointed as many foreign judges as domestic. 
The foreigners were named by their re- 
spective World’s Fair Commissions, 

To get the home talent the Committee on 
Awards will be furnished with lists of all the 
intending exhibiters, together with their post- 
office address. This precaution will be taken 
to prevent an exhibiter being selected as a 
juror. There is a diversity of opinion among 
members of the committee asto how much 
the jurors should be paid and whether they 
should be few in number and be experts or 
larger in number and be formed into juries. 
The possibility of bribery is argued against 
the first plan and the item ofexpense will be a 
big one with the other. It cost the Centennial 
people $250,000 to get their jury work per- 
formed. The Awards committee will confer 
with the Board of Control and at once get to 
work. 

On how extensive a scale to conduct the 
opening ceremonies next May is ao entirely 
new matter to which no consideration has 
thus far been given. The Committee on 
Ceremonies, which should properly suggest a 
plan, or rather program, has not discussed 
the subject, but at its last meeting adjourned 
to meet the Board of Control next Tuesday. 
when something will be proposed. Talks with 
Commissioners and committeemen do not in- 
dicate, however, a desire to have an elaburate 
program, such as characterized Dedication 


By. 

The approval of the Board of Control is 
necessary before the concession fur printing 
the Exposition catalogue can be awarded. 
The Committee on Ways and Means has voted 
the concession, with this provision, to a Chi- 
cago printer. The necessity for approval is 
because the directors may desire to have ad- 
ditional information printed in connection 
with the description of exhibits, and charge 
extra for printing it. 

Members of the Transportation committee 
of the commission, including Chairman V. D. 
Groner of Virginia, Eueld Martin of Kansas, 
and M. H. Lane of Michigan, reached the city 
yesterday, and they, too, will confer with the 
board this week. 


CONGRESS OF INVENTORS. 


To Be Held During the Week Commencing 
Aug. 7, 1895, 

Inventors of all lands are promised an Inter- 
national Congress next year which will dis- 
cuss subjects of interest to them. President 
Bonney of the World's Congress Auxiliary has 
provided for the congress by appointing a 
special committee, of which Ephraim Banning 
is Chairman and Lester L. Bond is Vice- 
Chairman, to make the arrangements. Ben- 
jamin Butterworth sa member of the com- 
mittee, as is also P. C. Dyrenforth. This 
committee believes that there should be an 
International Patent law to protect inventors. 
Chairman. Banni gays: Ok late years 
much has been said through the press and in 
legislative councils and elsewhere about Inter- 
national Copyright law, but it will now 
be proper to consider whether in this respect 
inventors are not equally meritorious with 
authors and equally entitled to favorable con- 
sideration and protection. It is an appropriate 
question whether.an International Patent law 
protecting one form of intellectual property 
is not as necessary and applicable as an Iu- 
ternational Copyright law protecting another 
form.“ 

Other subjects for consideration will be 
trademarks, treaty regulations in regard to 
patents, and uniformity of patent laws. The 
Congress isto be held during the week com- 
mencing Aug. 7, 1893. It is to be composed of 
men high in official positions in charge of the 
patent and industrial interests or departments 
of their respective governments; also lawyers, 
leading inventors, and manufacturers from 
all parts of the world. 


WASHINGTON’S STATELY FLAGSTAFF. 


It Will Wave the Stars and Stripes 200 
Feet Above Ground. 

Not the least of the attractions at the 
World’s Fair is the flagstaff of the Washing- 
ton State Building. It is already on the 
grounds and will be put in its upright position 
soon. It is formed of a single tree, with only 
the: bark removed, The tree was origi 
nally nearly 250 feet in height, and 
was as straight as a rush from 
the ground to its topmost branches. 
It was, however, too tall to be carried across 
the continent and its top limb for nearly fifty 
feet was cut off and now lies discarded on the 
slopes of Mount Hood. Even then its remain- 
ing length was too great.

TO FIGHT NEW ORLEANS STRIKERS CASE. 


United States District-Attorney Presents 
the Arguments Against the Men. 

New Organs, La, Dec. 10.—[Special. ]— 
By order of Attorney-General Milier the case 
against the recent strikers will be fought td a 
finish, The injunction suit of the United 
States Government against the Amalgamated 
Council and the Presidents of the various la- 
bor organizations participating in the recent 
general strike was valled for trial yesterday in 
the United States Circuit Court before Judges 


| Pardee and Billmgsand taken up. Judge 


Pardee says there was no question, as he un- 
derstood it, so far as the existence of a general 
strike was concerned. That, the court under- 
stood, was admitted by the defendants. Affi- 
davits of acta of violence would be admitted. 
The question to be decided was as to the pur- 
poses of the organizations in interfering with 


commeree. 

Judge Billings said that no organizations 
could conspire or interfere with inter-State 
commerce under the law of Congress, no mat- 
ter what their grievances might be and even if 
they had been organized for a lawful pur- 
pose, they could not remedy their grievances by 
interfering with inter-State commerce, e 
question was whether they had interfered with 
that commerce. 

The District-Attorney then presented the 
case for the government. He argued fully on 
the act of Congress relating to combinations 
It mattered not 
whether the combination was lawful or not 
the consequences were the same. The affi- 
davits in the record showed that the railroad 
business had been injured and that the drays 
hauling goods to government warehouses had 
been stopped. By these means inter-State 
and international commerce had been inter- 
fered with. 

Counsel read the proclamation of the Mayor 
and Governors and interview articles in the 
newspapers to show that there had been a con- 
spiracy and that violence had been resorted 
to. Trades uaions were defined in the com- 
mon law as illegal. Previous to July 2, 1899, 
there was no law protecting inter-State com- 
merce. The manifestoes and notices sent out 
by the labor o:ganizations were quoted to 
show the state of their minds during the con- 
spiracy. It had been held that any combina- 
tion which deprives a man of his rights com- 
mita an offense against the law. It 
was classed as an indictable conspiracy’ 
Che action of the strikers in interfering with 
railroad employés was an especial and direct 
violation of law, because an act of Congress of 
1888 provided for a Board of Arbitration be- 
tween railroad employers and their employés 
to adjust the differences which might at any 
The combination still exists. 
There was only a cessation of hostilities. 

Further consideration of the case was t- 
poned until next Friday, when the counsel for 
the defendants will be heard.

“I read very carefully the article headed 
Plan to Save Ships’ in last Wednesday’s 
Taisonz,” said Gen. William Sooy Smith to 
a reporter yesterday, and since that time 
have given it an unusual amount of attention 
and reflection. In this articie an anonymous 
inventor, who I happea to know is Florence 
McCarthy, proposes in general terms to apply 
pneumatics to naval architecture, He proposes 
to save iron ships with water-tight compart- 


ments from sinking when accidents flood the | 


compartments with water, and to do this by 
sealing the compartments air-tight and filling 
them with compressed air.’’ 

And what do you think of it?” 

“Well, from the moment that I read the 
head lines of the article I saw and knew that 
the thing was simple, practicable, and of vast 
importance. Whether it is new or not I can- 
not say with certainty, though. so far as I 
know, it is entirely novel. Of course, the 
raising of sunken ships by pumping air into 
their holds has been practiced for a 
ong time. But that is a very differ- 
ent thing from expelling the water from a 
ruptured and flouded compartment by air 
pressure, and preventing the vessel from sink- 
ing; and it appears all the more wonderful 
that pneumatios should have been used so 
long in one case and overlooked in the other 
and infinitely more important case. 


New to Naval Architecture. 


The whole idea is new to me, and, I sup 
pose, new to naval architecture, though, you 
understand, I am neither a naval architect nor 
a patent attorney, and am not supposed to be 
informed of the state of the art. But I am 
somewhat at home in pneumatics.” 3 

Is there no difficulty about making the 
compartments of the ship air-tight?’ 

Well, with the exception of the doors, I 
should say that the compartments of an iron 
ship were air-tight enough already for the ap- 
plication of this device. A modern air-com-

iler, would produce the pressure required to 
exclude water in a very short time, and by 
continuing the operation the entire hold of the 
ship could be filled. Ttis would give ample 
opportunity to make repairs and enable aship 
to reach a port.

In that case the air would escape from 
that compartment as fast as it was pumped in, 
and would do uo good. But the pneumatic 
device would be of very great use even then, 
and might save the ship by its application to 
the adjoining compartments.

But how could the doors and connections 
of the compartments be made air-tight on 
short notice; and how could workmen be ad- 
mitted toa compartment to make repairs 
when it was full of compressed air!“

It does not actually appear that the 
end and aim of this set of swell millionaires 
in establishing the ‘Society of Colonial 
Wars is different from that of the Colonial 
Dames. According to ite aim, it has been in- 
stituted to perpetuate the name, memory, or 
deeds of those brave men who, in military, 
naval, or civil service, by their acts or counsel, 
ass in the establishment and continuance 
of the American colonies. Also to collect and 
secure for preservation the manuscripts, rolls, 
reco other documents relating to that 
period. 

The Society of Colonial Wars will not sit 
down at courts and listen to musty manu- 
scripts like the Colonial Dames, but proposes 
to celebrate, and thus honor its illustrious 
foretathers. One paragraph in the constitu- 
tion of the limited 150 circle reads as follows: 

Any male person abovethe age of 21 years of 
good d moral character and reputation shall be 
eligible to membership in the Society of Colonial 
Wars, who is descended from an ancestor who 
fought in battle with the Indians under colonial 
authority, or who served as a military, naval, 
or marine officer, soldier, sailor, or 
Privateer, or marched in the forces 
of the colonies, or under the 
banner of Great Britain in America in the wars in 
which the said colonies participated, or enrolled 
men from the land of the Pilgrims, Dec. 20, 
1620, to the battle of Lexington, April 19,.1775, 
provided the claim of eligibility is satistactorily 

ased upon the services of an ancestor who per- 
formed duty as above under colonial sanction or 
British enlistment in America, either in garrison, 
in the field, or on the sea, and descendants of 
such men who, by their conspicuous acts, coun- 
sel, or contribution in civil or legislative life, as- 
sisted in perpetuating the American colonies.

EFFEOT AND OAUSE OP ADVANOES IN 
MANHATTAN AND WESTERN UNION. 


Millions Added to the Values of the Prop- 
erties Since the Death of the Wizard— 
George Gould Not a Bull and How He 
Will Welcome New Blood in the Special. 
ties of His Father—To List Telegraph 
Stocks on the London Exchange—Indus- 
trials and the Advance and Outlook. 


New Lonx, Dec. 10.—[Special. }—The stock 


market closed this week with such a show of 
strength as has not been displayed in many a 
day. Nearly every conspicuous stock on the 
list has scored an advance. Such 
have been active are all at a higher price than 
they were a week ago. It has been in the 
Gould stocks, though, that most interest has 
centered. There has been the most Mtivity, 
and the most strength has been there too. 
Only a day or two ago, for instance, Western 
Union was weakly kicking around under $90 a 
share. It got up almost within sight of par 
before the Stock Exchange closed today. Mr. 
Jay Gould has not yet been buried a week and 
this stock shows meanwhile a gain of $18,000,- 
000 or more in market value. 

For years Wall street has been saying that 
Mr. Gould’s death would be a bull point on 
Mr. Gould's securities. But Wall street is 
organically flippant. The average stock 
broker cares more for saying something smart 
than soinething true. There has, therefore, 
never attached any worthy significance to such 
cynical suggestions as these about Mr. Gould’s 
demise related to stock market values. Mr. 
Gould’s will has shown ampiy and with the 
utmost candor how he regarded what other 
folks have imagined were his obligations to 
the public. He has let nothing go out of his 
own family. He did not waste money on 
charity while alive. His death signals no new 
departure. Certain stocks he ties up in trust, 
but the fastening is not of a cast-iron sort. 
Practically the control of all Gould interests 
is turned over to his eldest son. 

George Gould Not a Bull. 

George Gould is master not only of the 
millions which come to him directly but as 
well of the fortunes transferred to his broth- 
ers and sisters. George Gould has seen so 
much of the inside of corporate work that he 
is not counted as among the bull brethren. 
Printing presses run so easily sometimes and 
stock certificates can be turned out so rapidly 
that he is not to be blamed perhaps for ac- 
cepting the philosophy of the Wall street 
leaders who insist that stocks ought to be sold 
because that is just what they are printed for. 
Recognizing the fact that George Gould 
thinks more of currency than of acript 
and 1s fonder of a bank account 
than a tin box treasury, the street has not hes- 
itated to figure out that the young man is 
likely to diminish rather than increase stock 
market holdings. Indeed Wall street all this 
week has been figuring on prospective succes- 
sors of Gould influence and Gould power in 
half a dozen importaat corporations. 

Seeking Control of Gould Stocks. 

Leading the list in this sort of speculation 
are Manhattan Elevated and Western Union. 
It was pointed out two or three months ago 
that negotiations were under way looking to 
the turning over of the elevated railway system 
here to the Elkins-Widener syndicate, whose 
operations in Chicago have for some years 

ast been on 80 large a scale. William C. 
Whitney is in this deal, and some time before 
Mr. Gould’s death it was arranged that the 
Whitney-Elkins-Widener crowd should be 
given influential representation in the elevat- 
ed directory. 

There were official reasons why this state- 
ment was denied, but the denials did not, of 
course, have anything whatever to do with 
the facts. 

As soon as Mr. Gould’s death was an- 
nounced, however, some of the reasons for 
subterfuge appeared and evidence of the facts 
hitherto suppressed has come to the surface 
within the last few days. Incidentally, Man- 


hattan stock has jumped up ton points, repre- 


senting an increased market value of millions 

of doliars. Large transactions have not been 

necessary to produce this improvement. 
Morgan and Western Union. 

The most conspicuous general development 
has, however, been in Western Union. The 
street has been full of fairy stories about deals 
made or being made on the inside of this 
property since Mr. Gould’s death, One re- 
port has had it that the Astors have been buy- 
ing on a tremendous scale. Anothertale re- 
lates that the Vanderbilts are about to come 
into control, Still another chronicle has it 
that J. Pierpont Morgan has induced a for- 
eign syndicate to take enough stock to get 
duminance. From all official sources come 
the usual denials. One thing about 
which there is not much doubt is that 
whether the foreigners or the Vanderbilts or 
the Astors have gone in to get control, it is 
certain that the Gould coutingent is ready 
to welcome at least the advent of new capi- 
tal. Perhaps only coéperation will be per- 
mitted, the Goulds maintaining control. 

It is, though, undoubtedly sure that more of 
a welcome will be extended than Jay 
Gould himself was inclined to offer. Repre- 
rentatives in his corporations of other capital 
than his own were never given more than 
secant courtesy, though for easily understood 
reasons he was obliged to give seats in some 
of his companies to other important interests, 
But John Jacob Astor, Chauncey M. Depew, 
and the rest under such circumstances were 
never permitted to be more than amiable 
figureheads. 

To List the Stock in London. 


Touching Western Union the most import- 
ant thing is a = adopted to get the com- 
pany’s shares listed on the London Stock Ex- 
change. This scheme will now be successful. 
During Mr. Gould’s life-time it was tried sey- 
eral times, and every time wasturned down. 
Mr. Gould having introduced the investing 
foreigner to Erie, to Wabash, and such choice 
Wall street tidbits, succeeded in getting him- 
self disliked’ over Chappel court, and 
any suggestion from him in later 
ome had the habit of distressing the 

ondon mind fearfully. The ood 
financiers over there were afraid of him. They 
were not willing that any more of his securi- 
ties should be strung seductively under the 
noses of their public. His death will there- 
fore to this extent have direct bearmg on 
*Western Union’s future. Close approaching, 
as it does, the position of a monopoly, it 
ought not to be difficult to work up an active 
investment demand for the stuff on the other 
side. Anyhow. there are indications that the 
scheme is going to be tried, and it will be 
pushed forward under auspices which this 
time will be amply respectable. 

_ Of the important new developments of the 
week the convening of Congress and the un- 
covering of legislative plans at Washington 
have inspired speculative activity in two or 
three quarters. Enough has leaked out of the 
winter program at the capital to engourage 
the speculators in the industrial stocks into 
new confidence. The sugar trust crowd broke 
their promise early in the week of an extra 
dividend upon that stock, but as soon as the 
quotations slid off a little insiders showed a 
disposition to take all the stock that was 
offered, and the result is that the price is 
higher tonight than it has been for some 
time. 

The whisky trust contingent is also in high 
feather. They have lifted the price of spirits 
10 cents a gallon in less than ten days, with 
the effect of providing extra net earnings va- 
riously estimated by different insiders at from 
$1,000 to $3,000 a day. The controllers of the 
trust are to meet in New York Monday, and 
their friends are promised an increased divi- 
dend. The stock sold today at the highest 
price it ever touched. The widow and the 
orphan are not running whisky trust. 


New Reading Announcements. 


Announcements are likely to be made with. 
in a short time disclosing more clearly than 
hitherto the program of the millionaire capi- 
talists in the Reading deal. Accumulating in- 
dications indicate that the combine has not 
much further to fear in the way of interrup- 
tion from courts and legislative bodies. It is 
not much of a hazard to predict that the com- 
company will suffer no large inconvenience 
from the recent 25 investigation 
by the Congressional committee appointed to 
inquire into the morals of the coal deal.

THE POTTERY WORKERS OF EGYPT. 


What They Produce in Ceramics and Arti- 
cles de Luxe. 

Jewelers’ Chronicle: Some very interest- 
ing particulars respecting the home industries 
of Egypt are given in a recent report which 
the Austrian Consul at Cairo made to 
his government. The greater part of the 
goods manufactured find a sale prin- 
cipally among tourists and foreigners 
visiting the country. Spesking gen- 
erally, the Egyptian industries of today may 
be divided into three groups: The minor or 
% house industry, agriculture, and the fac- 
tory industry. Of the first group, one of the 
oldest is the ceramic industry, which is carried 
on m pottery works on the river sides in 
Cairo, Alexandria, and Rosetta. The chief ar- 
ticles of this class produced are the porous 
bottle-shaped vessels and bulging refrigera- 
tors known by the name of Alkaraza, as weil 
as filters known 4s Sir, the latterchiefly made 
at Keneh. The finer classes of goods, such as 
ornamental vases, lamps, and ornamental ar- 
ticles generally, come from Assiout and Up- 
per Egypt. 

Cairo is the chief center of the metal indus- 
try. Articles of gold and silver are manufact- 
ured in small quantities indeed and chiefly for 
the peasant population and tourists, They 
mostly consist of massive silver rings for dec- 
orating the arms and ankles, twisted bands, 
chains, and filigree work of fine gold and 
silver. There are several lapidaries in Cairo 
and Alexandria, chiefly engaged in cutting tur- 
quoises. 

The wood industry, besides employing a 
large number of joiners engaged iu producing 
ordinary European furniture, includes also 
some establishments in Cairo and Alexandria, 
where art furniture in the Arabian style is 
turned out. This mainly consists in wall 
screens, presses, chairs, fauteuils, small 
tables, so-called Koran stands, mirror and 

icture frames, pier tables, etc., generally in- 
aid with mother-of-peari, bone, or metal. 
The principal purchasers of these articles, 
too, are foreigners, either settled in or jour- 
neying through the country. Assiout does an 
export crade in articles of ebony of finer 
workmanship inlaid with ivory.

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'* ° WATER ORDINANCE. 


While It Provides for a Department of 
Water, Headed by a Commissioner, 
Some Changes Have Been Suggested— 
Extension of Water Mains and Tunnels 
to Remain Under the Control of the De- 
partment of Public Works—It Will Go 
Before the Council Tonight. 
Corporation Counsel Miller finished the 
ordinance for the reorganization of the Water 
Department on an independent basis yester- 
aay, and handed it to Ald. Madden, at whose 
instance it was draftea. It hardly follows out 
the idea of Ald. Madden’s order. The Mayor 


interposed some suggestions and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works insisted that the exten- 


Sion of water mains and tunnels should be 


done under the superintendence of his de- 
partment. The Corporation Counsel acted on 
the suggestion of Mr. Aldrich. It is probable 
that this part of the ordinance, however, will be 
amended. The Commissioner also sought to 
control the placing and regulation of meters. 
but be was not permitted to have his way in 
this respect. The ordinance, which will be 
introduced in the Council tomorrow evening, 
is as follows: 5 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City 

of Chicago: 

Sec. 1. There is hereby established an Execu- 
tive Department of the Municipal Government of 
the City of Chicago which shall be known as the 
Department of Water, and which shall have the 
control and administration of the assessment and 

tion of all water rates or assessments, and 
of the placing, use, repair and removal of meters 


for registering the consumption of water and of 


the matters thereto properly appertaining, and 
which shall be composed of a Commissioner of 
Water, a chief clerk, a bookkeeper, and such 
number of clerks, inspectors, rate-takers and 
other assistants and employés as the City Council 
may, by ordinance, prescribe and establish. 


Commissioner of Water Created. 


Sec. 1 There is hereby created the office of 
Commiesioner of Water, who shall be appointed 
by the Mayor, by and with the advice of the City 
Council, biennially on the first Mondsyin May, 
or as soon thereafter as may be, commencing with 
the year 1893, and who shall hoid his oftice for the 
term of two years, or until his successor shall be 
a inted and qualified; except that the first ap- 
pointment under this ordinance shall be on the 
first Monday of January, A. D. 1893, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, and the person so appointed 
shall hold bis office until the first agers of May, 
A. D. 1393, or until his successor sh be ap- 
pointed and qualified. — 

Sec. 3. Said Commissioner, before entering on 
the duties of his office, shall execute a bond to 
the City of Chicago in the sum of —— thousand 
dollars, with such sureties as thie City Council 
shail approve, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office. * 

Sec. 4. He sball, subject to such supervision of 
the City Controller as is hereinafter provided for. 
have the management and control of all matters 
and things pertaining to the department of 
water, and the appointment, with the consent of 
the Mayor, of the subordinate officers and assist- 
ante named in the first section of this chapter, 
and may remove them at his pleasure. And all 
subordinate officers, assistants, clerks, and em- 
ployés in said department shall be subject to 
such rules and regulations as shall be prescribed 
from time totime by said Commissioner. Said 
Commissioner shall not, however, appoint more 
clerks, assistants, or employés than are provided 
for and prescribed by the appropriation ordinance 
for the current year for which the appointments 
are made, or by other ordinance passed and in 
forea prior to such appointment by him. And 
said Commissioner and the clerks, assistants, and 
employés in said department shall receive such 
8 and compensation respectively as may be 
provided and prescribed by the appropriation or- 
dinance for the year or by other ordinance of the 
City Council. 2 : 

Sec. 5. Said Commissioner shall require good 
and sufficient bonds to be given by all subordinate 
officers and employes in said department, who 
shall receive, or have the care, custody, or hand- 
ling of any moneys belonging to the City of Chi- 
cago. which said ds shall be approved by the

GEN, STEVENSON AND HIS AX. 


How He Made the Chips Fly in the Post- 
office Department. 

New York Advertiser: Sixty thousand 
cross-roads Postmasters throughout the United 
States are feeling today like the turkey on 
Thanksgiving Eve. A change in the Federal 
administration being imminent, the quadren- 
nial question as to what will be done with the 
small postoffices is again agitating the heads 
of their incumbents. 

On March 5, the day after inauguration, 
the business of the new administration will 
begin, and the multitude will assemble and 
lay siege to the Postoffice Department. All 
the applications and papers relating to a post- 
office are bundled together and inclosed in a 
wrapper which bears the name of the present 
incumbent, salary of the office, and a blank 
line for the name of the candidate. Below 
this is the magic word “ appoint,” followed 
by a space for the signature of the appointing 
power. There is also a margin for insertion 
of the name of the member of Congress in 
whose district the office is situated. 

The appointment office in the department 
has control of some 60,000 small offices, the 
other 3,000 and odd being attended to by the 
President and Senate. The man signing this 
vast number of appointments must have spe- 
cial fitness for the work—he should be a good 
Democrat and arapid penman. Other good 
qualities are superfluous. Even at the rate of 
300 or 400 daily it takes alorg time to sign 
60,000 appointments. 

Gen. Stevenson’s quick mind, or his repug- 
nance to unnecessary labor, suggested the 
idea of signing initials only, and thus he 
worked with great rapidity. During his first 
week in office he signed his name in full, in a 
beautiful flowing hand, and the papers would 
return to the files as neat as a lawyet’s 
brief. By little and little his writing became 
more hasty, until it began to resemble Napo- 
leon’s siguature as he inscribed it in the 
autograph albums handed to him at St. 
Helena. Next the great remover fell to cut- 
ting it so short as to treat his own surname 
with marked contempt, finally dropping all 
but the “A. E. S.“ At the next stage he 
discarded the periods between the capitals, 
and on the historic day when his record of 
250 removals was made the signature AES 
closely resembled the schoolboy’s star ich 
he makes without taking his pen from the 


paper. 
THE TRIALS OF A JUVENILE EDITOR. 


Grave Difficulties in Announcing the Death 
of Lafayette. 

In the December Atlantic the Rev. Edward 
Everett Hale thus speaks of some experiences 
as a boy editor: 

Of course, with type as much as we wanted, 
and all the other facilities for home printing, 
we printed our own newspapers. I do not 
think that at our house we did it so much as 
boys would to whom the making up of a news- 
paper was not a matter of daily observation, 
involving a good deal of errand-runnmg and 
other work which was anything but play. 

But we older boys had the Fly, which was 
our newspaper, and my brother Charles, not 
long after, started the Coon in the midst of 
the Harrison campaign, which survived for a 
good many years. 

I believe that the last issue of the Fly is 
that which records the death of Lafayette in 
1836, We had not type enough then to print 
more than one page ata time. Three pages 
of the Fly had been printed and the fourth 
was still to be set up when the news of Lafa- 
yette’s death arrived. 

This was too good a paragraph to be lost, 
and we knew we could anticipate every other 
paper in Boston by inserting it. But, un- 
fortunately, the n’s had given out. . 

We had turned upside down all the u’s we 
had, and they also had givenout. Also—still 
more unfortunately for printers in this diffi- 
culty—Lafayette had chosen to die of an 
influenza, which disease was at that mo- 
ment asserting itself under that name in 
France. : 

It had not yet been called “la grippe,” which 
would have saved us. We succeeded in an- 
nouncing the death of the good, generous, 
noble Lafayette, although “‘ generous ”’ need- 
ed one n and one u, and noble took one of 
the last n’s. 

The paragraph went on to say that “the 
death was caused by, and the Yast u was de- 
voured by caused. Then came the word 
influenza.“ The boldest held his breath 
for a time. But we were obliged ignomini- 
ously to go to press with the statement that 
his death was caused by a cold.“ This was 
safe and required no n and no u. 

Alas! in the making-up of the form the 
precious n of the word noble fell out; and 
any library which contains a file of the Fly 
will show that its last statement to the world 
is that the good, generous, oble Lafayette 
has died; his death being caused by a cold.“ 
Such are the exigencies of boy printers in all 

times.

TEMZOF LETTER DELIVERY. 


First Electric Postal Service in the World 
for City Use—Maj. Harlow Designs the 
Novel Car and the President of the Sub- 
urban Railway Builds and Mans It— 
Full Details of the Plan and of Its Op- 
eration—Great Saving in Time Accom- 
plished. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec, 10.—[Special.]—A 
street railway car fully equipped for collect- 
ing, sorting, postmarking, and distributing 
mail matter en route, the first of its kind in 
the world, was put into operation in this city 
Wednesday last. Occasional references have 
been made in the press to Postmaster Har- 
low’s plans for such a service, and it has even 
been said that it was already in operation; 
but the fact is that only irregular trips had 
beerr made up to last Wednesday, and the 
scheme was put into actual operation s0 qui- 
etly that it had been doing its work four days 
before the local press found it out. 

Maj. Harlow has been in the service of the 
Postoffice Department for twenty-seven years. 
During the greater part of this time he has 
been in the railway mail service. He, in fact, 
assisted materialiy in inaugurating and devel- 
oping that service, and it was his familiarity 
with it which led him to think of applying 
similar methods within the limits of the larger 
cities. The public asked why it took longer 
for a letter to go from the West End to the 
North End in St. Louis or Chichgo than from 
St. Louis to Ghicago, or from Chicago to 
Omaha. With the best possible use of the 
facilities with which he was supplied, no 
Postmaster injjany of the large cities 
has been able to prevent his patrons from 
asking these embarrassing questions. 

Under the prevailing system all the postal 
business of the city practically focalizes at and 
radiates from the main postoffice. Every- 
thing has to go to the central office on its way 
from sender to receiver. Here tha collections 
are brought, here the distributing is done, and 
from here nearly every individual carrier 
starts out to make his deliveries, Mail wag- 
ons, of course, save some time in the collec- 
tions of mail, but at best a great deal of time 
is lost in the transit. 

Maj. Harlow saw the n ity not only of 
increasing the speed with which the mails are 
transported in the city, but of staying with 
them, postmarking and sorting them while in 
transit. He has been for a year or more past 
endeavoring to work out the details of a plan 
which would accomplish these ends. Under 
the bob-tail car and mule dynasty such a 
service was out of the question, for the street 
railway companies in the centers of popula- 
tion had more than they could do properly in 
handling their ordinary passenger business, 
using the largest cars that two horses or mules 
could draw, and then moving so slowly that 
the man who was in a hurry had to walk. But 
the introduction of electricity has changed all 
this. It has given the roads both power and 
speed. It has been an important element in 
helping Maj. Harlow to solve the perplexing 
problem he undertook, and it is pretty safe to 
say that within a few years every street rail- 
road in the large cities of the United States 
will be looking after mail carrying contracts. 


By Private Capital. 


Old Uncle Sam was too economical or too 
conservative to give any considerable encour- 
agement in a financial way to Maj. Harlow’s 
scheme, but the President of the St. Louis and 
Suburban railway, a line extending into the 
northwestern suburbs of the city, didn’t have 
to reflect long upon it before he saw a feature 
in it that interested him. One of the objec- 
tions to suburban residences is the poorer 
mail service afforded there. President Turner 
of the Suburban road saw, no doubt, that bet- 
ter mail service would have a tendency to at- 
tract tus population to the vicinity of his road; 
or, to put it in a way not implying selfishness 
on his part, he beiieves that the railroad that 
makes two mail-carrier deliveries where there 
was only one before, is a benefactor of the 
same sort as the man who doubles the supply 
of pasture. 

Mr. Turner didn’t say a word about this 
feature of the proposed street railway service; 
but he generously fitted up a car after plans 
suggested by Maj. Harlow, put an electric 
motor under it, anda trolley reaching up to 
the St. Louis and Suburban wire on top, a 
motorman at one end and a conductor at the 
other, and turned the completed-outfit over to 
the Postmaster. This happened some four or 
five weeks ago. 

In its general construction, “ United States 
Street Railway Mail Car No. 1,“ as it is 
labeied on the side, resembles a common bag- 
gage car, having a door on each side as well as 
ateachend. The motorman stands on the 
front platform, the conductor on the rear one. 
Within the car, when in operation, are two 
postal clerks, one to receive, distribute, and 
deliver mail matter, the other to postmark 
letters as they are received and arrange tnem 
for distribution. In the front end at one side 
is a rack with hooks, on which to hang 
pouches; on the opposite side is a table on 
which the man with the stamp works, and 
near it is acase of pigeon holes, while the 
space in the rear end of the car is reserved for 
out-of-town mail which is to be sorted at the 
postoffice. 

There are three regular substations along 
the line of the road where all kinds of post- 
office business may be done, but besides these 
Maj. Harlow has provided for seven or eight 
points of rendezvous for carriers. The car 
leaves the rear door of the postoffice at 6:25 
a. m. for its first trip and arrives at Cabanne, 
a distance of five miles, at 7 o’clock; it runs 
on schedule time and is met at the ten or 
eleven stations or rallying points by the car- 
riers assigned to the routes in the adjacent dis- 
tricts. These carriers have already made col- 
lections from their routes. The mail collected 
by them is quickly handed to the men in the 
car and the pouches containing matter for 
them to deliver are thrown off. 


Work on the Car. 


As the car whizzes along toward the next 
stopping place, the letters just received are 
postmarked, those to go outside the city be- 
ing separated from those for the city distribu- 
tion. Letters addressed to points covered by 
the carriers contiguous to the postal-car route 
are placed in their appropriate pigeon-holes, 
and when the rallying point of carriers to whose 
routes they belong is reached, they are de- 
livered to those carriers at once without hav- 
ing been carried to the postoffice. 

n such instances a great saving of time is 
effected. In one instance at least a letter has 
already been delivered within twenty-five 
minutes after it was dropped iu a box. 

Returning the car leaves Cabanne at 9 
o’clock. Meanwhile the carriers along the 
line have distributed the mail received froin 
the car and made collections over their routes. 
The mail collected is placed abvard the car 
and at 9:33 is at the postoffice. At 9:50 the 
car starts again for another trip. At present 
only three trips a day are made, but it is pro- 

to increase the numberto four at an 
early date. 

So far Maj. Harlow’s experiment is pro- 
nounced entirely successful, but this experi- 
ment embraces only a fraction of his entire 
scheme. His plan includes a similar service 
over several other street-car lines and the 
transference of mail matter from one line to 
another at intersecting points. As he ex- 
presses it, his proposed street railway service

The Inclinations of the People Are More 
European than Native. 

Eurasia has no boundaries. It lies, a vary- 
ing social fact, all over India, thick in the 
great cities, thickest 1n Calcutta, where the 
conditions of climate and bread-winning are 
most suitable; where, moreover, Eurasian 
charities are most numerous, Wherever Eu- 
ropeans have come and gone these people 
have sprung up in weedy testimony of them— 
these people who do not go, who have received 
somewhat in the feeble inheritance of their 
blood that makes it possible for them to live 
and die in India, says Sara Duncan in Popu- 
lar Science. 

Nothing will ever exterminate Eurasia; it 


ously propagative within its own borders, 
There 1s no remote chance of its ever being 
reabsorbed by either of its original elements; 
the prejudices of both Europeans and natives 
far too vigorous to permit of 
intermarriage with a jat of peo- 
ple who are neither one nor tne 
other.

OUccasion- 
ally, too, ayoung shopman with the red of 
Scotiand fresh on his cheeks is carried off by 
his landlady’s daughter, while Tommy Atkins 
falls a comparatively easy prey. 

The sight of a native with a half-caste wife 
is much rarer, for there Eurasian as well as 
native antipathy comes into operation. The 
whole conscious inclination of Eurasian life, 
in habits, tastes, religion, and most ofall iu 
ambition, is toward the European and away 
from the native standards.

The great improvement made in the manu- 
facture of fire covers used in protecting 
from water during a fire by the insurance patrol 
since its beginning is not generally known even 
among underwriters. These covers are huge oil- 
skin cloths, varying from sizes 15 by 19 feet to 
sizes 20 by 20 feet. When the insurance patrol 
was in its infancy these cloths were very heavy 
and clumsy. 4 — being stiff and easil 
cracked by exposure to frost or heat they we 
excessively heavy and four men were required to 
spread one. At present the covers are made from 
a strong, light cloth, a kind of canvas made spe- 
cially for the purpose. This is covered with sev- 
eral coats of an oily mixture that contains ingre- 
dients which are a secret to the department. 
This coating not only makes the clotbs water- 
proof but also makes them difficult to burn. 
Then they are so light that one man alone can 
spread them, though two are generally employed 
todoso. The covers are made by the factory of 
the insurance patrol itself. The insurance patrols 
of Milwaukee, Kansas City, Memphis, and other 
places are supplied by the Chicagu department.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


Reached No Basis of Operation. 


DETROIT, MICH., Dec. 10.—Lake underwriters, 
vessel-owners, and shipbuilders, in session here for 
three days on the inapection and classification of 
steel steamers, adjourned their meeting today with- 
out having reached any basis of agreement. A com- 
mittee of three, comprising Messrs. Vance of Mil 
waukee. Stone of Detroit, and Sandrock of Buffalo, 
was appointed to evolve some plan which would be 
acceptable to all the interests concerned All the 
shipyards around the lakes building steel boats 
were represented at the conference either by the at- 
tendance of some official or by proxy, except the 
Globe iron works of Cleveland. President H. D. Cof- 
finberry of the Cleveland Shipbuilding company, 
which built the lost steamers Western Reserve and 
W. H. Glicher, was here in person. as were John 
Craig of Toledo, Frank E. Kirby of Detroit, and 
F. W. Wheeler of Bay City. These shipbuilders tried 
to unite on uniform specifications for steel steamers 
but were unable to agree. The vessel-owning in- 
terest was sparsely represented, M.A. Bradley. Pres- 
ident of the Lake Carriers’ Association, was asked 
to send a committee. but decided he had no power to 
do sa. Capt. Harriman of the Bureau of Veritas and 
Mr. Stratton of the American Shipmasters’ Associa- 
tion were both here seeking to have their peculiar 
syatems of ocean inspection adopted on the lakes, 
but they made little headway. The Underwriters’ 
committee will meet at an early date, ana it is be- 
lieved that some plan can be formuiated which will 
be generally acceptable, The question of the Lake 
Oarriers’ Association taking part in the new scheme 
of vessel inspection will come before the annual 
meeting of that association in January.

First Appearance of Mrs. D. G. Rossetti. 


The girl whom Rossetti married was a 
model, who was discovered in tne followmg 
way: 

Have I yet mentioned Walter Deverell’s picture 
from “Twelfth Night’? This handsome boy, 
with the embryo picture in his mind. was with 
his mother one day; she was buying a bonnet in 
Cranbourne alley. 1 believe, when Walter’s dark 
eyes espied in the twilight of the back shop a 
lovely face, with lovely hair—regular small feat- 
ures, with a massive surrounding of auburn, the 
very hair for Viola. He whispered to his 
mother that his future was made if he 
could get this fair damsel to sit, and by the 
maternal intervention he accomplishéd his ob- 
ject. This was the first appearance of Miss E. E. 
Siddal in the artistic world, and was all-im- 
portant to Rossetti. He was at that time creat- 
ing his most r works as a painter —small 
water- color pictures of lovely Arthurian senti- 
ment and invention, done entirely without nature 
and a good deal in the spirit of illuminated MSS., 
with very indifferent drawing and perspective no- 
where. Now he would paint beauty only; women 
and flowers were the only things in this world 
worth imitating. A year or two after, in mid- 
summer, the time when I always visited London, 
Howitt having returned from Australia. and 
being with Mary Howitt and Anna Mary, 
their daughter, in Normandy, 1 found D. G. fl. 
was to be seen in his charming cottage on the 
Hampstead road, called the Hermitage. In the 
garden of this cottage was a painting room or 
study, covered with ivy, approached by outside 
wooden steps. I walked up to see him in the cool 
of the evening; the servant directed me up these 
steps, and I found myself, in the romantic dusk 
of the 9 face to face with Rossetti and 
a lady whom I did not recognize, and could scarce- 
ly see. He did not introduce her; she rose to go.

by Ruskin's assistance she went to Mentone. 
Rossetti’s Marriage and Its Sequel. 


One day, withoutetelling anybody, Rossetti 
married Miss Siddal: 


The auguries of happiness from his marriage, 
entertained by some of RKussetti’s friends, were 
frightfully dispelled. For myseif, knowing Ga- 
briel better than his brother did, though from 
the outside, I knew marri was not a tie he had 
become able to bear. His former bachelor habit 
of working till 9 p. m., then rushing out to dine at 
a restaurant, was continued, Mrs. Siddal- 
Rossetti. little accustomed to the cares 
and habits of domestic life, willingly con- 
forming. She had become a genius in art, 
imitating her husband’s inventions in water- 
colors in a way I clearly saw to be damaging to 
the uliarities of his own works, though her 
uneducated performances were at once praised by 
him immoderately. After her death we heard 
nothing from Gabriel, or from any of the family, 
till he wanted me to be again his banker to en- 
able him to leave Chatham place, where he had 
not slept since the sad event. He then, after a 
temporary abode iu Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields, took the 
Chelsea house, No. 16 Cheyre walk, where he re- 
mained, and began a professional success which 
increased through all the rest of his career. 
To return to the great trial of his life. 
In ignorahce of the main circumstances, and in 
obedience to a desire to comfort him, on receipt 
of his letter about lea Biackfriars I ventured 
to tell him I never thought him fitted for a Bene- 
dick; buteven to this he replied nothing, though 
long after. his tal prostration had subsided

He had a marquee erected in the garden in 
which he entertained in the evenings, and at the 
same time constructed inclosures and cages for 
animals and birds. But, on the other re he 
began to call up the spirit of his wife by table- 
turning. Curious to present at this serious 
divertissement, and not without hope of unde- 
ceiving him in this matter of spiritualism, I went 
one evening by appointment. refused to make 
one at the table unless I saw the medium’s feet 
all the time as well as those at thetable. This 
being indignantly objected to by him (not by her 2 
the séance was broken up. I never went back, 
objecting to see him believing so implicitly in a 
creature so abject, 

Returns to Poetry. 

Rossetti, after his wife’s death, had given 
up poetry for seven years. Butona visit to 
Penki'l Castle, the Scotch residence of Scott's 
friend, Miss Boyd (A. B.), the love of the 
muse returned to him: : 

His talk continually turned upon his chance of 
blindness and the question. Why, then, should he 
live? Live for your age af said I. Strangely 
enough, this seemed never to have occnrred to him 
as a possible interest or resource. Live for your 
poetry, was echoed by the ladies. We determined 
to follow up the suggestion, little as we believed 
in the seriousness of his monomania about blind- 
ness. One day when Miss Boyd was with us for a 
walk up Penkill Hill we persuaded him 
to recall such of his poems as 
he could recollect, and he repeated 
“The Song of the Bower,“ perhaps the most 
perfect of all his early verses in harmony between 
sound and sense, cadence and sentiment. I un- 
derstood because I knew the history of the pagan 
poem; A. B. did not, having neither heard nor 
read any of bis verses, except such as were pub- 
lished in the Germ, or in the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Magazine, She could scarcely speak, so 
moved she was, and I confess that 1 was almost 
for the first time conscious of the full value of his 
faculty. Lifted to a rhetorical moment, I said 
much, affirming that the value of his painti 
lay in their poetry, that he was a poet by birth- 
right, not a painter. After this I found there was 
established in his mind a new prevaili idea, 
able to contend with the monomania, and when 
we left for London at the end of September he 
had begun to write out many of his lost poems, 
his memory being so good. any loose poems he 
also had by bim in manuscript, and by and by he 
began to send them to the printer. 


A Terrible Moment. 


Rossetti returned to Penkill next summer, 
when some singular incidents occurred. Mr. 
Scott writes: 

Neither A. B. nor I saw or heard anything of 
chloral, We have therefore come to the conclu- 
sion that no such habit as that which wus so in- 
jurious to him after his severe and too real ill- 
ness had then been contracted. Miss Boyd some- 
times drove us. about the country, instead of 
leaving us to take those long walks 
found so trying in the previous year. One 
day she took us to the Lady’s Glen, a romantic 
ravine in which the stream falls into a black pool, 
round which the surrounding vertical rocks have 
been worn by thousands of years of rotating flood 
into a circular basin, called, as many such have 
been designated, the Devil's Punch-Bowl. We all 
descended to the overhanging margin of the su- 
per-incumbent rock; but never shall I forget the 
expression of Gabriel’s face when he bent over 
the precipice peering into the anfathomed water 
dark as ink, in which sundry waifs flew round 
and round like lost souls in hell. In no 
natural spectacle had I ever known him 
to take any visible interest; the expres- 
sion on his pale face did not indicate 
such interest; it is said, as both Miss Boyd 
and I at the same moment interpreted it. One 
step forward and I am free!’ But his daily task 
had not given him courage; the chance so sud- 
denly and unexpectedly brought within bis grasp 
paralyzed him. I advanced to him, trembling, I 
confess, for i could not speak. I could not have 
saved him. We were standing on a surface sli 
pery as glass by che wet green lichen. Suddenly 
he turned round and put his band in mine—an ac- 
tion which showed he was losing self-command 
and that fear was mastering him. When we were 
safely away we all sat down together without a 
word, bat with faces too conscious of each other’s 
thoughts. So for that time we escaped. and after 
all I did continue to be his keeper or at least bis 
companion. 

Spirit or Hallucination ? 


They encountered no such danger again, 
but the next day occurred an adventure more 
extraordinary, Mr. Scott says, than he ever 
heard of in connection with a man writing 
his best poetry, painting his best pictures, and 
exercising a daily shrewdness of business hab- 
its, the wonder and admiration of all who 
were in any way connected with him: 

The circumstance [ am now to relate, indicat- 
ing the subversion of reason itself, it appears to 
me highly desirable to place on record. It is a 
problem for doctors and ychologists alike. 
Mounting the ascending road towards Barr. we 
observed a small bird, a chaflinch, exactly in our 
path. We advanced; it did not fly, but remained 
quite still, continuing so till he stooped down and 
lifted it. He held it in his hand; it manifested 
no alarm. hat is the meaning of this?’ I 
hearJ him say to himself, and I observed his 
hand was shaking with emotion. 1 
I said, put the prett creature down 
again. It is strange. certainly; it must be very 
young, porhaps a tame one esca from a cage.“ 
„ Nonsense !"’ was his reply, still speaking sotto 
voce, you are always against me, Scott. I can 
tell you what it is; it is my wife: the spirit of my 
wife; the soul of her has taken this shape; some- 
thing is going to happen to me.“ To this I had 
nuthing to reply. but when we reached home in 
silence, by a chance wich often takes place in 
life, incidents of similar kinds falling together, 
Miss Boyd hailed us with the news that 
the household had had a surprise—the 
house bell, which takes a strong pull 
to ring it, had been 
nobody! Rossetti inquired when this had taken 


place, and finding it must have been just about, 


the time when we met the bird, he turned his 
curiously ferocious look upon me, asking what I 
thought now—a question as rplexing as the 
conviction under which he labored! But I ob- 
served he did not relate the story of the bird to 
Miss Boyd with the same confidence he had 
shown at first, and when he saw she was alto- 
gether averse to entertain it, he shut up at once. 
Nothing more was said at the time; but we have 
thought of it often since, trying in vain to under- 
stand him. 

His whole nature, says Mr. Scott else- 
where, ‘‘ destined him“ to have a tragic, not a 
comic or placid background to his journey in 
this world. This and his profound love of 
atid actual faith in the marvelous made him 
not only the dearest of friends before bad 
health overtook him, but the most interesting 
of men. 

“The Stream’s Secret.” 


He had brought a mass of “ proofs” to 
Penkill and nearly every day brought him 
more. Besides, he was writing better than in 
the early days: 

Both Eden Bower and Troy Town” were 
elaborated now. Almost every day he would 
seclude himself in the glen. Here I used to 
find him face to the wall, lying in a shallow 
cave that went by the name of a seventeenth 
century Covenanter, Bennan’s Cave, working out 
with much elaboration and little inspiration The 
Stream’s Secret. After it was done he did not 
know what to call this poem till reading over my 
series of sonnets called The Old Scotch House,” 
and finding one called The Stream’s Secret.“ he 
simply appropriated that name for his own per- 
formance. Nothing would restrain him: “no 
name in the world would suit me but that—it ex- 
presses what I want!“ No doubt it did, but it 
also expressed what I wanted tosay in my son- 
net, which ended the octave with the words 
passing away,“ and the sestet with the truth 
„but never past away.“ A deadly quarrel 
could not bear, so here, as always, he had his 
way. 

The Supernataral Again. 


Another instance of the gincanny in connec- 
tion with Rossett: remains to be related: 

I have so repeatedly expressed my. unbelief in 
all the vulgar or popular forms of supernatural- 
ism (says Mr. Scott) that I feel a little hesitation 
in recording a circumstance resembling that clase 
of things which began the very evening after his 
departure. I could now get a little peace to re- 
vise my. Darer Journal, and my German 
friend, Mr. Reid, who had given me 
an hour, staid to dinner. Rossetti's habit, 
when composing or even correcting the 
press, was to retire after dinner to the room 
above, Sthe drawing-room of the old house, to 
read aloud to himself when by himself. This he 
did in a v ‘ice so loud that we in the dining-room 
beneath could almost hear his words, Well, as 
we were —— after dinnor, when he must have 
deen approaching London in the train, what 
could it be we heard? The usual voice reading to 
itself in the usual place over our heads! 1 
looked at 4. B.; she was listening intently till 
she could bear it no longer, and left the room. 
Our learned priest tound me, I fancy, to be rather 
distrait, so he rose saying it was about his 
time, and, besides, he continued, 1 hear 
Miss Boyd has some friend in the 
drawing-room, so I won't go up. Give her my 
good-bye and respects.” I joined her at once, but 
of course we heard nothing inthe room itself, 
Such isthe circumstance asittook piace. Mr, 
Reid, who knew nothing of the babit of D. G. R., 
hearing the voice as well as we did, a'though it 
sounded to him like talking rather than reading, 
was a sure evidence we were not deceiving our- 
selves. Next night it was the same, and so it 
went on till I left. When we tried to approach it 
was not audible, or when the doors of the draw- 
ing-room and its small ante-room communicating 
with the staircase were left open we cowid make 
nothing of it. It N tapered off when 
Miss Boyd was by herself; by and by the 
whole establishment was bolted and barred for 
the winter. Next season it had entirely ceased,

He had felt that such would be the effect of 
severe strictures and feared them, else why the 
reluctance to publish, the desire to issue, his pri- 
vately printed volume, when we had prevailed 
upon him to take up poetry again. and why the 
disagreeable expenditure of energy in work 
the oracle, to furnish all the ordinary channels o 
criticism with articles ready made under his own 
e? The question is exa similar to that of 
the habit and effect of the.chloral he took, I

Meantime, however, he was in excellent 
spints, and an almost daily correspondence 
began to pass between Scott andhim. He 
was staying then at a lovely ancient manor- 
house which William Morris and he had dis- 
covered and rented between them. He writes 


to Scott: 

Janey (Mrs. W. Morris) has been taking five 
and six mile waiks without the least difficulty, 
and her children are the most darling little self- 
amusing machines that ever existed. The nearest 
town to this is Lechlade, some three miles off, a 
beautiful old place and not a station. We have 
fallen back on Shakspeare here as at Penkill in 
the evenings, and are “doing” him religiously, 
sometimes indoors and sometimes out. A pretty 
fair supply of books has been got into the place, 
and the children, who are indefatigable readers, 
read about a volume of the averly novels 
a day. Littl May, the youngest, seems 
lovelier every day.

‘After readmg this review 
Rossetti was taken dangerously ill, and, Mr. 
Scott says, never fuily recovered his mental 
balance. The following is a sad and striking 

incident: 

One day I had some friends to dinner; ten used 
to be my number, two or three times in the sea- 
son before leaving town. On this particular day 
one of the friends was D. R.; we were loitering 
about the drawing-room waiting for the latest 
man, who was Gabriel himself. At last we heard 
a tremendous peal at the bell, and knocking, 
a great noise ascended the stair, and he 
burst in upon us, shouting out the name 
of Robert Buchanan, who, it appeared, he 
had discovered to be the writer of the article 
in the Contemporary Review which was 80 dis- 
tract ing him. He was too excited to observe or 
to care who were present, and all the evening he 
continued unable to contain himself, or to avoid 
shouting out the name of his enemy. I was glad 
when the sitting came to an end, and one after 
another left with a private word of inquiry re- 

ardi Rossetti. From this time he occupied 
1imself in composing a loug reply, which he rea 
over a hundred times, till the lives of his friend 
became too heavy to bear. But ina very few 
weeks the crisis came. 


Turning Against His Friends. 


He was taken to the country, and after sev- 
eral delirious weeks, hovering between life 
and death, he recovered, and began to pull to- 
gother with his usual elasticity. But he had 
begun to doubt and suspect his friends, and 
to believe everyone was in league against 
him. Here isa painful illustration of this 
tragic change: 

On April 19, 1874, J received these words by post: 
My dear Scotus—I am likely to be needing £200 
in a few days, and happen unluckily at this mo- 
ment to be run rather dry. Could you manage to 
lend it me, and, if so, to oblige me with a checque 
at once? Know his affairs to be prosperous 
at the time I — not view this request with 
composure. He was living quietly at Kelmscott, 
but I came to the conclusion that it was my duty as 
his friend to keep his mind easy. Accordingly by 
next post the cheque was dispatched. By next 
again it came back to me in a note, saying he had 
just received some money, and he returned my 
cheque no less thankfully than if he had needed 
it.” He had by that time lost nearly every old 
friend save myself; did he now suspect that | was 
among his enemies, and had he done this to try 
me? I fear this semi-insane motive was the true 
one. 

A very short time after he suddenly left Kelm- 
scott altogether, having got into a foundationless 
quarrel with some anglers by the river unnecessary 
to describe. He sent for me. I found him quiet 
and taciturn; he only said the change would do 
him good. From that time till now that I write 
this he has lived within the house, never goin 
even into the street, never seeing any one. Hol- 
man Hunt, Woolner, and other artists had left 
him long ago, now Swinburne and Morris were 
not to be seen.there. Even Dr. Hake deserted 
him, feeling aggrieved by his patient and long- 
suffering son George heaving been driven away 
after several years’ sacrifice. The old doctor would 
see him no more. Before his worst attack, a few 
days before Hake took him out to his house at 
Roehampton, Browning had sent him “ Fifine at 
the Fair, which obscure performance greatly ag- 
gravated Rossetti’s state ot mind; he believed it 
was entirely written about him, and against him, 
all the innuendoes and insinuations being aim 
at him! Browning, as his manner was, had never 
acknowledged Rossetti’s presentation copy of his 
pooms, and now this confirmed him to be 
among the enemies. What did the book 
mean if it did not mean what Rossetti said? 
And in truth none f us could say at 
once what ‘* Fifine at the Fair did mean! Only 
two quite new men were now to be seen about 
him—one was William Sharp, a poet to be; the 
other Theodore Watts, who, being professionally 
a lawyer, manage® everything for him, and who 
was just then beginning te write criticisms in the 
weekly papers, so was looked upon by poor 
G. R. as doubly important. Happily. Watts: 
has -been invaluable since then in many ways; 
fascinated by Rossetti, ill as he was, and always 
ready and able to serve him. For myself, Ros- 
setti had been the last of a succession of men 1 
haa loved and tried to make love me; for each 
of them I could have given all but life, and I was 
again defeated by destiny. Equal candor and 
confidence he never had to give, but now his 
singular manias made ordinary friendly inter- 
course impossible to him. After having been 
both his banker and his nurse I could not nd 
upon him either in action or word, Still I re- 
mained faithful to the old tie. and Miss Boyd 
agreed in doing so also. We continued our occa- 
sional visits, either morning or evening, the o 
two of all his old circle. 

A Pathetic Interview. 

Scott had been busy with the preparation 
of his book and had not seen his friend for 
some time when he received a letter telling 
him that Rossetti was now lyi rostrate and

I had besides written a boem 
called To the Sphinx Considered as the Symbol 
of Religious Mystery.“ Lying on the sofa dying, 
as he was, I saw that singular expression of feroc- 
ity that used to take possession of his face if he 
surmised a 122 was coming.

1 refused to 
take up the gauntlet, and [ could not venture to 
speak of the sketch itself, the style of drawing 
being so bad as to show his illness was destroy- 
ing his work. 
“A Confessor.” 

A new idea took possession of Rossetti’s 
mind, which, Mr. Scott says, caused painful 
agitation to his friends: 

He wanted a priest to give him absolution for 
his sins! I mention this hallucination as 1 have 
related previous ones; for example, that of the 
chaflinch on the highway, so long ago as 1869, not 
loving him the less but the more, sympathizing 
with him almost moesmerically. Italian as 
he was. he had no living tie to the coun- 
try, had never visited it, although Italy is 
conventionally the country of 2 His 
mother was affectionately attached to the Church 
of England, and his father’s book of poems, called 
Arpa Evangelica,“ was evangelical enough. But 
the msthetic side of anything was his exclusive 
interest; in poetry and in painting the medieval 
period of history was necessary to him. Every- 
thing he ever did in either art was medieval in

ritual or its sacraments. At first no one took any 
notice of this demand for a confessor. We 
thought his mind wandering, or that he was 
dreaming. But on its earnest. repetition, with his 
éyes open, I for one put him in mind ot his not 
being a Papist, and of his extreme agnosticism. 
* 1] don't care about that.” was his puzzling re- 
ply; “ I can make nothing of Christianity, but 1 
only want a confessor to give me absolution 
for my sins!’ This was so truly 
man living or rather dying in A. 
that it was impossible to do anything but smile. 
Yet he was serious, and wenton: “I believe in a 
future life. Have I not had evidence of 


often enough? Havel not heard and seen those 


that died long years ago? What Il want now is 
absolution from my sins, that’s all!’ And very 
little, too, some outsider in the room whispered, 
asa gloomy joke; none of us, the deeply inter- 
ested few who heard him, could answer a word. 

For the life of me I do not see why his 
friends could not answer and grant the dying 
man the request which he made with such ear- 
nestness and apparently with such confidence 
that the granting of it would have brought 
peace to his mind. 

The end came shortly after. He was buried 
in the little churchyard at Birchington, the 
eeaside village where he died.

Perhaps in no better way is the — — 
of the country attested than in the number of 
depositors and the amount of their deposits in 
savings banks. In 1860there were 593,870 de- 
positors and these were increased to 4,258,893 
in 1890, an increase of over 500 per cent. In 
the same period the deposits were increased 
from $149,277.504 to $1,524,844,506, which is an 
increase of 921 per cent. 

The same gratifying increase is shown in 
every line of trade, the farmer bemg as richly 
blessed as any, the value of farm products in- 
creasing from $1,363,646,866 in 1860 to $4,500,- 
000,000 in 1891, an increase of 230 per cent, 

The President well says that if any are dis- 
contented with their state hero; if any believe 
that wages or prices, the returns for honest 
toil, are inadequate, they should not fail to re- 
member that there is no other country in the 
world where the conditions that seem to them 
hard would not be accepted as highly prosper- 
ous. The English agriculturist would be glad 
to exchange the returns of his labcr for those 
of the American farmer, and the Manchester 
workmen their wages for those of their fel- 
lows at Fail River.” 

And it must be remembered that this unex- 
ampled growth of our country has taken 
place under a system which the people have 
just voted to change. If this system has 
been a mistake and the country continues to 
prosper as well, or better, under other condi- 
tions, we shall indeed all have reason to re- 
joice. .

Six of the old-timers of -Northern Colorado 
had assembled one evening not long ago, and 
as they sat about the round table,” they 
exchanged reminiscences of the early days 
when they served their apprenticeship as the 
pioneers of the valley of Cache la Poudre.

Compulsory Service for German Girls, 


Fran Helene Lange, according to the Berlin 
papers, has come forward with a somewhat start- 
ling proposal.

Frau 1 considers that this 
year of service would form and strengthen the 
character of giris as no family, school, or social 
life could. She deplores greatly the way in which 
German girls of the better classes spend their 
time in “ energetic or lazy doing nothing.”

NOVEL PLAN OF A MAN WHO OATERS 
TO SPEOULATORS. 


He Will Open a Resert Where the People 
Who Yearn for Something New to Bet On 
Can Place Their Money at Good Odds 
on Murders, Highway Robberies, Sand- 
baggings, Incendiary Fires, and General 
Robberies—Will Have High-Class Crim- 
inals of Every Kind on Exhibition, 


A new and unique exchange is to be opened 
in this city. Chicago has become the greatest 
speculative center in the world, as shown by 
the statistics of the year now drawing to a 
close. In turf sports alone during the year at 
Garfield, Hawthorne, Washington Park, and 
Roby tracks $1,000,000 were given as purses 
and the enormous sum of $235,000,000 was 
wagered with bookmakers on the races. 

Sixty smali pool-rooms in which wagers 
may be laid on any sporting event in the 
world are runnihg in the city. Policemen 
can’t find them, but then that’s nothing, po- 
licemen frequently can’t find a patrol box on 
their own beat. Any ununiformed man who 
has $2 or upward coupled with a desire to risk 
it can readily find the pool- rooms. 

With a laudable desire to cater to the in- 
satiable thirat for speculation which contin- 
ually goes waltzing through the brain of the 
average Chicagoan one of these pool-room 
proprietors in looking about for some novel’ 
attraction to offer his patrons has figured out 
an enterprise which because of its unique 
character will surely crowd his establishment 
with customers who will fall over eacn other 
to put up their money. Let the pool-room 
man, who, by the way, is an old bookmaker, 
tell his own story. He says: 

„Woll, the enterprise is a pulpit-shocker. I 
can’t help that. Everything that exists, or even 
that don’t exist, or that never will exist may 
be the object of wagering speculation. This 
new enterprise will savor something of the 
turf bookmaker’s methods and partly of the 
ways of the Board of Trade.

It was 
then out on the edge of Washington in 
the swampy neighborhood of Dupont Cir- 
cle. It has been rented for many years 
to the Chinese Legation. Stewart held 
on to bis property through many 
reverses, and it is now in the heart of fashion- 
able Washington. He began to lose his 
grip early in the seventies; his fortune slipped 
away from him and likewise his seat in the 
Senate. He did not belong to the successful

John B. Allen is a tall, pale man whose 
slight stoop and sickly appearance betray a 
delicate constitution. Born at Crawfords- 
ville, Ind., in 1843, he was educated at Wa- 
bash College, and at 19 entered the army as a 
hundred days man and served through the 
war. He then moved with his father to 
Rochester, Minn., and was admitted to the 
dar there. In 1870 he came to Puget Sound 
and scttled at Olympia, and took a wife next 
year at Portland, Ore. In 1875 he was ap- 
pointed United States District Attorney by 
President Grant. 

Nelson Bennett has led a life of typical 
Western vicissitudes. Born at Toronto of a 
Virginian father and a New England mother 
Oct. 14, 1843, he 
was left fatheriess at 
the age of 6. Until his 
14th year he worked on 
the farm one-half the 
year and went to the 
neighboring grammar 
school the other half. 
In 1881 he entered the 
business of railroad 
construction with 
Washington Dunn, who 
had been sent out by 
Jay Gould to build the 
Utah. Northern road 
and has since built 550 
miles of road. His 
greatest work was the 
boring of the Stampede NELSON BENNETT. 
tunnel through the Cascade Mountains 
for the Northern Pacific, which he finished in 
seven days less than the cuntract time—twen- 
ty-eight months—in May, 1888, He has since 
that time made his headquarters at Tacoma 
and has confined his operations chiefly to the 
Puget Sound country. He wants to crown 
his successes by getting into the Senate, and 
with this view bought the Tacoma-Ledger 
about a year ago and has been pouring money 
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‘lavishly into that and other means of gaining 


his end. In appearance he is short, stout, 
square-shouldered, with a short neck, full 
face, black mustache and beard, and dark 
eyes, and a mouth which indicates great de- 
termination and force of character. When 
Bennett gets into a fight he does not know 
when he is whipped. 

George Turner was born in Missouri in 
1850, was educated in that State, and, after 
studying law, removed to Mobile, Ala,, and 
was admitted to the bar there at the age of 21 
years. In only a few months he rose to dis- 
tinction and by his firm adherence to Repub- 
licanisin in the exciting times of reconstruc- 
tion, when it was dangerous to express any 
but Democratic opinions, was soon recog- 
nized as a leader in his party. In 1874 he ran 
for Attorney-General and ran far ahead of 
his ticket, coming within a few huadred votes 
of election.

WOMEN IN THE DEPARTMENT'S. 


Civil Service Law They Are 
Disappearing Rapidly. 

Washington Star: The women who apply 
for places are very hard to get rid of. When 
informed that there is no vacancy they usually 
say: The Secretary can always make one 
more position. Many of them make most 
humble and pathetic appeals, saying: For 
God's sake, let me scrub the floors or do anj- 
thing by which I may earn my bread.” Yet 
these same individuals, after securing sitva- 
tions and occupying them fur two or three 
days, are pretty sure to demand three 
things—promotion, leave of absence, and 
lighter work. Women can never be convinced 
that there is any sincerity in the civil service 
law. They almost always think that they can 
get around it and secure places in the classi- 

ed service through influence. In the days 
when the spoils system was universal not a 
few attractive but unprincipled persons of the 
gentier s procured and held employment in 
the departments by the exercise of blandish- 
ments, and there was much scandal on this 
account. 

At present women are gradually disappear- 
ing from the departments, and within a few 
years there will be comparatively few of them 
in the employment of the government at 
Washington, notwithstanding the fact that 
twice as many women as men apply for places. 
This result, itis predictedgwill be brought 
about by causes which are now in opera- 
tion. All persons entering the classified 
service must come through the 
competitive examinations held under the 
civil service law. When there is a vacancy 
the Civil Service Com missioners send in three 
names, from which one is selected by the 
appointing official. In flve cases out of six, 
supposing that the three names includes both 
sexes, a man will be chosen in preference to 
a woman. This seems very unjust, but the 
reason for it is evident enough. A chief of 
bureau preters men as subordinates because 
he feels no restraint in their presence; he can 
smoke or swear occasionaliy if he likes or 
ask thein to do odd jobs which he would not 
like to demand of women clerks. Thus it 
happens that the great majority of the women 
now in office here were appointed before the 
days of the civil service law. It 1s worth 
mentioning, by the way, that although the 
law ia administered without regard to poli- 
tics by the Civil Service Commission, yet it 
does leave a very big loophole for the exercise 
of predilection on political ground, since ap- 
pointing officers are very apt to take pains to 
find out which of the three candidates offered 
to filla vacancy is of tho correct political 
persuasion. |

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ROMAN CATHOLICS AND THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 

This paper printed last Thursday the ad- 
dress of Mgr. Satolli, the Papal legate, de- 
livered at the meeting of the Roman Catholic 
Archbishops held recently in New York. His 
topic was “ The Settling of the School Ques- 
tion, and the Giving of Religious Eaucation.” 
It contained nothing calculated to alarm 
those who are the friends of the public school 
system of this country. On the contrary, it is 
easy to see that if its suggestions are carried 
out those schools wilk have a competition in 
some cities the effect of which may be to im- 
prove them. 

The legate insists that the children of all 
Roman Catholic parents shall be given a re- 
ligious education. No one can object to that. 
If public schools do not give that: kind of ed- 
ucation it is the right of the parents—it is 
their duty if they believe in the church—to 
make provision for their gettmg it some- 
where else. It is. desirable, however, that 


| they should be taught other things than relig- 


ion. Mgr. Satolli is of that opinion, He 
wants the Roman Catholic children to be as 
well educated as those who attend the secu- 
lar scbools—better if possible. 

Hence he makes the following sensible sug- 
gestion: 

For the standing and growth of Catholic 
schools it seems that care should be taken that 
the teachers prove themselves qualified, not only 
by previous examination before the Diocesan 
Board and by a certificate or diploma received 
from it, but also by having a teacher's diploma 
from the School Board of the State, awarded 
after successful examination. This is urged, first, 
so as not to appear regardless, without reason, of 
what public authority requires for teaching. 
Secondly, a better opinion of Catholic schools will 
be created. Thirdly, greater assurance will be 
given to parents that in Catholic schools there is 
no deficiency to render them inferio? to public 
schools; that, on the contrary, everything is done 
to make Catholic schools equal to public schools, 
or even superior. 

Take the case of Chicago with its great Ro- 
man Catholic population. There are bound 
to be parochial schools here for an indefinite 
period, and they will be well attended. It is 
for the interest of the community therefore 
that the instruction given in them should be 
of the highest possible grade. If it is superior 
to that given in the public schools, if free 
from some of the faults of routine and the 
fads which impair the excellence of the latter, 
so much the better. The effect on the public 
schools cannot fail to bea salutary one. 
The only danger to be apprehended from pri- 
vate schools is when they give inferior instruc- 
tion. 

The legate makes no threats against 
parents who send their children to schools 
where they are given merely a ‘** worldly edu- 
cation.“ but he insists that they must make 
sufficient provision for their religious train- 
ing. He approves of the Faribault plan“ 
where the same conditions exist as in that 
town. He accepts tacitly the fact that public 
sentiment in this country is such that there 
can be no blending of Church and State and 
that there can be no religious instruction in the 
public schools, All that can be asked is that 
there shall be no attacks in those schools on 
the doctrines of any denomination. 

There are a few Roman Catholic dignitaries 
who are not as conservative in their views as 
Mgr. Satolli and who are considered to be de- 
cidedly opposed to the public schools. One 
of them is Archbishop Katzer of Milwaukee. 
The fact that he is displeased with the re- 
marks of the legate and refused to discuss 
them is evidence that Mgr. Satolli repre- 
sents the sentiments of the moderate 
majority of the Roman Catholic Church, 
which has no intention of making waron or 
of seeking to control the public schools, or of 
asking for grants of State aid for its own 
educational institutions. 
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THE CATACLYSMS OF THE COMING CENT-

Some rather quaint and startling prophecies 
made by an old hermit, which were published 
first in 1857 in the Allgemeine Zeitung, recent- 
ly have been revived. Severalof these proph- 
ecies, among them the rise of Napoleon IIL, 
the Austro-Prussian and Franco-German 
wars, and the uprising of the Commune; the 
death of Pius IX., which he said would occur 
in 1876 or 1877; the Turko-Russian war and 
the three German Emperors in one year, have 
been veritied almost to the letter, and are 
more remarkable in their farsightedness than 
the warnings of the wizard to Lochiel or any 
of the miraculous Mahatma mummery of 
the later Mme. Blavatsky. 

The success of the hermit’s prophecies about 
events in the early part-of the present cent- 
ury lend interest to those which he has put 
forward and which are to materialize at the 
opening of the twentieth century. ©n or 
about that time, according to the hermit, 
Manhattan Island and the whole of the wicked 
City of New York will go down like McGinty 
into the waters of the Hudson, East River, 
and the bay. Cuba is to break in two, und 
half of it will be submerged. Florida and 
Lower California also are to break loose from 
the mainland and go down among the dead 
mon with all their loads of human freight. 
There will be but one President after Mr. 
Cleveland and then will follow a smash-up. 
The United States will be divided into six 
republics, the capitals of which are to be San 
Francisco, Salt Lake City, New Orleans, St. 
Louis, Washington, and Boston. In the Old 
World Italy and France will be wiped out, 
Berlin will be destroyed by an earthquake, 
Ireland will have its freedom, and England 
will be a republic. 

It may occur to some that it is remarkable 
Chicago was not mentioned by the hermit, 
but it must be remembered that Chicago was 
not in existence when the old fellow projected 
his astral body into the future, saw visions, 
and dreamed dreams. One great advantage 
of this is that Chicago clearly is saved from 
any of his direful cataclysnis, and hence un- 
questionably is destined to take a promicent 
place after the break-up. It may await 
the climax, therefore, with serenity 
and a firm confidence in its manifest 
destiny. The current of events at present will 
not disturb it. Seeing that there is to be but 
one more President it will be a matter of lit- 
tle consequence whether the Prophet calls an 
extra session or not, whether the Democrats 
tinker the tariff or open wide the doors, or 
how many wildcats send screaming 
through the land. Chicago still will be at the 
top. New York may go to the demnition 
bow-wows, and Cuba, California, and Florida 
to eternal smash, but amid the deluge Chicago

It could not 
but be evident to those who listened to her 
tiow of oratory that the latter are chiefly 
valued by her in so far as they are understood 
to lend support to the dogmatisms of thinkers 
in remote ages, most of whom were ready to 
accept as miraculous everything they could 
not explain as natural by the aid of a very 
limited acquaintance with the order of nature. 
Of course, the science of the soul that 
was formulated by these early thinkers, who 
thought they found “ realities, law, eternal 
truths for the basis of their “‘ wisdom re- 


ligion,.“ is held by the Iscturess to be the sum, 


ofall valuable knowledge. It does not ap- 
pear to have occurred to her that their ideas 
of the constitution of the material universe are 
demonstrated to be radically wrong, and that 
this fact lays open to logical doubt their abil- 
ity to reason correctly in regard to less pal- 
pable and more easily mistaken things. But 
it does seem a little strange that with this in- 
tense admiration for the musty and fossilized 
theories of several thousand years ago she 
should feel compelled to drag in the philo- 
sophical Roger Bacon alongside of the hum- 
bug Paracelsus and cite them as originators 
of the theones of the unity of matter and the 
efficacy of animal magnetism. If really valu- 
able, those things ought to be found wrapped 
up in the teachings of Buddha and even of 
some who preceded him. 

It may not be surprising that Mrs. Besant 
approves and commends as worthy of all ac- 
ceptation the theory that thought impressions 
may be ‘“‘ precipitated by mere mental proc- 
esses from one part of the world to another. 
There has been some close as well as a great 
deal of wild thinking on this topic, and as an 
abstract idea it may be a pleasant one to en- 
tertain along with other dreams that are never 
realized. But she goes so much further than 
this as to raise a serious doubt as to the extent 
to which her thinking processes and seeming 
perceptions were hypuotized by contact 
with the notorious Mme. Blavatsky. In her 
interview with a Trirsune reporter she re- 
affirmed the statement previously said to have 
been made by her in writing that she has re- 
ceived letters similar to those claimed to have 
been sent to Blavatsky without the interven- 
tion of postoffice service, telegraph or tele- 
phone wires, or any other material means for 
bridging thetguif of several thousand miles 
between the sender and the recipient. It is a 
thousand pities Mrs. Besant did not stoop to 
explain the how and the wherefore, further 
than to say the letters were written on paper. 
There are many who have such a high ad- 
miration for her in her previous lines of ef- 
fort as an energetic, whole-souled woman, 
working for the good of her species, 
who would gladly accept a practical 
hint as to methods and set the statement 
down aserroneous only after they had tried 
it for themselves and found it a hopeless fail- 
ure. As it is, her assurance that these things 
are so will be taken with a grain of allowance 
by a good many people who would give a 
great deal to know the truth, and would not 
want to use the krfowledge for base purposes 
either. 

Those who have followed the career of Mrs. 
Besant as philanthropist, theist, atheist, pan- 
theist, spiritualist, and more or less of a 
socialist, to say nothing of her having been a 
journalist, will not be surprised to find she is 
now a theosophist, nor will they think it nec- 
essary to believe she has yet got to the end of 
her répertoire of protean changes of faith and 
effort. Talented and well intentioned, she 
suggests to the candid observer the simile 
of the Apostle, Clouds they are without 
water, blown about by every wind of doctrine,”’ 
and the query naturally arises, ‘* What next?“ 
It is not impossible that her wanderings in 
search of the perfect good in doctrine and 
practice will end in her attaining the Nirvana 
of inactivity in regard to theological creed 
as of theosophical speculation, while per- 
mitted to resume her former place in the 
ranks of those who work for the welfare of 
humanity. Perhaps before she is called to 
be a Mahatma she will conclude that a higher 
philosophy than that of Buddha or Zara- 
thustra was taught by Pope in the lines: 


For modes of faith let graceless zealots fight, 
He can’t be wrong whose life is in the right. 


USES FOR WASTE PRODUCTS, 

One of the most suggestive articles of the 
year is that by the Right Honorable Lyon 
Piayfair in the latest number of the North 
American Review. Itis on the utilization of 
waste products as a most beneficial result of 
scientific study in modern times. Nature 
knows no waste. The effete matter of one or- 
ganization becomes food for another, and 
even the dust blown by winds from place to 
place has its uses in helping to produce clouds 
and rain. The history of manufactures is one 
of discovering uses for waste. The refuse of 
the product of today may become the chief 
source of profit tomorrow; and the applica- 
tion of this principle has proceeded go far, 
though but newly applied, that there is scarcely 
asingle articie of use vr ornament which is not 
used over again for another service after it 
has served its first purpose. 

Lord Palmerston is credited with the hap 
remark that dirt is merely matter in a w 
place.” Itis uo longer dirt when we 
use for it. 
eighth century, then forgotten, 
covered in 1669 by Brandt. In each case it 
was obtained from liquid human refuse after 
that had been changed by keeping. 
phosphorus is extracted extensively from old 
bones, and since its first use in making 
matches, in 1833, its employment has become 
so extensive that the average human being 
now saves some eighty hours per year out of 
the time that was formerly required to obtain 
light from the old fashioned tinder box. The 
liquid effete human matter is yet allowed to 
run to waste, though chemists have demon- 
strated that if properly applied in agriculture 
every pound of it will produce a pound of 
wheat. It must be thus utilized in the future. 

For many centuries ammonia was made out 
of human refuse, and even now 2,200 tons are 
daily taken from the cesspools of Paris for 
con version into it, Fossil dung (coprolites) 
has been used largely for manure, though now 
boing superseded by the discovery of mineral 
phosphates in the rocks, and ammonia is 
made on a more extensive scale from the ref. 
use of gas works. Cotton and linen rags form 
valuable material for the papermaker, and 
woolen rags pass through several stages be- 
fore reaching the final one. Greasy cast-off 
clothes reappear in pilot cloths, beavers, mo- 
hairs, etc., “‘ which modern dandies wear when 
they consult economy as well as outward ap- 
pearance.” When. too much degraded for

cially, and most frequently out of bad-smell- 
ing compounds. The fusel oil, separated in 
the distillation of spirits, has a peculiarly sick- 
ening odor.’ After treatment with acids and 
oxidizing agents it is used to make the oil of 
apples and the oil of pears.” Oil of grapes and 
oil of cognac are little more than fusel oil 
largely diluted. Oil of pineapples, largely 
used for making pineapple ale, is best made 
ty the action of putrid cheese on sugar or by 
distilling rancid butter with alcohol and oil of 
vitriol. “ Many a fair forehead used to be 
damped with eau de millefleurs without 
knowing that its essential ingredient was got 
from the drainings of cow-houses, though now 
it can be obtained cheaper from one of the 
constituents of gas tar. 

The material last named was till recently 
one of the most inconvenient of waste ma- 
terials. It could not be thrown into rivers, for 
it polluted them foully, It could not be 
buried in the earth without destroying vegeta- 
tion all around. Nothing could be done with 
it except to burn it, usually by mixing with 
coal. Now gas tar isthe raw material for pro- 
ducing beautiful dyes, some of our most 
valued medicines, a saccharind substance 
three hundred times sweeter than sugar, and 
the best disinfectants for the destruction of 
disease germs. One of its dye products is 
alizarin, and the discovery of its artificial 
preparation from the waste products of tar 
has destroyed a great agricultural industry 
which flourished in Turkey, Holland, Alsace, 
and other countries, in the cultivation of the 
madder plant. Another product, aniline, is a 
fruitful source of coloring matter, some of its 
best known derivatives being mauve, magenta, 
and uraniline. The great industries of dyeing 
and calico printing have been revolutionized 
by the new coloring matters obtained from 
gas tar. Hitherto the cost of producing arti- 
ficial indigo has been too great to allow it to 
supplant the natural indigo, the cultivation of 
which is ore of the staple industries of the 
East Indies, but its cultivators tremble lest 
they should find themselves in the same posi- 
tion as are the madder growers by a cheap ar- 
tificial production of indigo blue from gas tar. 

So with many other things. The bones and 
skins of rats are wrought up for dainty uses. 
Horse shoe nails dropped in the streets are 
carefully collected and reappear as swords 
and guns. The main ingredient of the ink 
with which we write was probably once the 
broken hoop of an old beer barrel. The dregs 
of port wine which are carefully decanted by 
the toper are taken by him in the morning in 
the shape of a seidlitz powder to remove the 
effects of the debauch. The offal of thestreets 
and the wastings of coal gas reappear care- 
fully preserved in the lady’s smelling bottle 
or are used by her to flavor blanc manges for 
her friends. And it is strictly true that our 
daily food contains the materials of previous 
generations of animals, including the human 
race. So all our artificial thnft of 
material is but an imitation of the economy 
of nature, which knows no waste. Everything 
has its destined place in the processes of the 
universe, in which there is not a blade of 
grass nor even a microbe too much if we pos- 
sessed the knowledge to apply them to their 
fitting purposes. Man aims at the acquisition | 
of this knqwledge, and as we attain it we are 
always rewarded by important benefits to the 
human race. And this knowledge teaches us 
that there is nothing common nor unclean to 
the laws of science.; What may appear to us 
as dirt, and therefore not only useless but a 
positive nuisance, is simply matterin a wrong 
place, 
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A ROMAN CATHOLIC ON SHEOL. 

Mr. St. George Midart, an able and forcible 
scientific writer, and perhaps the most notable 
of English lay Roman Catholics, contributes 
what must be considerea un extraordinary 
article to the current number of the Nineteenth 
Century. Itis under the startling caption of 
„Happiness in Hell,” and is an attempt to 
gather from Roman Catholic theological au- 
thorities the Catholic doctrine on the sub- 
ject of the future state of punishmeut.“ 
The distinguished contributor to Mr. Knowles’ 
magazine promptly rejects the almost univer- 
sal conception of eternal physical torture sug- 
gested by Dante’s poem, and especially by 
Dante’s famous line: Leave every hope be- 
hind ye who enter here.“ The utterances of 
the greaf Italian on the subject and of the 
other writers of the time who were supposed, 
though erroneously, to voice the belief or 
the doctrine of the Papal Church, Mr. St. 
George Midart attributes to the coarse sym- 
bolism of the age, and he gathers from what 
he considers the most authoritative and 
dogmatic Christian teaching on the subject 
that the sufferings of the condemned arise 
mainly from their consciousness of having 
lost the Beatific Vision’’—the glories and 
joys of heaven. Even for the wickedest and 
worst of those condemned to the “ obscure 
sojourn ’’—so he describes sheol—the Roman 
Church, Mr. Midart says, holds that existence 
there 18 preferable to annihilation or non-ex- 
istence. 

The article concludes with the following ex- 
traordinary passage: 

Hell in its widest sense—namely. as including all 
those blameless souls who do not enjoy that vision 
—must be considered as, for them, an abode of 
happiness transcending all our most vivid antici- 
pations, so that man’s natural capacity for happi- 
ness is there gratified to the very utmost; nor is it 
even possible for the Catholic theologian of the 
most severe and rigid school to deny that, thus 
considered, there is, and there will for all eternity 
bo. a real and true happiness in hell. 

The article will no doubt lead to much con- 
troversy. But it may be said by way of ex- 
“planation of its rather extreme statements 
that the Roman Catholic Church never has 
sanctioned the Calvinistic idea of sheol. This 
rew view will give some satisfaction to the 
secularists.and the skeptics. It may not please 
the saints, but it will be a great comfort to 


the sinners.

THE BRUTAL GAME OF FOOTBALL. 

It is announced that when the college ad- 
visory committees meet an effort will be made 
to have a more open game of football, and 
that brute strength and brutal slugging will 
have to give place to contests of speed and 
skill in mapeuvering. Among other things to 
be considered is the abolition of the “ wedge 
system,“ which has been used this year by 
Yale, Harvard, and other teams and which 
has been the principal cause of most of the 
accidents that have occurred. When one 
gang of athletic young men forms itself into 
a batterm@e ram and another gang stands 
ready to take the battering it stands to reason 
that in this encounter of brute force some 
one must be maimed seriously. That some 
one will be lucky if he is not killed. While 
the College Advisory committee is about it it 
might also consider the point that a foot- 
ball match is not a variorum prize-fight and 
so revise its rules as to bar out all opportuni- 
ties for brutes and sluggers to display their 
brutality. 

The game of football, if it becomes a nation- 
al game, like baseball, or takes the place of 

the latter, as it now promises to do, must be 


generated into a kind of battle in which the 
_chief purpose of each side is todisable, wound, 
and knock out its opponents as quickly and 
severely as it can be done without using 
- knives, revolvers, or sling shots, Less atten- 
tion is paid to the real science of the game 
than to kicking, stugging, wrenching, tripping 
down, and crushing the undermost man. 
Arms and legs are knocked out of joint or 
broken; hips and shoulders are dislocated; 
noses are mashed and eyes are blacked; con- 
tests are won not by skill in playmg but by 
wounding and placing the opponents hors de 
combat. 

There should be a complete reform of the 
game as it is now played or it should be 
abandoned altogether by schools and colleges. 
Parents do not send their sons to college to 
have them maimed, smashed, defaced, kicked, 
battered, and jumped on by a gang of so- 
called athletes. It must be remembered in 
this connection that the game is not played 
on a soft meadow in spring or summer, where 
the injuries might not be so severe, but upon 
the hard, frozen ground in winter; and again 
that boys and young men are reckless and 
destructive by nature and need but slight en- 
couragement to do almost murderous deeds. 
They should be constantly restrained, and if 
the advisory committees do not take steps in 
this direction then the college officials them- 
selves should torbid the game. As at present 
conducted it isa disgraceful, dangerous, and 
demoralizing encounter of brute force and 
slugging instead of a game of skil! and 
maneuvering, as it originally was intended to 
be. Let it be reformed altogether or done 
away with altogether.

Mr. Golpwix Sutru, now of Toronto, for- 
merly of London, and who is referred to not 
inappropriately by Mr. Labouchere as Scold- 
win Smith, recently wrote to the London 
Times impugning Mr. Gladstone’s veracity 
and personal honor for having stated in the 
October Nineteenth Century that England im- 
posed the union on Ireland by an armed force 
of 130,000 men. Mr. Gladstone writes a dig- 
nified and at the same time caustic reply, ad- 
dressed to the Toronto controversialist per- 
sonally, and asks Mr. Smith that he will ex- 
cuse him for doing it in terms which were 
formerly, I think, usual between us.” The 


former statement with irresistible logic and 
facts as follows: 

Dr. Ingram, writing in defense of the Irish 
Union, had contended that in 1798 there were in 
Ireland 45,000 regulars, besides artillery. In an- 
swer I quoted from Grattan’s Life and Times 
the declaration of Lord Castlereagh in the House 
of Commons Feb. 18, 1799, that the total force in 
Ireland was 137,500—a figure considerably beyond 
my recent statement. These figures have been 
long before the world, and, astonishing as they 
are, am not aware that they have been or can 
be questioned. In July, 1799, a few months later, 
Tord Cornwallis declared that the force in Ire- 
land, which I have seen stated at 125,000 fora 
date near that month, was all required to pre- 
serve the peace and could not repela foreign in- 
vasion. 

Mr. Smith seeks to quibble out of his di- 
lemma by quoting an irrelevant statement of 
Lord Cornwallis and excuses his boorishness 
by saying that as an Englishman he was per- 
haps “too warm” at seeing wrong done to 
his country by one to whom we have a right 
to look as the chief guardian of her honor, 
and before people | the Americans] who, both 
by traditional sentiment and Irish influence, 
are too much disposed readily to believe any- 
thing evil of England. The wriggle is lack- 
ing in truth and inspired by the old malevo- 


lence. 
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A Local paper, dissatisfied, as most people 
are, with the way in which the Justice Courts 
of this city are generally run, says that if a 
proper bill“ creating successcrs for these mis- 
called courts is sent to Springfield early in 
the session they can be wiped out and suc- 
ceeded by municipal courte—which the Con- 
stitution gives the Legislature the power to 
create—presided over by competent and well- 
paid Judges, who will give poor men the 
justice they seek in Justice Courts but which 
is often denied them there. 

Every one will admit that as a general thing 
the Chicago Justices of the Peace have not 
been a success. The method of selecting them 
has not worked as well as its authors fancied. 
It may not be easy to do away with the 
Justices, however, without amending the Con- 
stitution, which clearly takes it for granted 
that there are to be Justices of the Peace in 
this city, and provides that they shall hold 
their offices for four years and until their suc- 
cessors have been commissioned aud quali- 
tied.” If the Judges were to refuse to 
recommend Justices two years hence, or if 
the Governor were to send in no names to the 
Senate, the present incumbents would claim 
that they were entitled to hold on, and that 
the Legislature had no power to make the 
Judge of a municipal court the “successor” 
of a Justice of the Peace. 

It would be expensive to have municipal 
courts and Justices both with the same _juris- 
diction. If the latter cannot be got rid of, 
then it would be better to reform them and 
not to create a new set of courts, which may 
or may not work well. The present Justices 
will hold office for two years more under any 
circumstances. Their successors will be rec. 
ommended by a Democratic judiciary and ap- 
pointed by a Democratic Governor. A Dem- 
ocratic paper ought to have faith m their se-

Tun last report of Auditor Ackerman shows 
that the total number of shares of World’s 
Fair stock subscribed for has been 595,956, 
representing $5,959,560, There has been paid 
in $6,433,989, leaving uncollected $525,580. Of 
this sum about $235,000 will not be collected. 
It represents shares the subscribers to which 
paid only the 2 per cent called for at the time 
of subscription. Many’ of those who put 
their names down then had no intention of 
paying in full. Some died and some have 
moved away. Of the remainder of the sums 
yet due a considerable ‘portion will be col- 
lected. Even if none should be the city has 
already done much mote than was promised 
to Congress. That promise was that Chicago 
would give in bonds and stock subscriptions 
$10,000,000, It has made good that promise 
and added about half a million extra. When 
it was stated in Congress that five millions of 
stock had been subscribed for jealous and 
skeptical people at the East said that the sab- 
scriptions were wind, and were not worth 10 
per cent of their face. The Auditor’s figures 
show how mistaken they were. After the 
showing which has been made there will be 
no more slurs cast on Chicago subscription 
lists. 


Tux Council has passed an etdinance per- 
mitting the construction of three tunnels un- 
der Congress street to connect two hotels, 
which are required to pay a yearly rental of a 
thousand dollars. That is proper, for it is 
worth that much to them. It is also much 
better to charge a fixed rent than to do what 
it has done in some other cases, where the 
beneficiary has agreed to pay a percentage of 
the gross receipts. The Aldermen should not 
confine themselves to requiring well-known 
responsible parties who state frankly what 
‘they want and why they want it, to pay a fair 
rental. They should insist that these irre- 
sponsible anonymous concerns which are ask- 
ing for greater privileges shall pay a higher 
rental and shall begin paying it from the date 
of the passage of the ordinance. If those spec- 
ulative gentlemen who get such franchises as 
those conferred on the Chicago Compressed 
Air company were to be required to pay a 
heavy rental from the moment they get their 
privileges instead of paying 5 per cent on 
some hypothetical gross receipts there would 
pot be so many of these ordinances put 
through the Council.

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An article in the latest 8 of Science 
gives the differences between the heights of 
high and low water at several points on the 
Mississippi River. The range is from 53.2 
feet at Cairo and 51.1 at Vicksburg to 15.9 feet 
at Carroilton (New Orleans). The range is 
more than 40 feet all the way down from Cairo 
to a little above Baton Rouge, except that it 
is only 34.4 feet at and near Memphis. The 
area of overflow of the river below Cairo, and 
ite tributaries, is 29,790 square miles, or three 
and a half times the area of the State of Mass- 
achusetts. Though the highest stage of water 
at Cairo exceeds 50 feet, the low water depth 
on shoals and bars does not exceed 4 feet, so 
that at the low stage the river is practically 
unavailable for navigaticn. Ten of the large 
steamers of the Anchor line, which ply be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans, are now 
laid up, while last month the elevators of St. 
Louis had accumulated some 9,000,000 buehels 
of wheat, awaiting a chance to move down the 
stream. 


Micuart Dort, whose death is announced 
from South Chicago, was one of the sturdy 
pioneers of the Calumet region, and next to 
the late Col. James H. Bowen did most to de- 
velop the country at the mouth of the Calumet 
River, which rapidly is becoming the location 
of manufacturing industries, giving employ- 
ment to thousands. Mr. Doyle was an active 
lieutenant of Col. Bowen in securing national 
recognition for the harbor at South Chicago 
and in the development of the Calumet as a 
navigable river with large dockage facilities, 
which now are being utilized. He was also 
active in the organization of the Village of 
Hyde Park, of which he was one of the trus- 
tees, and subsequently in securing the annexa- 
tion of the big village to Chicago. He ren- 
dered good service to the cause of education 
in thedistrict oy the establishment of the 
South Chicago Publie Library and the South 
Chicago High School. Altogether he was a 
useful and honorable citizen.

GRESHAM’S DEXCISION, 


Buffalo Express: Judge Gresham, the Pop- 
ulist, has dealt its death-blow to the Inter-State 
Commerce law. It remains for the next Congress 
to make a better statute, 


Detroit Tribune: This latest decision em- 
phasizes the necessity of a reconstruction of the 
Inter-State Commerce law upon a different basis 
and with enlarged and strengthened powers. 


Denver Republican: If this is a correct in- 
terpretation of the law it will greatly restrict the 
work of the commission. There is no doubt that 
the Inter-State act needs to be made over again. 


Minneapolis Tribune: Having no power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses or the pro- 
duction of books, papers. etc., and, being denied 
the aid of the courts to that end, the commission 
would seem to be a barren ideality. 

St. Louis Star-Sayings: The ' Inter-State 
Commerce act, once more punched full of large 
injurious holes by Judge Gresham’s latest decis- 
ion, has about served the purpose of showing the 
people that the principal office of the Commis- 
sioners, not so far impaired, is in the privilege of 
drawing their salaries regularly. 

Boston Journal: No one will accept Judge 
Gresham's decision in the famous Chicago cases 
as final. Thisis not saying anything tothe. dis- 
credit of Judge Gresham’s position, or even sug- 

esting that it will not be sustainedin the end. 

zut the question involved is such an important 
one that nothing short of a decision from the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court will settle it, 


Philadelphia Record: The decision of Judge 
Gresham that his court cannot be made subsidi- 
ary to or a subordinate auxiliary to a non-judicial 
and administrative body has shorn the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission of all power to en- 
force its decrees. The Inter-State Commerce act 
should either be amended in accordance with the 
design of its authors or repealed at once. A tri- 
bunal that cannot compel witnesses to testify is 
like a man who gives orders the disobedience of 
which involves no penalty. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press: This decision re- 
duces the Inter-State Commerce Commission to a 
condition verging upon complete impotence. The 
law under which it acted had already been torn 
to pieces by previous decisions so that it was al- 
ready a thing of shreds and patches. There are 
well-defined limits in which a national board of 
railroad supervision may be usefully employed to 
point out and correct abuses in railroad adminis- 
tration, but itis useless to charge such a body 
with the execution of laws which are in conflict 
with the principles which govern the general op- 
erations of trade.

ART NOTES. 


The Chicago Society of Artists has set 
about raising the standard of ita exhibitions and 
with so much energy that there will be no holiday 
exhibition this year as was proposed. It was 
voted some time ago by the members of the so- 
ciety that efforts should be made to hold exhibi- 
tions of a higher order than horetofore and the 
jury has conscientiously followed the instruc- 
tions. Soconscientiously in fact that there will 
be no regular exhibition. Eleven of the seventy or 
more pictures submitted were selected, however, 
and have been placed upon the walls of the gal- 
lery in the Atheneum Building. Each of them has 
distinctive qualities which place it above the av- 
erage of the work in the local exhibitions. Jules 
Guerin’s Over the Fields is a water color in 
which he gives a pleasing trauscription of nature 
with a broad perspective of hills and valleys and 
a sky full of movement. There seems to be on the 
part of the artists however, too great a desire to 
produce something clever in execution apd not 
near enough to nature. In a work like Mr. Feu- 
del’s, where the artist has consistently deviated 
from nature for the sake of securing a harmonious 
scheme of color, one does not look for dbsolute 
truth. 

W. C. Hartson has an effective water-color land- 
scape showing an evening effect in the outskirts 
of the city. E. A. Burbank shows two closely- 
studied works in oil His Favorite Pastime,’’ an 
old man playing upon a brass horn, which is ad- 
mirably painted in a realistic way, and a small 
half figure of a laughing ald man with his thumbs 
stuck in the armholes of his vest. The 
drawing of the legs of the old mau with 
a horn is faulty. C. A. Corwin has a 
landseape which is not a mere transcription 
of nature, but a realistic view of fields and woods 
in sunshine, It is a trifle hard, but done in the 
right spirit. He also has a pastel of an Oat 
Harvest,’ which is more delicately hanéled but 
not so true. A. F. Brooks has a serious water- 
color landscape showing a hazy morning effect. 
J. H. Vanderpoel shows a sketch which has deli- 
cacy of feeling and an appreciation of color. 
William Clussman has a good landscape which 
has a style of its own, and P. Baumgras, a still 
life of some grapes. 


Our Circulating Medium, 

New York Press: During October the currency 
in circulation was increased by $10,500,000, and 
during November there was a further increase of 
about $8,000,000. The total addition to the circu- 
lating medium in two months was $18,740,283. On 
Dec. 1 the money of all kinds in the hands of the 
people amounted to $1,614,790,266, about $25 per 
capita. Itis significant in this connection that, 
notwithstanding an occasional flurry over gold 
exports, our stock of gold is on the whole increas- 
ing, mainly from our own gold mines. 


Due to Republican Apathy. 

Troy Times: Asthe figures come in it is more 
and more apparent that the “landslide” last 
month was largely due to Republican stay-at- 
homes. Kansas, for instance, cast 182,904 votes in 
1s and only 157,241 in 1892. Result—a fusion Gov- 
ernor and Legislature, nine fusion Electors and 
one Hatrison Elector in a State which until re- 
cently had been solidly Republican. The election 
of Mr. Cleveland is due to dissatisfaction, apathy, 
and unrest, not to a grand Democratic upris- 
ing.

THE MOTHER OF NAPOREON. 


— 


Title, Income, and Political Position Given 
Her by the Emperor. 

Public attention does not seem to have been 
directed towards Napoleon's mother until her 
son was proclaimed Emperor in 1801. She 
then received the title of Mme. Mere and an 
income of 1,000, 000f. was settled upon her. 
And that she might havea position of political 
im portance, she was made Protectrice Gener- 
ale of all the charitable institutions of France. 
Such an office admirably suited her. She fre- 
quently solicited favors of her son for others 
and was happy whenever her exertions met 


with success. 

On one occasion, upon learning of the ar- 
rest of the Duc d’Enghien, she even threw 
herself upon her knees before Napoleon, im- 
ploring mercy for the unfortunate Prince. In 
her tender anxiety she thus laid aside that 
habitua! dignity which the following incident 
illustrates: Soon after Napoleon’s assump- 
tion of the imperial purple he chancel 
meet his mother in the gardens of St. Cloud. 
He was surrounded by courtiers, and half 
playfully held out his hand for her to kiss. 
Not so, my son,“ she gravely replied, at the 
same time presenting her hand in return; it 
is your duty to kiss the hand of her who gave 
you life.“ 

After this, it seems a pity that truthfulness 
must make us say that even this great woman 
had’ one littleness, if we may call it so, of 
character. She evinced sometimes a resem- 
blance to the brother, whose parsimony her 
sons had resented in their childhood, by show- 
ing a love of economizing, even upon trifling 
occasions. This proved a source of frequent 
amusement among the gay circles of Paris. 
The Emperor himself was sometimes alittle 
scandalized at her actions, although this did 
not Linder him from most highly respecting 
her character. 

Increase in Japan. 

An English statistician has been making astudy 
of the population of Japan, and he estimates that 
the annual rate of increase in that country is 
thirteen in every thousand. On sucha basis the 
population will double itself in fifty-eight years. 
This fact is remarkable when compared with the 
growth of the countries of Europe. In England 
the rate-of increase is 13.2 per 1,000, but in most 
of the other countries it is between six and 
nine. and in France and Spain it is lowerstill. In 
the case of Japan, too, the number of births is 
lower than in most parts of Europe except 
France, and the number of illegitimate births is 
smaller than in any European state. The writer 
in question attributes the remarkable increase to 
the development of wealth since the restoration 
ana the decrease of the death rate among chil- 
dren,

take place next May. It is called a“ beer jour- 
ney, each competitor being pledged on hono: to 
call at every saloon, hotel, or restaurant on the 
road and drink at least one glass of beer. The 
winner is to be that individual who has emptied 
the most pots and reached Vienna in the shortest 
time. Vienna beer-drinkers are inyited to join 
the race from their city on the same conditions. 
A good sum of money has already been collected 
in the club for this most intellectual and noble 
end, the members meeting weekly to discuss the 
matter.

TRADING REMARKABLY HEAVY AND 
PRICES OONTINUE TO ADVANCE. 


Breweries and American Strawboard the 
Leaders Board of Trade Markets Mod- 
erately Active and a Little Higher— 
The Govérnment Report on the Condi- 
tion of Winter Wheat Mildly Bullish— 


Iowa State Crop Report Shows a Big 
Shortage as Compared with Last Year,. 


At the Stock Exthange interest did not flag a 
moment frem the openina of the call to the tap of 
the closing bell. It was one of the liveliest half 
day’s trading the exchange has everseen. The 
space behind the rail was packed full of specta- 
tors and the brokers made a howling mob, in their 
endeavors to exectite orders. The market took a 
curious turn in respect to the direction of the ac- 
tivity. West Chicago Street railroad stock. 
which has been far and away the loader in interest, 
was almost completely neglected. The trading 
centered principaliy in two stocks in which there 
has been little doing heretofore—the Milwaukee 
Breweries and American Strawboard. 

The heaviest trading of the day was in Mil- 
waukee common. The feature of the trading was 
the large order executed by A. M. Day. He 
bought several hundred shares. Under the iuflu- 
ence of that buying quotations jumped rapidly 
from 35 to 36.. Prices sagged off again, and the 
net gain at the close was only one-quarter point 
better than the opening. The preferred stock 
was also decidedly active. It opened at 45 and 
closed at the same figure, but in the meantime it 
sagged to 44%. ‘he traders were puzzled over 
just what the heavy buying of the brewery stocks 
meant. Some thought it was the ‘covering of 
short sales, but the general opinion was that it 
was merely investment or speculative buying 
based on the present large earnings. The 
fact that the stocks did not respond more to 
such liberal buy was u disappointment to the 
bulls. It is probable that nearly any other secu- 
rity on the list would, in the present temper of 
the market, have shown a greater advance’on an 
order as large af was executed inthe breweries. 
One reason why they did not advance more. and

Strawboard stock was nearly as active as the 
breweries and much more remarkable in the fluc- 
tuation of quotations. There appeared to be 
buying orders in the market in which no refer- 
ence was made to price. Brokers seemed willing 
to pay anything that was asked, and the quota- 
tion jumped a pointatatime. The first sale was 
at 864, which was an advance of '4 over the clos- 
ing price of Friday. There was al'¢-point jump 
between the first quotation and the second and a 
2-point jump between the second quotation and 
the third. hie brought the stock u® to 90, but 
that was not enough. Prices were marked right 
on up until 93 was touched. All these sales were 
ex-dividend. The dividend was 2 per cent, so 
that the opening price really represented an ad- 
vance of 2%, and the highest price touched 
representéd an advance of 8% points. 
All this advance did not hold. The price 
slid back to 90, and then again advanced. 
going back to 92. The last sale was at 91% regu- 
lar. So far as one could judge the market it 
looked much as if the reaction after the first ad- 
vance was a manipulated one. Brokers seemed 
to see that they could not execute orders without 
runnine prices up at altogether toa rapid a rate 
and quotations were allowed to sag off. This 
brought out some more stock, and as fast as any- 
thing was offered it was snapped up, 

There was much specalation over what may be 
behind this advance. It was known that insiders 
were buyers, and it was taken for granted that 
there must be some favarable developments for a 
foundation to rest such an advance on. No one 
could be found, however, who would admit that 
there was anyth‘ng further than remarkably good 
earnings to account for the advance. It was said 
that the stock is to be listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange and made active there, but that 
report was denied General Manager Swinerton 
is at present in New York, and possibly he is fix- 
ing up some plan that is expected to work to the 
advantage of tne atockholders. The stock was 
certainly exceedingly strong and the buying 
secmed to bein good hands, but the memories of 
former flurries ofthis kind, with the always at- 
tending reaction, will keepa good many out of 
the market. 

Diamond Match was not so active as it has been 
lately, nor was the marketso firm. Quotations 
dropped back to 160, and there was considerable 
stock to be had at that price. A great many hold- 
ers of the stock have been willing to sell at prices 
much lower than the highest which the stock has 
reached, but they saw the advance keep on 80 
steadily that they were inclined to wait and see 
where it would end. That accounts for the small 
amount of stock that there has been for sale. 
The moment stockholders think the market has 
advanced as far as it is likely to there will prob- 
ably be much freer offerings than there have been 
80 Tar. 

Although West Side stock was inactive there 
was none of the weakness which a good many 
traders confidently look for. The intense activi- 
ty and sharp advance of the last few days have 
led many to believe that the stock must inevita- 
bly react the moment the buying orders gaase to 
come in. That view does not appear to bo cor- 
rect, for the market was quite as firm yesterday 
as it has been at any time, although the trading 
was On asmall scale. North Side: k, too, was 
inactive, but quotations were a litte firmer.

City railway stock was also 
firmer ; a quotation of 45244 was made. The opin- 
ion is gaining ground that the proposed $2,000,000 
issue of stock by the City railway is un- 
questionably for some other purpose than 
the ostensible one of furnishing new equip- 
ment and making improvements in 
cross-town lines, Persons who profess to be 
thoroughly familiar with the financial situation 
of the company declare that it isin no need of 
money from outside sources to meet those ex- 
penditures. In the first place, it is said, nothing 
like $2,000,000 will be 1 ener for such purposes, 
and in the second placethere is a wide enough mar- 
gin between net earnings and dividend payments 
to supply all the capital that is needed for such im- 
procemants, Whether or not the new stock will 
0 issued to carry out some scheme in con- 
nection with the elevated railroad is an open 
question, but traders are pretty thoroughly con- 
vinced that there is somethi on foot of much 
more importance than the buying of new cars and 
the stringing of electric trolley lines.

Niches or ledges were put im for idols 
and symbols of the Mäya religion. 
The top of these mounds had a flat surface, 
and on it were built the high, elaborate struct- 
ures. The mounds were also fitted up with 
dwelling rooms, as I- have discovered. The 
sloping side of the mounds was the entrance. 
From tbe measurements I have made these 
mounds formed about two-thirds of the whole 
structure. The mounds varied in size accord- 
ing to the pretensions of the house ontop. I 
suppose that the large kind with tall buildings 
were the palaces of the Mäya nobility; those 
found higher up on natural hills were the tem- 
ples and public buildings, while the smaller 
mounds, built on low land apart from the 
others, were the dwellings of the poor people. 

„We are working to translate the hierv- 
glyphics found on monoliths and elsewhere. 
We are also trying to trace a connection be- 
tween the mounds of the ancient Maya King- 
dom and those belonging to a comparatively 
modern age which are found in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and 
meund-builders, 
were the migratory 
the race which sought freedom and safety in 
leaving the country which was overrun by the 
Spanish conquerors. 

There is an erroueous belief, based upon a 
surface examination of the Maya ruins only, 
that pyramids were builtin those days and 
that the Mäya and the Egyptian were related 
in some way, which gave strength to the 
theory that the natives of Yucatan were de- 
scended from a race which came there from 
the east. I faund by digging around the 
mounds how this misconception eame to be 
formed by archzological writerg who didn’t 
take off their coats and go to work among the 
ruins to prove theif assertions. The ruins of 
the mounds certainly have a pyramidal forin 
now, but that can be explained. In process 
of decay the stone of the buildings on top of 
the mounds fell down ‘each side and of course 
sought the angle of rest at the battom. 
Gradually the  verpendicular side of 
the mound took on the shape of 
a pyramid by the accumulation 
of débris. I discovered the original shape of 
mound by unearthing the accumulations of 
centuries them. 

The most characteristic sections of the 
ruins which I have taken molds of are two 
which show the queer-looking but artistic Yu- 
catan arch. That nameis given because there 
is nothing hke it in m architecture.

show really fine carving 
men, idols, hieroglyphics, 


mentation. The art of the Maya Indians was 
evidently of a high order. One of the facades 
which I photographed and molded has carved 
in stone and high relief two huge serpents 
curved in opposite directions, each with dis- 
tended jaws, from which a human head pro- 
trudes. This representation of Kukulcan, the 
great serpent of the Mé@¥as, is 150 
feet long, and, as it was impos- 
sible for me to take the whole facade, 
I took a section, twenty-five feet long, in such 
a way as toshowa serpent’s head and tail. 
The eutire edifice of which this carving forms 
a section is 400 feet long. These elaborately 
carved fagades are supposed to have belonged 
to the palaces of the nobility. Some of the 
structures have ledges and niches where idols 
wore evidently placed, but they are not there 
now. Some openings, notably the one which 
can be seen back of the large Yucatan arch, 
led to rooms. 

I have an improved system of my own in- 
vention for making the papier maché im- 
pressions of the rums. I spent $4,000 on that 
part of my work. Instead of the old French 
method of laying one piece of papier on an- 
other and pressing each separately I made 
papier maché in pulp, or one mass. By my 
process of working the mold is free from the 
defects of shrinkmg and distortion. This 
system is only superior when the indentations 
are deep and the relief is bold ana sharp, as 
in the carved sections which I took. Plaid 
on my pulp ip layers, wait until 
one was dried by the sun before adding au- 
other. It took a week before a mold was 
ready to be taken off. All mine are faithful 
to the originals and are waterproof, but not 
fireproof. 

Although the Mayas have been degraded 
as a race, there are poets, philosophers, law- 
yers, priests, and merchants of pure Indian 
blood in Yucatan, and they are held in high 
esteem by the Mexicans. ‘he Bishop of 
Merida is a fuil blooded Indian and a perfect 
gentleman of great culture. The religion of

the Mäyas however is really idolatry witk-a 
thin veneer of Roman Catholicism. The 
Indians have a lot of folk lore and traditions 
about their ancient forefathers, but their re- 
ligion, their customs, their language, history, 
art, literature. laws. and principles of govern- 
ment are shrouded in mystery. All that is 
known with any certainty is that Yucatan was 
a kingdom. as 

After the conquest the Spanish authorities 
gathered allthe literature, historical books, 
and records of the kingdom from its founda- 
tion, made a pile of them forty feet high, and 
declaring everything written the work of the 

devil destroyed them by fire. There are 
many books written by Spaniards and others 
regarding the Mayas. but they are unreliable. 

“*I was assigned by the American Anti- 
quarian Society several years ago to obtain 
faithful reproductions of the well preserved 
collection of mural paintings to be found in 
the interior of these wonderful ruins.. The 
prevailing colors are shades of green and 
brown, and the drawing, coloring, and design 
show that the Mäyas were far advanced in 
art. 

Columbus on his fourth ard last voyage, in 
1502, in his unsuccessful effort to find a pas- 
sage which would lead him into the Indian 
Ocean, turned his face from the track which, 
if pursued, would have made the Gencese nav- 
igator the discoverer of Yucatan and Moxico. 
In 1506 two of Columbus’ companions on his 
immortal voyage of discovery, Juan Diaz de 
Solis and Vincent Yanez Pinzon, found a 
great part of the Kingdom of Yucatan. They 
didn’t explore the coast, however, nor was any 
landing made by the Spaniards until some 
years afterwards. 

The first time the Mdyas -set eyes on white 
men was in 1517, when an expedition from 
Cuba was fitted out under the leadership of 
Francisco Hernandez de Cordova. He dis- 
covered salt pits, stone towers, and chapels 
covered with wood and straw in which were 
Arranged in order several idols resembling 
women. 

While exploring the coast Hernandez and 

Eis men found a number of natives and asked 
them the name of the large town close by. 
They answered, Tectatan, tectatan, which 
means “I do not understand. From this the 
Spaniards thought it was the name of the 
town, and corrupting the word have ever 
since called it Yucatan.’’ That is the story 
of the origin of the name Yucatan as handed 
down by Spanish writers, but no affidavits go 
with it. 
It is also related that the Spanish explorers 
found square stone towers with steps, on the 
top of which were idols and carved in stone a 
great serpent forty-seven feet long, as broad 
as an ox, besmeared with human blood and 
devouring a lion. 8 

A second and larger Yucatan expedition 
was fitted out by Velasquez, Governor of 
Cuba, his nephew Grijalva being given the 
command. Prescott, the author of works on 
Mexico, says: 

Everywhere Grijalva was struck like his 
predecessor with the evidences of a higher 
civilization, esvecially in the architecture; as 
he well might be, since this was the region of 
those extraordinary remains which have be- 
come recently the subject of so much specula- 
tion. 


MR. REDFIELD’S THEORY OF STORMS.

In the year 1821 a severe storm prevailed 
along the eastern coast, which for many years 
was known asthe great September gale.” 
It held that title until September, 1869, when 
another and more remarkable one occurred, 
which rather disturbed its claim to the honor. 
It was a little time after the first storm that 
William C. Redfield, the meteorologist, while 
making a journey in Massachusetts, was 
struck by a somewhat curious fact. He no- 
ticed that in Massachusetts the trees prostrat- 
ed by the wind ail lay with their heads to the 
southeast, showing that the gale there was 
from the northwest, but in Connecticut the 
trees blown down in the same storm lay head 
to the northwest, showing that the gale had 
been a southeast one. He aecertained, more- 
over, that when the wind was blowmg south- 
east in Middleton, his home, it was northwest 


at a place not seventy miles from there. 


It was then that the idea flashed across his 
mind that the gale was a progressive whirl- 
wind, That was a great thought. It was 
such a flash of perception as came to Newton 
when he connected the falling apple with the 
planets in space. It was such an insight into 
the meaning of a fact as James Watt had when 
he saw the possibilities of the force that was

great scientific thinkers of his day, says the 
Popular Science Monthly. He made this 
storm the basis of his investigations, follow- 
ing his researches into its movement by a 
careful collection of facts in relation to others 
like it.

FLORENCE BLYTHE HINOKLEY WINS 
A HOTLY OONTESTED SUrr. 


Decision of the Supreme Court in Her 
Favor—History of a Remarkable Case 
San Francisco Property-Owners Deeply 
Interested in the Improvements That 
Will Probably Be Made in the Estate— 
How Mrs. Hinckley Received the News 
—she Is Happy in Her Marriage. 

The future of the Blythe estate, one of the 
most important to the development of San 
Francisco, has been definitely settled. It has 
passed into the hands of Mrs. Frederic M. 
Hinckley, better known until her recent mar- 
riage as Florence Blythe. The decision ren- 
dered in her favor as the child of the deceased 
Thomas H. Blythe by Judge Coffey was con- 
firmed by the Supreme Court 1n an exhaustive 
opinion. As is shown below this decision is 
final, covering all the points involved in the 
controversy, and vests the property in the 
daughter. it recognizes next of kin.“ but 
these will have no interest whatever in the 
estate unless Mrs. Hinckley should die with- 
out heirs. 

The people of San Francisco have had a very 
deep interest in the ultimate disposal of this 
estate, which comprises a block of the most 
eligible business property in the city. While 
it has been in litigation no one has had author- 
ity to improve it in any way, but now that its 
ownership has been determined there is évery 
probability that the old rookeries which have 


so long disfigured one of the finest blocks in 


the heart of the city will soon give way to 
handsome business buildings. The legal and 
social aspect of the Case will interest com- 
paratively few people, but the material ad- 
vantages to be derived from the final disposal 
of the matter concerns every property-holder, 
says the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The opinion comprises forty pages of type- 
written copy and enters quite fully into the 
history of this case, which has been one of the

most important, as it has been one of the 
most celebrated, in the history of juris- 
prudence in California. It reviews the able, 
patient, and exhaustive presentation of the 
ease in Judge Coffey’s opinion and decision 
and holds strictly to the idea that every hon- 
est man should legitime his offspring and 
that it is the duty thé State to encourage 
such a course. 


. 
Sec. 1,387 of the Civil Code declares that 


“ every illegitimate child is an heir ot any person 
who in writing, signed in the ee of com- 
petent witnesses, acknowledges himself to be the 
father of such child”. The obvious purpose of 
the Legislature in making this enactment was to 
entitle illegitimate, chi to inherit their 
father's estate the same as legitimate children. 

The opiniow refers to tae fact of Blythe's 
having written dee e to his oh 
acknowledges ‘the. -rela of father an 
daughter willingly, gladly, and entirely, and 
says: 

lf letters are entitled to be used as wri to 
prove the fact of acknowledgment, these letters 

rove that fact. It was decided in iley vs. 

»yd, 59 Ind., 297, under a statute requ ing the 
father to acknowledge bis illegitimate child sub- 
ject to marriage, before such child should be held 
legitimate, that It was not necessary that this 
acknowledgment should have been expressed in 
words, but it may fairly be inferred from the 
acts and conduct of the elder Bazil.” Blythe, 
in writing, acknowledged himself tu be the father 
of Florence Blythe. Florence Blythe is an il- 
‘legitimate child, therefore Blythe. acknowledged 
himself to be the father of an illegitimate child. 
This logic is unassailable, and no sound reason 
can be adduced why the acknowledgment should 
not contain a declaration of bastardy. 

Judge Coffey’s decision is sustained; Judge 
Garoutte signs the decision; Judges Paterson 
and Sharpstein countersign it, and Justices 
McFarland and De Haven concur. Chef 
Justice Beatty and Justice Harrison were dis- 
qualified and did not participate. 

History of the Case. 


Thomas H. Blythe was the universally ac- 
cepted name of a San FranCisco millionaire 
who died at No. 27 Geary street, this city, 
April 4, 1883. He came here from Liverpool 
in the ship Antelope in 1849, at a time when 
people's names and antecedents were not too 
closely inquired into. He was medium of 
stature and fair of face, showed evidences of 
education and considerable common sense. 
He earned a living by peddling. By 1851 he 
had saved enough money to buy the block 
bounded by Geary and Market streets, now 
worth $5,000,000 or more, for $300. When he

went to the mines he had the good judgment 
to hold on to this piece of property. 
In a few years he was a wealthy 
man, He never exhibited any business 
judgment or public enterprise and ap- 
peared to have few friends. If he had 
any confidauts they failed to make themselves 
known after his death. At tne time of his 
death: he was living with Alice Edith Dicka- 
son, a woman of some education. Blythe 
died and the struggle for his millions began. 
Alice Edith claimed to be his wife by verbal 
compact. To contest her claim come out of 
England a little girl who called herself 
Florence Biythe and the daughter of the dead 
millionaire. There were a hundred other 
claimants, who hatled from all lands and * 
climes and boldly entered the lists. Besides 
the alleged widow, Alice Edith, and the daugh- 
ter Florence, the only claimants who deserve 
notice were the Williams, who claimed that 
Blythe was not Blythe, but Thomas Williams. 
The Williams people contendea that Blythe 
was a Welshman, and they made so good a 
case that Judge Coffey coincided with them.

The estate involved in this decision is now 
estimated to be worth between $5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000. The great bulk of it is comprised 
in the block bounded by Market street, Grant 
avenue, and Geary street, and a lot at the 
corner of Grant avenue and Geary street, 
about twenty-five feet front on Geary and 
sixty feet deep on Grant avenue, being part of 
the site occupied by the City of Paris Build- 
ing. This lot is held on ground lease for 
twenty years, at a monthly rental of $330, and 
the estate has the right of buying at the ex- 
piration of the lease, a few years hence, at the 
then prevailing market value. This corner 
therefore practically belongs to the estate, and 
the gore at Market and Geary streets and No. 
25 Geary street are the only gaps in the block. 
The present income from this property is 
$13,500 a month, and its value is constantly in- 
creasing. It is located im the very heart of 
the city, and the litigation over it alone has 
prevented its improvement. It is at present 
occupied by ramshackle buildings, with a 
single exception, and the ground is too val- 
uable for such structures. Properly im- 
proved its revenue could be easily quadrupled. 

Besides this property the estate holds 75,000 
acres ot swamp and desert land in San Diego 
County, the title of a portion of which is in 
dispute. It also owns a million acres of land 
in Mexico, the value,of which is not definitely 
known. Then there is an accumulation of 
ready morey in the hands of the administra- 
tor, and altogether the plum which has been 
plucked for Florence from the Probate Court 
is a very luscious one. What the new owner 
will do with it is the question that interests 
the people of San Francisco.

The Hh ms has Aes 9 the Cyclopedia. 
He draws a line on the issue of Joshua getting 
the sunstroke and Jonah lying heavy on the 
prepared fish’s stomach, He is doubting 
whether this grand array of Cyclopedia 
schools, endowed with land and light and mu- 
sic, shall be allowed to be cursed by some 
donkey-mounted Balaam whose donkey even 
has had some of the Cyclopeedia in his fodder. 

Since the Cyclopedia set his four legs on 
this republic the Megatherium is not more 
dead than the devil. Ihe 3-year-old urchin 
sits up in bed reading the last treatise on 
evolution. The evolutionist is in the pulpit 
and the devilutionist is yelling in the altar, 
‘Come down from thence.’ Out upon you, 
rodent.’ ‘Belemite, bacillica!’ cries the 
man who has got three alphabetical degrees 
on in the Cyclopedia.

When have I 
seen a picture of Calvin, Bishop Bonner, 
Torquemada, Endicott. The portrait of 
Bishop Laud by Delaroche affords a view of 
only that persecutor’s hands. But our walls 
are filled with the martyrs of the synods; 
with Huss and Savauarola, Galileo, Bruno, 
and Hester Prynne, Anne Hutchinson and 
Roger Williams. Let therefore the heathen 
rage, and the best ofall is that the greater 
light is breaking where the largest darkness 
Jay. Ireland is adopting the institutions of 
the times. Her leading soions like Cardinal 
Gibbons and Bish -p Ireland are followers of 
those wise churchmen, Cardinal D’Ailly and 
Roger Bacon, whose apostle was Columbus. 
Copernicus also was a canon, or demiclerical, 
and by that siuecure he put a watch upon the 
stars as Dr. Henry McCook but yesterday upon 
the Texas ants. Go to the ant, thou slug- 
gard,’ might have been addressed to some o 
polemical preacher who was ever following 
young Jesus about with his finger on a verse 
of Jeremiah, squinting like an assassin, as if to 
say: ‘Get over this if you can!’ 
The German Lutheran priests in the very 
beginning assumed extraordinary prerogatives 
uver their congregations here. The sons of 
the missionary Muhlenberg fought the public 
schools in Pennsylvania as hard as Longfellow 
describes the devils dazu the cathedral 
bells. They refused at Reading, Pa., to let 
preaching be done in English and to let the 
general society educate the children, At last 
three different 8 went off from 
Henry M. Muhlenberg’s church, unable to 
understand his monopoly of the German 
tongue. He meantime, like his brethren, was 
fattening upon marriages and politics. He 
took as wives two different daughters of Gov. 
Joseph Heister, the richest Dutchman in the 
State, ran for Congress, and died Minister to 
Austria. I think one of his brothers or uncles 
was Speaker of Congress, another Collector of 
the Port of Philadelphia, a third military 
officeholder, and old Simon Cameron pro- 
fessed to be descended from them. 

The Legisiature in session for that short 
term which the impecuniosity of most of the 
Southern States has ordained presents a stand- 
point for the study of what was long the most 
— f-willed uf American provincial sovereign- 
ties. 

A Little Carolina History. 

Gov. Tillman, just inaugurated for the sec- 
ond time, is a man of strange exterior, with a 
large mouth, a defective or gone eye, a laugh 
and a sneer that welt into each otner, and a 
general look between the mountaineer and the 
borderer, not altogether unlike the Cherokee 
people who were expelled hence in 1777 and in 
their Indian Territory are possibly richer 
than the Carolinians. He represents the in- 
formality and radicalism which have in the 
higher latitude of the State turned against 
the old gentles and officeholding degree as if 
to punish them for the errors of their 
régime. Just before his accession Gov. Hugh 
S. Thompson published & rather roseate report 
upon the physical condition of the State, the 
only book of value to be found here since 
David Ramsey's State history of the first 
years of this century. ‘l'here we find the main 
cause of the transferrel of political power 
from Charleston to the Piedmunt and Alpine 
region to have been the railways. In 1828 
real estate in Charleston had sunk to half its 
former value, and this fact was a cause of the 
attacks made upon the tariff of that year. 
It was supposed that to imitate the 
North in works of transportation would 

to recover trade population; 
but Charleston was the entrepot from nowhere, 
unless the West Indies, and every railroad she 
bas assisted carried her people aw Her 
first serious blow was received from Jefferson’s 
embargo, which tied up her shipping. The first 
railroad commission reported that with a 
trade of $7,000,000 in rice and cotton her abil- 
ity was emigrating, her decline was unprece- 
dented, many of her houses tenantless, and 
grass growing 8 in some of the 
chief business streets. The remedy for this 
was the nullification disorder, whith kept 
strangers from loving the State and drove 
away swarms of the moral and timorous na- 
tives. The railroad from Charleston to Au- 
gusta, with a branch to Columbia, cost neariy 
a million dollars, but it led the way to Georgia 
and farcher on and led aobody and nothing in. 

An attempt to reach the West direct through 
the Bine Ridge to Cincinnati was stopped by 
the unthinking rebellion. Convict labor final- 
ly completed but a year ago the Asheville con- 
nection to East Tennessee, which has greatly 
benefited Western North Carolina. The Air 
line, built in the carpet-bag era from Char- 
lotte to Atlanta, carried the ideas of South 
Carolina as well as the productions away and 
left Augusta and Colu=:bia far s uth, where 
Charleston had been. M 
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raised at home, and, as persistence in sla very 
work d an unnecessary pe 
ence in cotton may destroy all verautile agri- 
culture and home development. 

cash, perhaps the worst. 
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Port Ro} al, with twenty-eight feet of water 
at the wharf and a railroad, had shrunk ten 
years ago to 887 population. Greenville is 
probably the most important town in the pres- 
ent state of political thought. Since the war 
it has grown nearly 1,000 per cent, and not 
shipping ante-bellum a single pound of cotton, 
1t now sends a quarter of a million vf yarn to 
Boston and some 50,000 cotton bales, A chem- 
ist came along and saw these phosphates and 
threw them into his retort: ‘“‘ There, gentle- 
men,“ said he, is your nigger come back.” 

State Bank as a Loan Shop. 

The Civil War cost this State a shrinkage of 
$300,000,000, or near $300 a head. Now near 
70,000 blacks go to school, and Allen Negro 
Methodist University had near a million dol- 
lars of property. Charleston Mercury, 
which taught all her miseries to the State, 
gave up the ghost in 1868. The most profit 
able paper in the State was established by 
Ben Wood of New York. The George Pea- 
body trust is a chief reliance for Southern 
education, as it aims to manufacture teachers. 
The old State bank, which rumor says was a 

litical loan shop, was placed in a receiver’s 

ands in 1870 after an existence of near sixty 
years. The United States Bank was wrecked 
by Andrew Jackson, a native of this State. 

The attitude of the present aggressive or 
radical domination at Columbia is partly 
agrarian and partly insurgent; an idea of 
bettering finance by punishing somebody. It 
is very hard to get personality out of South- 
ern politics. The galaxy of Carolina poli 
ticians was at its best when Alexander Hamil- 
ton, himself a Creole from the neighboring 
Indies, fostered the Pinckneys and Draytons 
and offered them posts of honor, even as 
high as the Presidency. But Aaron Burr un- 
derbid Hamilton, married his daughter to the 
subsequent Governor, Alston, and the Fed- 
eralist impression upon the State ended when 
Burr killed Hamilton, only twenty-six years 
before nullification. 

Rutledge, whom Washington made Chief 
Justice of the United States, but whom the 
Senate refused to confirm beeause of his wild 
speeches to Citizen Genet, became insane for 
parts of the last five years of bis life through 
the violence of thinking in that Barbadoes- 
Jamaica of States. 

When Aaron Burr’s daughter, Theodosia, 
married Joseph Alston, Justice Iredell ex- 
pressed surprise that so noble a maid should 
be allowed by her father to wed a dissolute 
young man; he lived to be only 38, and Blen- 
nerhassett wrote to him in 1811: 

T have survived all the lators of body and 
mind imposed upon me by the evil genius of 
Jefferson and of Burr except the remaining 
one of exposing both. You pledged yourself 
to me to back with all your preperty, worth 
as you stated 200,000 guineas, to join and 
support us at New Orleans at the head of 2,000 
to 3,000 men; to leave with me besides your 
oral and writteh guarantee of indemnity for 
all my losses, a private cipher? the inscrutable 
vehicle of our correspondence, afterward to 
commit the shabby treason of deserting from 
your parent by affinity and your sovereiga in 
expectancy, and then finally in your letters to 
your Governor to vilify your father-in-law and 

rpetuate ar open perjury by publicly deny- 
ing all privity or connection with his views or 
projects. 

Theodosia Burr.“ says Parton, declared 
that the society of New York was so superior 
to that of the South that a woman must be a 
fool who denied it. 

Standing As a Blasted Tree. 

Says Catharine Birney in her life of the 
Grimke sisters: “Mr. Grimke in the State 
Senate told Carolina in 1831 that if she per- 
sisted in her disloyalty she would stand as a 
blasted tree in the midst of the other States. 
The Charleston mob came to attack his house; 
he sent his family to the country, illuminated 
his front windows, threw onen his doors, and 
seated himself quietly on his porch. The 
howling mob came on, but as he boidly ad- 
vanced to meet them, saying his cause was fit 


broke rauks, and straggled away.“ 

His sisters left the State never to return, 
joined Garrison, Whittier, and the abolition- 
ists, and when Pennsylvania Hall, Philadel- 
phia,.was burned by the pro-slavery mob the 
Grimke girls were abolition speakers there. 

The mild Philipa Hone of New York re- 
corded in his diary, 1840: 

„The Carolinians are the most clannish, 
selfish people in America. They have no af.- 
fection for anything except South Carolina; 
their apostle, Calhoun, would coalesce with 
the devil if he saw in such a course the small- 
est chance of bringing down New York to the 
level of Charleston, and would rejoice in a 
revolution of nature which should cause the 
Atlantic to recede from our shores and leave 
our ships rotting in the mud.”’ 

Hone quotes Guv, McDuffie as saying twenty 
years in advance of A. H. Stephens: Domes- 
tic slavery is the cornér stone of our repub- 
lican edifice. God forbid that my descend- 
ante shall ever live, to the remotest genera- 
tions, in a free State. Abolition agitation in 
my deliberate opinion must be punished by 
death without benefit of clergy.“ This was in 
1835. It justified, as Benton says, any other 
sort of interference with State sovereignty; if 
with free speech in Pennsylvania why not 
with slavery in Carolina. 

Fanny Kemble said after living in the Caro- 
lina Islands: The pational character pro- 
duced and fostered by slaveholding is incom- 
patible with free institutions, and the Soutnern 
aristocracy are unfit to be members of a 
Christian rebublic.“ GATH.

Mantles and draped dresses are better hung 
up in wardrobes or small closets, where they 
will be kept free from dust, than they would 
be if folded in a drawer where they would be- 
come creased, | 

Very dusty clothes should be well shaken 
before bemg brushed, and much of the dust 
should be rubbed off with a dry cloth. For 
the brushing preeess the dress should be 
spread upon a board and sbould be brushed 
the way of the nap of the cloth. The 


| brushing should be done quickly and lightly 


or the brush does more harm than g 
Cloth and woolen dresses should be taken out 
of wardrobes frequently, while the wardrobes 
are being cleared from dust and exposed to 
the fresh air, If woolens are never put away 
damp nor warm from perspiration there is 
little chance that moths will ever get into 
them. 

A lump of fresh chareoal placed in a clothes- 
press will often prevent the unpleasant smell 
which clothes have when they have beer long 
put away. 

Clothes-brushes should be kept clean by 
washing them ocvasiunally in cold water. 

Ribbon bows may be kept stiff and fresh by 
stuffing them with tissue-paper before they are 
put away. 3 

Plushes and velvet and the heavier kinds of 
brocaded silk should be protected from the 
pressurp of the buttons by having tissue paper 
put under each button before the garment is 
laid away for even a week’s time. 

When so unsightly a thing as a grease spot 
occurs upon the gown lay a piece of brown 
paper upon the affected spot and rub it with a 
very hot iron, which, however, should not be 
hot enough to burn the paper. If the grease 
is very thick the paper may have to be changed 
two or three times. But the treatment would 
be efficacious in the end.

CATTLE DYING BY THOUSANDS. 


Terrible Suffering from Drought in New 
Mexico—Loss, 40 Per Cent. 

Dexven, Colo., Dec. 10.—A prominent cattle- 
man just arrived from northwestern New 
Mexico says that for more than two years the 
heavens there have refused to yield rain and 
as a result the water courses are dried up and 
the irrigating ditches are useless. At a low 
estimate,” said he, 75,000 to 100,000 head of 
cattle have died from starvation and lack of 
water. The railroads are shipping cattle out 
of the region by train loads, but thougands of 
these cattle will die as they are too weak to 
withstand the winters, Some cattle companies 
estimate their loss as high as 60 per cent and 
the average will run 35 to 40 per cent. Tne

AMERICA IN THE DEAL 


PANAMA OANAL ALSO HAS A SIDE 
FOR THIS OOUNTRY. 


Diplomatic Circles Watching Develop- 
ments—Important Part the Monroe 
Doctrine Played in the Scheme—Belie f 
in France That “Uncle Dick” Thomp- 
son Was a Canal Official—Poor People 
Paid Subscriptions in Full, While Cap- 
italists Made Good But a Small Per Cent 

Wasurnetor, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special. ]— 
Panama Canal has aside for Washington as 
well as for Paris. Diplomatic circles here are 
watching the developments closely. The 
South American representatives have a prac- 
tical interest in the matter, for the Panama 
Canal has long-threatened to raise a cloud on 
the international horizon. The Columbian 
Government, it is known, has profited largely 
because of the money left by the Frenchmen 
in that country. Possibly there is some little 
jealousy on this account from its less prosper- 
ous neighbors. 

There is also the rival project of the Nicar- 
agua Canal, and Capt. Eads’ Tehuantepec 
ship canal scheme is not entirely dead. 
Pittsburg and Chicago capitalists are still 
bavking it, and the Mexican Government is 
said to be ready with @ subsidy. The South 
Americans, however, have been mainly inter- 
ested because of the bearing of the Panama 
on the Monroe doctrine. They have wondered 
if the time would come when the United States 
would definitely assert that doctrine in rela- 
tion to Panama. a 

In official ciroles there has long been a feel- 
ing that inasmuch as the enterprise was bound 
to collapse, no necessity existed for inter- 
posing diplomatic objections. This convic- 
tion was based on full and careful reports 
made under the direction of the Navy Depart- 
ment. One of these, in 1885, was by Lieut. 
Kimball; another, in 1889, was by Lieut. 
Rogers. The latter in his report predicted 
definitely the failure of the canal. Objection 
was taken toit at the time, but subsequent 
events have justified his judgment. 

No Encouragement to Americans. 

At one time various capitalists were sound- 
ing the Navy and State Departments to know 
whether, in case of the definite failure of the 
French plan, it would be advisable for them 
tu take hold of the enterprise and finish the 
canal. Not much encouragement was given 
these inquiries. It was known that if the 
canal should be finished by citizens of the 
United States the resentment in France would 
be great, and there would inevitably be diplo- 
matic complications. Most of the capitalists 
have since bent their energies to the Nica- 
ragua Canal. 

Some testimony has been given at the Paris 
investigation about the American committee 
of the Panama Canal and its $2,400,000.. The 
State Department has on file a good deal of 
correspondence about Panama, but this 
American committee does not figure in it, for 
the reason that the citizens of the United 
States who were members of the committee 
simply acted in their private capacities. A 
former New Eugla Congressman, who 
claimed to have been the diplomatic agent of 
the Panama people, used to talk about the 
revelations he could make if he chose. Another 
member who heard of this talk made an in- 
vestigation on his own account and fully satis- 
fied himself that there was nobody connected 
with the United States Government who could 
in any way be found betraying his official 


trust. As tho ex-diplomatic agent never made 


his promised revelations, it is probable that 
he had none to make. 

There isin Washington at present a man 
whose official position gave hima chance to 
see much of the inside of the Panama 
scheme. Part of the time he was in this coun- 
try, but most of it he was in Paris. 


How the French People Were Gulled. 


This ex-official gave tothe correspondent 
for Tan Trisunz a picturesque description of 
the way the French oo were gulled. He 
also shed some side hght on the American end 
of the business. He said: 

I was in Paris when the first subscription 
was floated. ps was then at the 
height of his fame. Suez had been a brill- 
iant success. Then why not Panama? That 
was the question which was put to every 
Frenchman, and he answered by subscribing.: 
I think the amount of the first issue was 600,- 
000,000 francs. It was worked after a manner 
not unknown to gentlemen who float gigantic 
enterprises. The American part of it was in 
the hands of a New York banking firm, which 
had a branch in Paris, or it may be that the 
Paris firm was the head and New York the 
branch. But that does not matter. 

»The hour and the day had been set for 
closing the subscriptions. In came cable- 
grains saying that so many millions—lI forget 
just how many, but the amount was large— 
had been subscribed in New York City; that 
the subscriptions were still piling up; that 
Cincinnati, Chicago, and a few other towns 
which the Frenchmen know are in the United 
States were demanding a chance, but that they 
must have more time. Similar reports, of 
course, came from European centers. 

Then De Lesseps appeared in his réle of 
the friend of the people. He imperiously de- 
clared that the people had not had a chance, 
that the subscriptions were from the banks 
and the rich men everywhere. Though he had 
not the shadow of authority for domg it, he 
ordered that the books should not be closed 
till France itself—and by that he meant the 
middle class and the thrifty peasants—were 
given an opportunity to get their share in the 
patriotic enterprise which was to make the 
world green with envy over the achievements 
of ‘La France.“ So the books were kept open 
and the small subscriptions rolled in. 


Big Financiers Let Out Easily. 


“Then the question was how was the stock 
to be allotted? Again De Lesseps appeared 
in his magnificent role as the friend of the 
people. If 1 remember rightly the subscrip- 
tions for the 600,000,000 stock reached 1, 600, 
000,000. De Lesseps decreed that the small 
subscription of 500 francs should be allotted 
in full. The 10,000 franc subscription should 
get 7,500. And so on up the scale till the 
millions were reached, and these great sums 
were scaled: down till they only got anywhere 
from 1 to 10 per cent of the amount for which 
they had subscribed. re is where the big 
financiers got out. They could afford to take 
from 1 to 10 per cent of the stock, after they 
had started the furor by subscribing their 
millions. My recollection is that the New 
York house which handled the American sub- 
scriptions took just 1 per cent. I think the 
total amount of stock taken in the United 
States did not reach $200,000, but ail this time 
the Frenchmen were scrambling over one 
another because they did not want the United 
States to get ahead of them in their great 


“national enterprise. France went wild over 


the generosity of the magnificent De Les- 
8e 


ps. 

Do not think that the French investor is 
not cautious, fo® he is. He had to be con- 
vinced before he would make any investment, 
One of the things that stood in his way was 
the Mouroe doctrine. What would the Gov- 
ernment of the United States do about that 
doctrine? Well, one answer to this question 
was the supposed subscriptions which were 
pouring in from New York. 


Thought “ Dick” Thompson an Officer. 


Another was ‘the American committee,’ 
with our friend, ex-Secretary Richard W. 
Thompson, the Mariner of the Wabash, as its 
Chairman. You know ex-President Grant de- 
clined the position. ‘ Monsier le Minister de 
Marine means more in France than it does 
here, where we do not think so much of offi- 
cialis. Then the French papers so contrived 
that Ancien, which means ‘ ex,’ never a 
—— before the name of Monsieur Ricards 

hompson. I have no doubt that the great 
majority of the Frenchmen actually believed 
that a member of the Cabinet of the President 
of the United States was an officer in the 
Panama Canal. That settled the Monroe doc. 
trine for them. 

“* I never heard just what the duties of that 
American committee were, but a French offi- 


cial whom I met herein Washington three or 


four years ago told me ‘ Uncle Dick,’ as you 
call him out West, was still drawing $25,000 a 
year as Chairman of that cummittee. 
Americans made a good deal of money out 
of the Panama business, but most of it was 
made legitimately. Their control of the Pan- 
ama railroad enabled them to drive a mighty 
good bargain. Then the New York Construc- 
tion company, which had some of the con- 
tracts, realized on them extensively by utiliz. 
ing American met This company did 
its work honestly, and the part uf the carp} 
which it built was well done. The French 
contractors could not understand why the 
Americans should bother about doing the 
work.

“T have grave doubts about it. I think it 
will be found that there was much less of this 
bribery than has been generally supposed, A 
few men conceived most of the frauds and a 
few men were probably bribed to use their of. 
ficial positions to execute them, Then you 
must remember that soma of those things are 
looked on leniently by public sentiment in 
France, There are the Paris newspapers, for 
instance. It was simply a business matter 
with them. Lou could not make them be- 
lieve that in giving’ their support for pay they 
were doing anything corrupt. They regard it 
as a sort of an advertising affair. 

How Newspapers Helped the Scheme. 

„I knew the member of a syndicate which 
represented twenty-one Paris papers. His 

aper was one that is known all through 

urope. He told me that the papers appoint- 
ed a committee. I'think it was composed of 
three members who represented them in this 
matter. Some of the journals wanted to con- 
duct negotiations independently on their own 
basis, but they had to come into the syndicate 
which negotiated with the Panama promoters 
for the use of their columns, This syndicate 
disbursed, as I recollect the statement, 10,000,- 
000 francs at one period of the agitation.”’ 

„% Were you able to form any estimate of 
the amount which the canal has cost France?“ 

Ido not think anybody could do that ac- 
curately. At onetime in making some in- 
vestigation I fuund that securities which would 
amount to $426,000,000 had been put out, and 
that $287, 000,000 had actually been raised on 
them. This was when the craze was at its 
height, but Johany Crapaud was content. He 
believed that his money was going to come 
back to him a hundred fold, and that it would 
all redound to the glory of France and the 
confusion of the rest of the world. Whenever 
an Englishman or an American ventured to 
doubt the success of De L ps they were looked 
on with pity. The Englishmen were sure to be 
asked, ‘ Did not the London Times say that 
the Suez Canal could not be built, and prove 
so to its own satisfaction?’ and Had not the 
same objections been raised about climatic 
conditions, unstable governments, and i 
necring difficulties when De 
build Suez that were now raised against Pan- 
ama?’ They used to have the articles from 
the London Times decrying Suez all ready to 
flash under your eyes if you hazarded a doubt 
about Panama.

SHORT SKETCH OF AN EVENTFUL LIFE. 


Mrs, Besant’s Domestic Troubles and Sub- 
sequent Career as a Reformer. 

The biographical sketches of Mrs. Besant that 
have found their way to this country are singu 
larly fragmentary and disconnected. Her maiden 
name was Wood, and sbe was born in England of 
Irish parents. Her father was in Chicago recent- 
ly as a member of the English ‘World's Fair Com- 
mission. Her grandfather enjoys the distinction, 
in history, of having paid the debts of the Duke of 
Kent, thereby permitting him and his wife to re- 
turn to England in time for Queen Victoria to be 
born in t country. Lord Hathaway, Lord 
Chancellor of England, was her cousin. She mar- 
ried a minister, the brother of Walter Besant, the 
novelist, who dislikes her, aud who accents the 
last syllable of his name because she accents the 
first ot hers. 

Mrs. Besant’s married life was unhappy. She 
had three lovely children, two of whom, a son and 
a daughter, are grown and married, while the 
third is dead. But in 1874 she was legally sepa- 
rated from her husband, at her own suit, on the 
ground of cruelty, and was denied the custody of 
her children on the ground that she was an athe- 
ist. The real cause of the separation was her 
complete defection from the Christian faith and 
her refusal to take the communion in compliance 
with her husband's requirement. Her children, 
however, did not share her husband's views, and 
as soon as they reached their majority returned 
to her roof, and have lived with her ever since. 

Mrs. Besant's public career as a reform- 
er, iconoclast, agitator, and philanthropist, 
began with her separation from her husband. She 
was a born altruist, and was no sooner thrown on 
her own resources than she plunged into the work 
of relieving the wants and sorrows of the poor in 
the East End of London. The accounts given of 
her self-denying labors for the poor women and 
match girls of that locality almost pass belief. 
She was known among them simply as Annie,“ 
and addressed familiarly by that name on all oc- 
casions. She was their organizer, their sympa- 
thizer, and counselor, and it is solemnly asserted 
that at one time she denied herself necessary food 
to feed them. It is said that so great was the at- 
tachment of the pvor for her that she could visit 
localities in London with safety into which the 
armed police would not venture, and that she 
couid dispel a mob with her presence and voice 
that had defied the whole municipal force. 

When she abandoned Christianity she became a 
materialist. But while writing a review of Mme. 
Blavatsky’s Secret Doctrine for William Stead 
she was unexpec converted to the system 
herself, and became from that time Blavatsky's 
apt and humble disciple, to whom the great 
teacher when dying ueathed the mysterious 
finger-ring which she had receivea from her own 
great teacher in the t. 

Mrs. Besant’s history is summed up as member 
of the Church of England, atheist, Pantheist, So- 
cialist, editor, essayist. educator, labor organizer, 
humanitarian, and theosophist. Her character 
is aptly described as giftea, erratic, and much- 

She has a heart that enfolds all human- 
ity and a mind that flies from one ism to an- 
other in a search after truth. She is one of the 
most wonderful women of tne age.

The Dolls That Amused Napoleon III. and 
a €zar’s Puppet Soldiers. 

Pali Mali Budget; The recent diseovery at 
Buckingham Palace of the dolls which the 
Queen dressed as a child has caused almost as 
much interest on the continent as in this 
country. The French especially have been 
struck with the idea that this woman of 73, 
covered with glory, Queen of a happy En- 
giand and Empress of a peaceful India,” 
should again let her eyes rest upon the toys 
with which she played more than sixty years 


ago. 

Another fact in connection with the Queen’s 
dolls, on which French new rs love to 
dweil, is that her Majesty has shown an inter- 
est in the dolls which, in the words of one 
French chronicler, looks almost as if she 
would have liked to be left alone with her be- 
loved toys and take once more into her arms 
the ugly, old-fashioned dolls. 

Curiously enough, the last Emperor of the 
French had an army of dolls, which-in many 
respects were like those of the Queen, Iu- 
stead of shepherdesses and sleeping beauties 
however, the dolls of Napoleon III, were all 
soldiers, each one representing a regiment in 
the French army, and each a perfect model 
in every way.

TO EDUCATE CONVICTS 
AN EXTENSION SOHEME OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF OHIOAGO. 


The Plan Under Discussion Is to Have 
Lectures Delivered in Prisons Upon 
Snbscription, the Work Begun to Be 
Carried On by Correspondence — The 
Blind May Have Advantages Provided 
for Them—What the Newberry Library 
Center Offers Ite Patrons. 

A new phase of extension work is being agi- 
tated at the University of Chicago, and it bids 
fair to soon become well established, It is 
the delivering of extension lectures in the va- 
rious prisons of the country, and especially in 
the State penitentiary at Joliet. 


These lectures wil! not be given as an enter- ) 


tainment nor will the men be required to at- 
tend. Subscriptions will be taken up among 
the convicts and the courses will 
be regularly paid for, just as in 
the work outside of prison walls. 
The men can take the courses and then keep 
up their work by correspondence, a plan by 
which studies in more than forty courses can 
now ‘be taken. Credit will be given for all 
work done, so that in time, provided the men 
keep at the task, they may become full- 
fledged coliege graduates. 

Another suggestion which is being seriously 
considered by the department is the higher 
education of the biind by extension work. 
There is a considerable amount of literature 
in raised letters, and it is thought that the 
system of correspondence might be profitably 
introdueed. Great interest is being shown in 
this movement, as it falls directly in the 
sphere of extension work, the real function of 
which is to develop along lines hitherto un- 
touched. ö 

The University is receiving demands for ex- 
tension work from many distant points, which 
it will be impossible to cover. Calls have 
been received from Oxford, O., Nashville, 

enn., Indianapolis, Ind., Flint and Kalama- 
200, Mich., St. — Kansas City, Wyoming 
and Colorado. The demand is especially great 
from lowa. New centers have n formed 
at Springfield, Decatur, and Quiney, III. 

A letter was received the other day from M. 
E. Saddler, Secretary at Oxford, England, 
He congratulated the University of Chicago 
on its work and especially on the spirit with 
which the university had entered upon ex- 
tension work. Another letter has been re- 
ceived from D. Witcha in India, making in- 
quiries about the work. Still another from 
Henri de Varigny of France, who wished to 


report on the movement. Sir R. D. Roberts, - 


Secretary of the London Society, has written a 
cordial letter, and says that he will be in this 
country in July so asto attend the interna- 
tional conference. 

The university has just received a complete 
set of the university extension publications of 
Oxford University, which will be a great aid 
in the work here. 


FOR UNIVERSITY EXTENSION WORK, 


The Newberry Library Center Is Amplify- 
ing Its Privileges. 

The interest manifested in university exten- 
sion by the people of Chicago is remarkable. 
Only a year ago the work was begun. During 
the first six months of 1892 two or three 
courses were given of what were called uni- 
versity extension lectures, but which lacked 
that vital feature that has made the movement 
so suceesstul in England. the weekly exercise. 
However, a beginning was made and there 
are now thirty centers for university exten- 
sion in Cook County. There even seems to be 
danger on the South Side of the city lest so 
many be started that none will be strong or 
able to do satisfactory work. One of the old- 
est centers in Chicago, and by far the strong- 
est, is that at the Newberry Library. Fostered 
by the trustees of the library, who appreciated 
at once the educational importance of uni- 
versity extension, its success has been 
unusual from the start. It is giving 
now three simultaneous courses, which will 
be followed directly after Christmas by three 
others, Monday, Tuesday, and Friday even- 
ings of each week. 

Prof. Moulton, the lecturer in literature, 
has given up nearly his whole life siace grad. 
uation from the university at Cambridge to 
university extension. Itissaid that he was 
largely instrumental in making the people's 
edueation a part of the educational system 
of England, and he has led the movement in 
Philadelphia and Chicago as well. 

The subject of the course of lectures which 
Prof. Moulton will give at the Newberry Li- 
brary Center in January is “ The Literary 
Study of the Bible.“ ) 

In spite of the large attendance on Prof, 
Moulton's Tempest course, given at the 
Newberry Library Center, the amount of real 
work done was not at all satisfactory, The 
importance of making people think for them- 
selves cannot be overestimated. The follow- 
ing from the circular of the Newberry Library 
Center, which will be issued next Monday, 
bears upon this point: 

The vital feature of all university extension 
lecture studies is the weekly exercise. Though 
the lectures may be interesting and instructive 
they cannot really educate the hearers, for to 
educate is to train, not to stuff the dividual, 
And while the class hour which follows the lect- 
ure usually awakens thought in some of the aud 
ence, who ply the lecturer with questions, they go 
home to forget him until the following week. 12 
is too true t the percentage of our audiences 
doing any real work is ridieulously small. 

There seem to be two principal reasons why 
more weekly exercises are not written. Some 
persons think the work beneath their dignity, 
others think it beyond their ability; Both of 
these reasons are absurd. Persons who attend 
university extension lectures and expect to get

Interesting Down-Town World’s Fair Ven- 
ture and Its Prospects of Success. 

Two weeks ago the announcement was made 
of a lease of the building now occupied by 
James Wilde Jr. & Co. to George S. Smith of 
New York for the World’s Fair term of six 
months at a rental of $45,000. The lease was 
made for the Chicago Leasehold Trustees, 
who will improve the corner with a fine mer- 
cantile building at the end of the term. The 
New York Zribune in commenting on the 
lease has the following: 

1 people are in the habit of thinking and 
saying that they exhibit far more enterprise, 
snap, and dash than New-Yorkers, but there are 
some cases in which New-Yorkers get ahead of 
the keenest of Chicago men, right in Cook County 
itself. For instance: A modest New- Yorker, who 
is the proprietor of an extensive restaurant in 
Fourteenth street, near Union Square, which is 
known as the Dai ry Kitchen, recently secured a 
lease of a most valuable business block in Chica- 
go, the heart of the business center, ht under 
the noses and eyes of Chicago investors.

STANDARD BUILDING DEFINED. 


Specifications for Such a Structure from a 
Fire Protection Point of View. 


According to the insurance authorities of 
New York the requisites of a standard build-

Groun 
floor area not over 2,500 e feet; — not 
over four stories, or fifty feet; floors of 
two-inch plank. cover by seven-eighths 
or one-inch flooring, crossing diagonaily, 
with water-proof paper or approved fire- 
resisting material between wooden beams and 
girders and wooden story posts or columns twen- 
ty inches square, or protected iron columns; ele- 
vators, stairways, etc., cut off by brick walls or 
plaster on metallic studs and lathing ; communi- 
cations with stairways at each floor protected 
with approved tin-covered doors and 1 2 
sills; windows on ex d sides protected b 
proved tin-covered doors and shutters; w ae 

ues not less than eight inches in thickness, to be 
lined with fire brick, well-burned clay. or cast- 
iron, and throat ca acity not less than sixty-four 
square inches if boilers are : all floor tim- 
bers to be trimmed at least four inches from out- 
side of fiue; bea by steam; lighted by gas; 
cornices of brick, metal, terra cotta, or other in- 
combustible material; roof covered with metal 
or tile; if partitions are hollow or walls are furred 
off there must be mortar or other fire-stops at 
each floor. 


LAKE SHORE APARTMENT BUILDING, 


John T. Revell Proposes to Erect a Fine 
Structure on Fortieth Street. 

Half way between the center of the city and 
the World’s Fair grounds and on the line of the 
Illinois Central railroad, is a rectangular plat 
of ground having three street frontages and 
an unobstructed view of the lake. On this 
ground John T. Revell of the firm of Alex- 
ander H. Revell & Co. is about to erect one of 
the finest apartment buildings on the South 
Side. The property is on the corner of Lake 
avenue and Fortieth street and fronts also on 
the new street called Michigan terrace. It 
com prises practically an entire block, although 
only forty feet wide. The dimensions are 256 
feet on Fortieth street, and forty feet on Lake 
avenue and Michigan’ terrace. This gives a 
street frontage of 336 feet. The proposed 
apartment building will cover the entire 
ground and will thus have the advantage of the 
remarkable street frontage mentioned. 

For an apartment building of the highest 
class, the location, within a block of Oakland 
Station on the Illinois Central and overlook- 
ing the lake, could not be improved upon. It 
is preéminently a residence district, and is 
built up substantially and elegantiy. Its ac- 
cessibility to the center of the city, by both 
the illindis Central and the cable trains, is un- 
surpassed. It is also within easy reach of the 
World’s Fair.

Once beught, the fate of the captives 
was not so very hard if they could bear pa- 
tiently the sorrows of exile and servitude. 
They did not really suffer much until they 
were embarked as rowers. Chained to their 
seats, half naked and half ed, ever in 
terror of the stick or the ‘ most ro- 
bust pined away. But this rough experience 
was a gone through once or twice a year.

Adams appeared ‘before the British authori- 
ties with proof, which he had obtained in a 
mantier which he alone knew, and which he 
kept as a secret to the day of his death, that 
these vessels were paid for with Confederate 
22 and he also furnished a complete list 
of cers and crew who were to sail upon 
them. He furnished. other evidence which 
was convincing. 

At that time it was said that the ministry 
was not friendly to the Union cause and would 
be glad to see the Con rate Government 
maintain itself. The law af nations is very 
strict, however, so that England could be ac 
cused of doing an unfriendly actif it permit- 
ted these vessels to depart after such evi- 
dence.

A day or two after he had made his protest, 
with proof, he received word from British au- 
thorities that if he would deposit $5,000,000 in 
goid immediately, to protect the British Gov- 
ernment against duit for damages, the vesseis 
would not be allowed to depart. 

Mr. Adams. was in despair. He believed this 
to be atrick. Of course he had not $5,000,000 
at his instant command, and as there was no 
ocean cable in those days he could not get it 
from his government in much less than three 
weeks’ time. Before he could hear from 
Washington City these cruisers. would be out 
upon the high seas. a 

As he sat in his office grieving greatly over 
this peril a gentleman walked in who asked 
that absolute privacy be secured for a few 
moments. When these two men were alone, 
secure from eavesdropping, this visitor said 
to Mr. Adama: I have just learned of 
demand made upon y u for $5,000,000 in gol 
as a guarantee to the British vernment to 
protect them in case they prevent the 
of these cruisers. I know that you cann:t 
command any such sum of money as that 
until you hear front Washington. I believe 
this has been done to enable the vessels to 
suilaway. Therefore I have come to offer 

ou, Mr, Adama, that $5,000,000 in gold, and 

have only one condition to impose, that 
is that my name be never known in this trans- 
action. 

Mr. Adams was amazed. It seemed to him 
as though this was adirect intérposition of 
providence. After thanking most earnestly 
this benefactor, Mr. Adams said: I have no 
security to offer you except my pledge that I 
will send to Washington immediately and ask 
that the government forward to you its 
vonds as security for this loan, but for three 
weeks at least you will be without other se- 
curity than my promise.” 

With this agreement the benefactor de- 
parted and before nightfall Mr. Adams had 
depusited the $5,000,000 in gold to the intense 
surprise of the British officials. They were 
obliged to keep their word and the cruisers 
were retained, and thus thereat peril was 
removed. ; 

As soon as it was possible to hear from 
Washington Mr. Adams received some 810, 
000,000 in government bonds, which wete 
turned over to the benefactor as security. Of 
course he received his geld back afterward, 
and the bonds were returned. | 

Only one living man knows who this bene 
factor was. President Lincoln knew, Secre- 
tary Chase and Mr. Adams also, and they died 
without revealing the secret. Mr. Chittenden, 
who was Register of the Treasury, and who 
took the bonds to England, knows, and he has 
inclosed the name in an envelope, deposited 
it with the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
after his death it may be given to the world. 

Yet financiers are satisfied that this bene- 
factor of the United States who risked 35.000, 
000 to save it from peril was either George 
Peabody, the banker and philanthropist, who 
had long lived in London, or else one of the 
Baring Brothers. These were the only men 
capable of Commanding on the instant so 
great an amount of mogen as that in gola, 
who were also so friendly to the United States 
as to induce them to make this amazing offer. 
Mr. Adams used to say that had it not been 
for this — perhaps the history of the 
civil war would have been differently written.

matter right, gut out his revised prayer- 
book and tufned to the creed. The answer he 
then gave was as follows: 

‘“‘ The principle adhered to by the Commit- 
tee of Revision was to place a colon after each 
article of the c Church has ever re- 
garded the doctrine of ‘The Communion of 
Saints’ asa part of the article ‘The Holy 
Catholic Church,“ because the Church on Earth, 
in Paradise, and in Heaven is but one Church. 
Hence, while after ‘I believe in the Holy 
Ghost’ a colon (:) is placed, The Holy Cath- 
olic Church is followed by a semi-colon ({;). 
The whole of this part of the creed, in the 
Standard Prayer-Book, reads as follows: ‘I 
believe in the Holy Ghost: Wbe holy Catholic 
Church; The Communion of Saints: The For- 
giveness of Sins: The Resurrection of the 
body: And the Life everlasting. Amen.

PECULIAR PROPERTIES OF MANGANINE. 


The New Alloy Is Tough and Its Resist- 
ance Increases with Heat. 

The name of manganine has been given to 
a new alloy brought forward in Germany as 
a material of great resisting power, and which 
consists of copper, nickel, and manganese. 
The specific resistance of this article is given 
as forty-two microhm centimeters; is 
higher even than that of nickeline, which has 
hitherto.passed as the best resisting metal. An- 
other advantage of manganine is its behavior 
under variations’ of heat, the resistance, it is 
claimed, being affected only ina minute de- 
gree by high temperatures. On this account 
it-is adapted to the manufacture of measuring 
instrumente and of.electrical apparatus in 
general, those which are mred to vary 
their resistance to as slight a degree as possi- 
ble under different degrees of heat. A further 
interesting fact is mentioned—namely: that 
while other metals increase their resistance by 
the raising of the temperature, that of man- 
ganine is diminished.—New York Sun.

Everybody who is anybody loves anima 
and of all animals the horse and the dog a 

al most nearly to man, because man spen 

is life in such close relation to horses and 
dogs as to invest them with human traits. 
Perhaps that is not the reason why we like 
animals, after all, for, given any advantages 
at all, and frequently none at ail, animals de- 
velop characteristics of devotion, unselfish- 

ess, and ience hardly known in human 
history. y choose usually the virtues and 
none of the vices of their “examples,” and as 
two of thd worst of these latter, namely, 
drunkenness and deception, are not open to 
the horse or the dog (monkeys do get intox- 
icated, by the by), the animals have decidedly 
the best of it in point of solid character. 

Miss Sewall's Black Beauty ” was one of 
the most popular books of the day, and 
has still a steady sale.

At the barest whisper of its 
name the dusky potentates of Borrioboola 
Gha and Timbuctoo are supposed to tremble 
much as the hunted wretches in Darkest En- 
gland grow pale at the mention of Scotland 
Yard. And of Downing street, No. 10 is the 
focus. .

The Hoboken Prelate Must Answer for In- 
subordination to Bishop Wigger De- 
spite His Pilea That His Trial Is for Op- 
posing .. Cahepsiyism-— His Fable May 
Defeat Him—Mgr,. Satolli’s Powers as 
Ablegate Are Limited—He Cannot De- 
cide the Dr. McGlynn Case. 

New Yorx, Dec. 10.—[Special.]—The trial 
of the Rev. P. ‘A. Corrigan, pastor of the 
Church of Our Lady of Grace, Hoboken, for 
breach of ecclesiastical discipline before the 
Diocesan Court and Archbishop Satolli at 
Newark Munday excites the most intense in- 
terest among Catholics, both laymen and 
clerics, as well as the community at large. 

Father Corrigan, in his somewhat volumi- 
nous correspondence, claims that he is being 
tried on account of his opposition to 
Cahenslyism and the present system of 
parochial schools. He also asserts that he 
has been the victim of malicious speculation 
at the hands of certain priests, whose influence 
over Bishop Wigger of Newark seems to be 
extremely potent. He speaks of himself as a. 
true patriot, opposing Cabenslyism. which 
is,” to quote his own words, hostile to the 
genius of the country and hostile to God's 
church, which breathes love for all man- 
kind.“ i 

The repeated sarcastic attacks made by 
Father Corrigan on the hierarchy, under 
which he is serving, and the use of the fable, 
which has proved a dangerous wegpon to 


| fight a Bishop with, have been adjudged evi- 


dences of insuvordination by Bishop Wigger, 
and this will be the charge upon which Father 
Corrigan will have to stand trial. 

There is no doubt in the minds of Catholics 
as to what will be the issue of that trial. 
Although Father Corrigan has secured the 
assistance of Dr. Richard Lalor Burtzell, the 
keenest quibbler and one of the ablest eccle- 
siastical lawyers in the United States, tne de- 
cision, it is believed, will be against him. 
The question of Cahenslyism, of malevolent 
influences surrounding Bishop Wigger, will 
be considered of such secondary importance 
to that of the open insubordination of the Ho- 
boken pastor that the only redress Father 
Corrigan can have for any grievance he has 
against his Bishop will be an appeal to Rome. 
The doctrine of stare decisis st. ads in eccles- 
iastic as well as in common law courts, and 
the approaching diocesan tribunal will proba- 
bly settle the point, in giving a strict defini- 
tion of how far a priest can go in the criti- 
cism of bis Bishop witnout committing a 
breach of discipline. 

Like Father Lambert's Case. 


The case of Father Lambert, who has writ- 
ten pamphlets attacking Robert G. Ingersoll 
and who at one time had a “ little difference’ 
with his Bishop at Rochester, bears some sim- 
ilarity to that of Father Corrigan. In this 
case Father Lambert also made use of the 
fable iu the daily papers to turn some action 
of Bishop McQuaide to ridicule. Father Lam- 
bert was considered a brilliant man anda 
hard working priest, but his criticism of his 
superiors in pubhe made him the defendant 
at a similar diocesan court, 

The court would not listen to any complaint 
he had to make of the injustice or alleged ty- 
ranny of the Bishop toward him. It simply 
considered the question of the public criticism 
and holding up to ridicule of a superior officer 
by a man in the ranks, and as far as that trib- 
unal was concerned, Father Lambert was de- 
feated. On appeal to Rome, however, with the 
subwission of evidence on both sides, and cer- 
tain concessions, at the end of a year Fatner 
Lambert found himself vindicated, but re- 
moved to another parish, still, however, under 
the same Bishop. He had lost a year and had 
been put to much expense. The new parish 
over which he was made pastor was hardly as 
advantageous as his former charge, and he 
had not advanced in the line of promotion. 
This case may de as a precedent at the 
trial Monday. 

Dr. O’Gorman of the Catholic University at 
Washington, D. C., is credited with the state- 
ment that Mgr. Satolli, Papal Ablegate, 18 
vested with the authority to decide clerical 
disputes amon Catholics of this country.“ 
Archbishop Corrigan has, it has been inti- 
mated on a former occasion, seemed to be in 
doubt as to the exact extent of the powers of 
the Abiegate, having deen presented 
by the prelate with a letter which had the ap- 
pearance of a mere credential. However, the 
eines of Mgr. Satolli at the coming trial in 

ewark seems to settle the question as to a 
part of his mission in this country. 

The situation of Dr. McGlynn in regard to 
this mission of the Papal Ablegate was de- 
fined yesterday by an eminent authority in 
this city. 

Cannot Help Dr. McGlynn. 

„In case, he said, that Mgr. Satolli is 
here to settle disputes between Bishops and 
priests Dr. McGlynn'’s case cannot fall under 
his jurisdiction. Thé case which Mgr. Satolli 
will be ealled upon to hear or decide will be 
matters of lis pensena. Dr. McGlynn’s case 
has gone to the first court in authority the 
supreme ecclesiastical court, that of Rome— 
has been adjudged and his: penalty defined. 
No Papal Ablegate or any other embassador 
sent out to this country will bave the powerto 
restore Dr. McGlynn to his former position, 
unless the penalty imposed upon him by Rome 
is first performed. It is a case of discipline 
and Dr. McGlynn will have to face the 
music. 

** The idea that he will come back into the 
church with a full brass band and fireworks in 
a swpposed triumph over the head of this 
diocese, whom he has disobeyed, whom he has 
treated with the utmost contumely and dis- 
respect, the public scandal which 
he has given, is so absurd as not to merit con- 
sideration, Such a proceeding would sap the 
very foundations of the Catholic church, which 
for centuries has been the Christian example 
of an institution in which discipline had 
reached perfection. Of course the church will 
never permit a mag, if she can heip it, to lose 
his immortal soul. The doors of the church 
are always open to receive Dr. McGlynn, pro- 
vided he conforms to the penalty imposed 
upon him. But there is no question of any 
court or of any reopening of his case.
